REPORT OF JOINT SUBCOMMITTEE ON PENAL. INSTITUTIONS 
ON THE CONDITION OF DOVER CAMP, JONES COUNTY. 


The Joint Subcommittee on Penal Institutions who vis- 
ited the convict camp situated near Dover, Jones county, 
N. C., and employed by the Goldsboro Lumber ate 
beg to submit; the following report: 

Each member of the committee made a separate examina- 
tion of convicts’ quarters and conditions. In answer to the 
charges we find the following: 

In answer to charge No. 1, we find the quantity of food 
sufficient, but recommend a greater variety, to-wit: Beef 
occasionally, sweet and Irish potatoes, vegetables generally. 

No, 2. The bedding is filthy and unfit for use, but of 
sufficient quantity. 

No. 3. The sleeping quarters are poor. 

No. 4. We find the convicts sub-let to the Hines Lumber 
Company as well cared for as any. 

No. 5 we do not sustain. 

We found that Dr. Pollock, the attending physician, was 
performing his duties in an acceptable manner and well 
equipped for service. The health of the convicts was good. 

There were two prisoners that we thought should be placed 
on lighter work, both white, one suffering from organic heart 
trouble and the other from gonorrhea, chronic. We found 
that the convicts were compelled to bathe in water used by 
two or three before changing same. 

We found that the prisoners had no socks during the win- 
ter. We found from the requisitions made on Superintend- 
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ent Mann, that there had been no demand upon him for 
supplies but that were furnished. As soon as they found 
there were no socks they were purchased at Dover and sent 
out, 
We recommend that the white prisoners be kept apart from 
the colored in their sleeping quarters. 
In conclusion, we see no reason to criticise the conduct 
of Superintendent Mann, who seems to have done his duty.

REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE ON PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 


Mr. Morton, for the Joint Committee on Penal Institu- 
tions, submits the following report:

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To the General Assembly of North Carolina: 

In accordance with a joint resolution of the Senate and 
House of Representatives the Joint Committee on Penal 
Institutions, composed as follows: Senators H. N. Pharr of 
Mecklenburg and Thomas D. Warren of Jones county, and 
Representatives George L. Morton of New Hanover, T. W. 
Blount of Washington and W. C. Newland of Caldwell 
county, met in the town of Marion, N. C., on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 10, 1903. 

We had subpcenaed and took the testimony of various wit- 
nesses from the counties of McDowell and Mitchell and pro- 
ceeded to take the testimony of the same, a copy of which 1s 
herewith filed and asked to be taken as part of this report. 

From the testimony so taken we beg leave to submit the 
following as our finding of the facts: 

That the 20th day of January, 1903, was a cold, sleety 
day; that prior to that day the penitentiarv authorities had 
arranged for the removal of the convicts, 159 in number, from 
the camp on Toe river near Bakersville, said removal to take 
place on the 21st of January. That in accordance with their 
pre-arranged plans, on the 21st of January, 1903, the authori- 
ties started said convicts from their camp near Spruce Pine a 
distance of twenty-four miles to Marion, a railroad station in 
McDowell. That the day of removal, to-wit, January 21st, 
was a comfortable day overhead. That the road from the 
camp to Marion, and especially from the foot of the moun- 
tain to Marion, a distance of about twelve miles, is, perhaps, 
the worst public road in the State, the mud averaging a depth 
of from three to five inches. 

We find that most of the convicts were shackled together, 
two and two, by chains around the ankles. This was made 
necessary by reason of the fact that it was the opinion of the 
authorities it was unsafe to march a large number of men, 
many of whom were desperate life prisoners, without hav- 
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ing them shackled together. The chains connecting the 
shackles were about five feet long and were about the size of 
an ordinary trace-chain, and did not materially interfere or 
impede the marching of the convicts. 

We find that while the march of twenty-four miles in one 
day was father severe upon the convicts, it is the opinion of the 
authorities and also the opinion of this committee that it was 
preferable, considering the conditions of the ground and no 
suitable place being obtainable to house the convicts over 
night with comfort or safety, to proceed to Marion that night. 

We find this removal at this. time had been ordered by the 
Directers of the penitentiary, who, at a meeting held about 
the first of January, had decided it would be unsafe to have 
the convicts remain on the other side of the mountain during 
the months of January, February and March, the Directors 
having found that the weather beyond the mountain where 
the convicts were engaged in work was much more severe 
than on this side, and that it was in order to avoid this severe 
climate that the removal was ordered. ‘There being at the 
camp at this time a number of sick convicts, the Directors 
were of the opinion that it would be unwise to detain these 
sick convicts at this camp during the winter. 

We find the evening before and the morning they left, the 
attending physician, having examined the convicts, advised 
Captain Lashley, supervisor of the Toe river camp, that the 
men were in such condition as to be able to make the trip, 
including the sick, who were brought in wagons and on horse- 
back. 

We find while in camp the convicts were supphed with a 
sufficient amount of good, wholesome food, ample clothing and 
all the necessaries that the circumstances required. That on 
the march they were given sufficient food, including warm 
coffee, being the same as given the guards. 

We find that on the march from the camp to Marion that 
in the afternoon of that day a number of convicts became 
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exhausted, and in fact gave out, were unable to travel, and 
that on one or two occasions the guards were harsh, cursed 
the convicts, but used no acts of violence, but that im every 
instance where convicts had given out a place was provided, 
either in a wagon or on horseback, for said convict to ride 
and rest up, so that he might be able to resume the march if 
it became necessary to give his place to another exhausted 
convict. 

While we condemn the action of the guards in cursing and 
abusing the sick convicts, yet it was without the hearing or 
knowledge of Captain Lashley, supervisor. And we further 
find that in all instances of cursing and abuse recited in this 
testimony, that it came from overseers employed by the rail- 
road company, who were temporarily acting as guards in 
bringing the convicts to Raleigh. 

In view of this, your committee beg to recommend that no 
outside overseers be permitted in the future to have any 
authority over the convicts, and that the superintendent be 
instructed that in his future contracts with railroads or other 
public works, that he shall specify that the State is to furnish 
its own overseers and have absolute control of the convicts. 

We find that on their arrival at Marion that three gallons 
of whiskey was purchased and each convict given a drink, but 
that no coffee or warm food was issued to them that night or 
next morning, which, in the opinion of this committee, could 
and should have been furnished. 

We find as a fact that the said convicts reached Marion 
about six o’clock P. M., on the 21st of January, 1903, and 
were immediately put in the cars placed there for that pur- 
pose; that on account of an accident on the railroad the said 
cars were not moved that night from Marion. That said 
convicts were kept in said cars from the evening of the 21st 
to the morning of the 23d, making a total of thirty-six hours, 


when they were taken out. 
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In the opinion of the committee such a length of time was 
too long to keep the convicts confined in the cars, and the 
authorities should have seen that at intervals they were taken 
out and given fresh air and exercise. 

We find that no one of the convicts died on the march or 
in Marion, as charged, but, according to the testimony of the 
physician who made an examination of all the convicts on 
their arrival in Raleigh and who testified before the com- 
mittee, that none of the convicts suffered by reason of their 
removal. 

We find that on one occasion, from the testimony of one of 
the witnesses, a guard was seen riding a convict across Toe 
river. Whether it was under compulsion or otherwise this 
committee was unable to ascertain. That on another occasion 
Captain Lashley saw a guard riding a convict across Toe 
river. He made the guard get down in the river, and he 
ascertained afterwards that it was a voluntary act on the part 
of the convict and that the guard had paid him so to do. 

In view of the testimony herein submitted to your honor- 
able body, we fail to find any act of cruelty on the part of 
Superintendent Mann or any of the State’s employees; but 
we do find that Superintendent Mann, both in his official let- 
ters and lis personal direction, has always been on the side 
of humanity and justice. The same is true as to Captain 
Lashley, who was in charge of the convicts on the trip. 

We find that the prison authorities could have avoided 
bringing the convicts over the road from Spruce Pine to 
Marion by transporting them by rail through the State of 
Tennessee, but we find his authority over the convicts in 
another State was questionable; and after conference with 
the Governor and Board of Directors of the State Prison, he 
had been advised it would be unsafe to carry the prisoners 
out of the State. This being so, we find that the march from 
Spruce Pine to Marion the only possible route under the cir- 
cinstances. 
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So far as the charges of W. Y. Willson are concerned, we 
find no evidence supporting the same.

REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE PRISON 
BUILDINGS. 


Messrs. Graham and Ricks, for the joint committee to 
examine the State prison buildings near Raleigh with a view 
to ascertaining the feasibility of converting them into a hos- 
pital for the insane or other useful institution for the State, 
makes the following report, which is ordered spread on the 
Journal: 


To the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives: 

The undersigned members of the joint committee ap- 
pointed by yourselves, under authority of a joint resolution to 
examine the State prison buildings near the city of Raleigh 
with a view to ascertaining whether it was feasible to convert 
them into a hospital for the insane or any other useful insti- 
tution for the State, beg leave to report: 

That owing to the great pressure of business at this term 
of the General Assembly, we have been unable to give the 
matter the attention which it deserves, but, within the limited 
time allowed us, have thoroughly inspected the buildings and 
the surrounding premises, and beg leave to report that it 1s 
impossible now to find out accurately the total cost of the 
buildings, but from information heretofore compiled by 
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Colonel F. A. Olds, a distingushed member of the press of 
this State, and from other sources, we are assured that the 
cost could not be less than one million dollars. The main 
building is 647 feet in length by 76 feet in width. The 
Administration building, so called, is located just in front of 
the main building, and just in the rear of and attached to 
the main building are the kitchen and laundry, and a few 
paces to the south of these is a large three-story building, 
used for female convicts. 

These buildings are among the finest, if not themselves the 
very finest, structures belonging to the State, unless it be the 
State Capitol. The walls are three feet in thickness and 
not a crack appears throughout their whole length or breadth. 
There is also a very large brick building in the southeast 
eorner of the enclosure, used formerly for a blacksmith shop 
and other purposes, The eastern half of the main building 
has been filled with cells, in which convicts were confined, 
and the extreme east end is now used as a hospital for the 
sick and afflicted. The interior of the western half of the 
building has never been completed, though the extreme end 
is now fitted up as a department for the criminal insane, of 
whom. there are forty-two. 

We find now in the prison, in addition to the forty-two 
criminal insane, about 125 convicts, including the sick, though 
this number will be greatly reduced in a short time by many 
of them being hired out or sent to the State farms. We find 
that the premises comprise from six to eight acres of land. 
Just between this property and the Central State Hospital 
there is a tract of land of 40 or 50 acres, part in cultivation 
and a small part in original growth, and the remainder in 
second growth scrubby oaks and other trees. — 

We are of the opinion that the buildings would be admira- 
bly adapted to the uses of a hospital for the afflicted of our 
State, and that the plan of converting them into such a hos- 
pital is entirely feasible and practicable, and we believe that 
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it would save to the people of the State several hundred 
thousand dollars to use these buildings for that purpose. 
Of course a very decided change would have to be made in the 
interior arrangements of the building, but for the present, 
by the proper expenditure of money, the western half of the 
main building and the Administration building and the wo- 
man’s building could be utilized for those purposes, leaving 
the alteration in the eastern half to some future time when 
the needs of the State should demand it. The situation is 
such that the premises could be so laid out in walks and 
drives and adorned with evergreens and shrubbery as to be 
made a beautiful and attractive place, and by the acquisition 
of the land just south of the State prison this property 
could be connected with that of the State Central Hospital. 
A boulevard and other necessary roads and paths could be con- 
structed by convict labor, so that the institution might be 
brought in such close touch with each other that the same 
head staff could administer the affairs of both. 

We find that it would cost not exceeding $35,000 nor less 
than $25,000 to so fit up the western half of the main build- 
ing and the Administration and woman’s buildings so as to 
accommodate three hundred patients, and we would suggest 
that the male patients at the Central Hospital could all be 
removed to this building and the Central Hospital devoted 
entirely to the female patients. We also find that the prop- 
erty at Hillsboro in Orange county, formerly known as the 
Hillsboro Military Academy and now belonging to the 
State Farmers Alliance, comprising seventy acres of land and 
a large and commodious three-story brick structure, in good 
repair, sufficient to accommodate a hundred or more pa- 
tients, can be purchased for $35,000, and by a few alterations 
and additions could be made available either as a hospital for 
the criminal insane or the afflicted invalids among the con- 
viets. Or, in the event the purchase of said property should 


not be desirable, then we suggest that a building for hospital 
House—80 
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purposes could be constructed upon the high land of the 
State farm in Halifax county for $5,000, sufficient for all 
hospital needs of the convicts, and that separate from that 
building there could be erected a brick structure suitable for 
the criminal insane at a cost not to exceed $10,000. 

We therefore recommend to the General Assembly that 
steps be taken to carry out the suggestions in this report, 
so that the large number of afflicted persons now said to be 
in the jails and county homes of the State may be suitably 
provided for. We are satisfied that by the use of this build- 
ing thousands of dollars can be saved to the State, and within 
a few years all the unfortunates of the State in that class can 
be suitably and comfortably provided for. 

Owing to the press of ‘business, the members of the com- 
mittee from the Senate found it impossible to accompany us 
“upon our tour of investigation, 

We cannot close this report without extending our sincere 
thanks to Mr. W. P. Rose, an architect and business man 
of high standing in the city of Raleigh, who accompanied 
us in our inspection of the buildings andthe premises, and to 
whom we are indebted for many wise suggestions as to the 
manner in which this valuable State’s property, now lying 
almost entirely idle, could be devoted to a useful purpose. 

We find nothing in the State Constitution that conflicts 
with the use of this property for the purpose suggested.

The Committee on Rules, having examined this protest, re- 
commend that it be spread on the Journal. 
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THE PROTEST. 


The undersigned member of the House of Representatives 
for the year of 1903 begs leave, in accordance with his Con- 
stitutional right, to send up his solemn protest against the 
passage of House bill No. 304, known as the Audubon bill, 
or a bill entitled an act to incorporate the Audubon Society 
of North Carolina and to provide for the preservation of the 
song and game birds of the State, for the reason hereinafter 
stated. 

That the officers appointed are not the proper men to have 
charge of the birds belonging to farmers and other land- 
owners; if made a law, should be right; with this bill brings 
forth a.set of officers who will be more disreputable than 
internal revenue officers. Said officers are given more power 
than they should have under any circumstances, and the 
land held by said Society is free from taxation, which 1s cer- 
tainly wrong. That the birds on the lands of farmers are 
put under the control of scientific men, and the farmers are 
euilty of a misdemeanor to kill birds on their own land, when 
scientific men, who do not own one spot of land can take 
their birds or bird eggs under their eyes and go unmolested ; 
and many of them will be children. They are allowed to take 
eoos, birds, ete., upon the certificate of two scientific men, 
when the certificate of one million farmers owning one hun- 
dred million acres of land would not be worth the paper it is 
written upon. It gives foreign bird hunters a right to ship 
birds, when local hunters cannot. It will create fees for 
Clerks of the Superior Courts. It creates a society that will 
not be self-sustaining, and will sooner or later, and probably 
sooner, have to be facked onto some department of the State 
(more likely the Agricultural Department), to be carried at 
a loss to the State. It is creating the greatest bird trust the 
country has ever known, and is the entering wedge to stop 
the majority of the people from hunting or killing birds. 
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That there is a lot of Northern bird hunters who pay fees 
and furnish peas to the farmers to sow. As the law is, under 
the Audubon bill, all this will be taken from the farmers, and 
the $10 paid for hunting privileges would go into the hands 
of the officers of the Society, to be paid out to game wardens 
to watch the farmers, to keep them from hunting upon their 
own land. 

One by one the ancient rights and privileges of the people 
are being taken from them.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE INVESTIGATION OF THE 
MANAGEMENT OF THE STATE PRISON BY 
THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON PENAL INSTITU- 
TIONS. 


To the Charlotte Observer: 


Colonel Olds may disclaim responsibility for the article 
copied in your paper from the Atlanta Constitution, and the 
News and Observer may declare it a “big fake story”; but 
it was the naked, unvarnished truth. In fact, the author of 
that article did not do the subject justice. He told only a 
part of the truth, for the conduct of the penitentiary author1- 
ties in removing those convicts at the time and in the man- 
ner it was done is a shame and a disgrace to a civilized 
people. 

The camp where they had been quartered is twenty-six 
miles from Marion. The road is the worst in North Caro- 
lina. Superintendent Mann had driven over it only a day 
or two before, in the best rig the livery could furnish, and 
he was loud in his denunciation of the road. The weather 
was intensely cold. The streams on the Mitchell side of 
the mountain were frozen over, and the convicts walked 
across on the ice. Shackled together, two and two, they 
marched over the frozen mud to the top of the mountain. 
On the Mitchell side it was not frozen hard enough to bear 
up the weight of a man, so the men were foreed to march 
in the mud, in the middle of the road, from six inches to 
two feet deep, and wade the streams. As the men dragged 
one foot after another, a shoe would come off in the mud, 
the convict would falter to get it, but the guard, as I am 
reliably informed, would jab him with a gun, curse him and 
order him to move on. When they arrived in Marion, just 
before nightfall, after marching twenty-six miles that day, 
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they were wet, literally bedraggled with mud to above their 
knees. The shackles that bound them together were covered 
with frozen mud, and in many instances were as large as 
the arm of a man. The mud was so deep that the shackles 
could not be held above it, and were dragged through. it. 
They were wet, muddy, tired, worn completely out, and 
almost dying. The guards would not allow them to march 
on the stone sidewalks of the town, but kept them in the 
middle of the muddy streets. Two poor fellows, who had 
fainted on the way, came in behind the others. One of them 
faltered in the mud in the street, and. said he could go no 
further. He was ordered to move on. A citizen, John Yan- 
cey, Jr., begged the guard to march the men on the sidewalk, 
and thus they were partially removed. 

They were marched to the cars, fed on nothing but cold 
bread and cold fat-back. They were given a very small por- 
tion of corn whiskey, about a gallon for 160 men. 

Fifteen to twenty of the men were unable to walk, and 
were hauled in wagons. In one wagon were five men unable 
to hold up their heads, so a driver informs me. One of the 
drivers of the wagon told me that they would groan and beg 
for water. They were given water about twice on the way. 
Finally the guard became tired of listening to the groans 
and requests for water, and told them: “You need a damn 
good whipping; shut your damn mouths.” ‘These men were 
removed from the wagon at the door of the car. One of 
them had every appearance of being dead—he was stark and 
stiff, and his face was covered with a cloth. Mr. John A. 
McDonald, who saw this, says he looked like a dead man. 

About a month ago a lot of sick men were brought from 
the camps and shipped to Raleigh. When they arrived at 
the depot, they were ordered to get out of the wagons. As 
they did so, from sheer weakness, some of them fell and 
their faces were bruised in the mud. They were unable to ex- 
tricate themselves. After a time, a guard ordered the stronger 
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ones to pull those who had fallen, out of the mud, and they 
were laid on the platform of the depot. Mr. George I. 
White, cashier of the First National Bank, saw this sicken- 
ing sight. 

When the convicts were first sent to the road in Mitchell 
county, about a year ago, it was a very cold time. When 
they reached Toe River, near Spruce Pine, the river was 
running with mush ice. The convicts were ordered to wade 
the river, and they did. I am informed by men who say they 
were present and saw it that the quards rode across the river 
on the backs of the convicts. 

There can be no excuse offered why it was necessary to 
remove those men in such weather. There is no human 
reason why a number of men who are too sick to hold up 
their heads should be dumped into a wagon and hauled in 
such weather, and over such roads, twenty-six miles in one 
day. Superintendent Mann was conversant, or ought to 
have been, with the condition of the men under him; he 
knew what the weather was, and he knew the condition of 
the roads. The physician in charge, it seems, might have 
prevented, for the sake of humanity, the removal of these 
sick men. 

If it was necessary to remove them, certainly any reasona- 
ble man knows that twenty-six miles is too far to march men, 
shackled together, in one day. One mile is too far to march 
them through mud as deep as the mud is on that road. 
Such conduct of the authorities deserves the most severe con- 
demnation, and should be at once investigated. The Solic- 
itor of the district, Honorable Joseph F. Spainhour, has 
been notified of the occurrence, and it’s up to him to see 
what he will do at the next term of our court.

On February 2d the following joint resolution was passed ° 
by the House and Senate of North Carolina: 


WueEREAS, it is alleged by J. C. L. Bird of Marion, N. C., 
“that the conduct of the penitentiary authorities in removing 
those convicts (referring to the removal of convicts from a 
camp at Spruce Pine in Mitchell county, N. C., to Marion 
in McDowell county, N. C.) at the time and in the manner 
it was done is a shame and disgrace to a civilized people” 

AND WHEREAS, other charges of inhumanity, cruelty and 
misconduct on the part of the Penitentiary authorities at 
the time of the removal of the said convicts from Spruce 
Pine, N. C., to Marion, N. C., above referred to and on 
other occasions, have been made by said J. C. L. Bird, in 
a letter dated January 29, 1903, printed in the Giueions 
(N. C.) Observer; 

ANp wueEreEas, the charges above set out have been denied 
by the authorities of the State’s Prison ; 

Now, therefore, it is resolved by the Senate, the House of 
Representatives concurring: 

First. That said charges be investigated by the Committee 
on Penal Institutions of the Senate and the Committee on 
Penal Institutions of the House of Representatives, sitting in 
joint session. 

Second. That said joint committee investigate such other 
charges of misconduct on the part of the management of 
the State’s Prison as may be brought to their attention. 

Third. That a subcommittee, consisting of the Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Penal Institutions and one other 
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member of said committee to be selected by the Chairman, 
and the Chairman of the House Committee on Penal Institu- 
tions and two other members of said committee to be selected 
by the Chairman, shall visit Marion, N. C., and such other 
places as may be necessary, and take evidence, under oath, 
or be produced before it, pertinent to the charges above men- 
tioned or any other charges that may be brought to the atten- 
tion of the joint committee herein provided for. Such joint 
committee and subeommittee shall have power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, the production of books and papers, 
to examine witnesses under oath, as in court of law, and 
shall report the result of such investigations and make such 
recommendations as in the judgment of the joint committee 
are necessary for the correction of abuses and the punishment 
of offenders.” 


In accordance with the joint resolution of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, February 2, 1903, the Joint Com- 
mittee on Penal Institutions, composed as follows: Senators 
H. N. Pharr of Mecklenburg, and Thomas D. Warren of 
Jones county, and Representatives George L. Morton of New 
Hanover, T. W. Blount of Washington, and W. C. Newland 
of Caldwell county, met in the town of Marion, N. C., on 
Tuesday, February 10, 1903. 

Senator Warren stated fully the objects of the committee. 

Mr. D. E. Hudgins, representing the State Prison, re- 
quested that Mr. Bird make his charges in a specific man- 
ner, so that they would know what they had to meet. 


Mae. Cc lL. BIRD: 


Mr. Chairman and the Joint Committee: 

I do not appear here as prosecuting attorney in this case. 
I made the charges over my own signature through the State 
press, actuated purely by a spirit of humanity, and I am not 
here this morning really as prosecutor. JI am here with wit- 
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nesses to sustain the charges which I made; to show, if I can, 
that the movement of those convicts was a shame and a dis- 
grace. J have my witnesses present, and I do not propose to 
make it more specific than I have already done. 


Mr. D. E. Huperns: 
You gentlemen will remember in Mr. Bird’s article he 


makes certain charges. 


SENATOR WARREN: 

The view of the committee is that Mr, Bird be not required 
to make specific charges. ‘The committee is here to investi- 
gate the matter fully, and we expect to take ample time to 
give both sides a hearing. Certain charges have been made 
by the press, and we are here to hear the whole matter. We 
are here to hear any evidence bearing on the cruelty of the 
convicts. 


The following witnesses were ealled: 


WiuitFriELp Sparks (lives twenty-four miles), post-office 
Spruce Pine, N. C., being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

How old are you, Mr. Sparks? A. I am sixty-two. I live 
on Watauga river, Grass Creek township. 

How far do you live from the camp? A. [I live just a little 
distance. 

How far from Marion? A. About twenty-four miles; I 
don’t exactly know; about twelve miles to ridge and twelve 
to where I live. 

Where were you on the evening before the convicts moved ? 
A. I was at home. 

Do you know whether or not the convicts to be moved next 
day were selected as the weaker men? A. I don’t know 
positively, 
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Mr. Sparks, state to the committee what you know of the 
selection of the weaker men. A. I don’t know anything 
about that; I had heard some talk about that, but I am not 
prepared to say. Don’t know that I heard anything said by 
the men in charge. 

Were you present that morning when the convicts were 
started on the march? A. Yes, sir. 

What kind of day was it? <A. Cloudy; not so cold that 
morning; rainy and sleet most of the day before. They 
seemed to be drawn up and could not well get out of going, 
Captain Lashley said. | 

Was there ice or snow? A. There was some ice; the river 
was frozen over. 

Did you see the sick men loaded? <A. I can’t say that I 
did, I reckon I saw one sick man; I took hold of him and 
helped him up in the wagon. 

Did you come part of the way with the convicts that morn- 
ing? A; Yes, sir. 

How did they cross the river? <A. On the ice. 

How thick was the ice? A. About one foot thick. 

State whether or not there was some water on the top. 
A. There was some water; I hardly know; some twenty feet 
from the banks, I guess. 

How deep was the water? A. Some four or five inches 
next to the banks. 

Did you walk across? A. I did. 

Were those convicts shackled together? A. Yes, sir, two 
by two. 

How thick did you say the ice was? A. About a foot 
thick and water running over the top on the side. 

Did you notice whether the convicts got their feet wet ? 
A. I walked across to see if the ice was thick, me and Mr. 
Riddle. Mr. Riddle said that it was safe. I don’t think 
they did. 
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By Mr. Huperns: 

How far is the camp from Spruce Pine? A. Mile and a 
half, I suppose. 

Did you see Mr. Lashley at the river that morning? A. 
He walked on the ice, if I mistake not. I think that cor- 
y reat. 


By Mr, Morton: 

Did you notice whether these convicts had shoes on? A. 
I did not see none of them; did not pay much attention. 

How were they clad; did they seem to have good, warm 
clothes? A. They had on such clothes as convicts generally 
wear. 


By Mr. New ianp: 
How were they shackled together? A. Two and two. 
Were those two fastened to any other two? <A. No sir; 
just two and two, if I am not mistaken. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

Those shackles were fastened so they could hold, the chains 
up? <A. I think they were; three or four feet. 

You saw no treatment of the convicts but what was kind ? 
A SuNiO Bit, 


W. D. Wiseman, Spruce Pine, N. C.; twenty-three miles. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

State whether or not you saw any travel of squad of con- 
victs going across the mountains, if so, when and where? A. 
I think it has been a year ago; I think it was in January that 
I overtook a squad of convicts going to Spruce Pine. I 
traveled with them a little piece of the way. 

About how many were there? <A. I guess there were one 
hundred. I never paid any particular attention. 
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How was the weather? A. Pretty cold, real cold that 
night. | 

How did they get across Armstrong creek? A. Some went 
on my wagon and some waded. 

State whether or not any of the convicts lost their shoes ¢ 
A. There was one convict lost his shoes. 

State whether or not there was any ice? A. Yes, sir; there 
was some ice; it was not frozen across. 

Armstrong creek? A. There was not any ice in the ford. 

How did the guards get across? A. I think some on 
wagons. | 

How did the others get across? A. There were one or 
two carried over on the trusties’ backs. There was one or 
two earried somebody across. 

How far was the creek to where they camped that night ? 
A. About seven miles. 

Did you or did you not know that convicts walked bare- 
footed through that creek? A. I don’t know. 

What kind of night was it? A. Very cold. 

Did you or did you not tell the guard that they had better 
camp on this side of the mountain? A. One of the guards 
spoke about it, and I told them it was very cold on the other 
side, and I told him if they went across they would be 
warmer. 

Where did they camp that night? A. At Mica P. O. 

Where were you January 21st; last January? A. I could 
not tell you, unless that is the date; unless I looked up some 
bills. 

You came over with the convicts the other day? A. Yes, 
sir. . 

Were you at their camp the evening before, the day before 
they started? <A. Yes, sir. 

Do you know whether or not the weaker convicts were 
taken? <A. I do not know. 


House—87% 
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How was the weather? A. The day we loaded it sleeted 
pretty hard, right smart of sleet on the ground, but not 
quite as cold as it had been. 

How was the river? <A. Pretty bad; frozen across below 
and above the ford. 

Was water running over the ice? A. I don’t know whether 
they crossed the ford or not; they had crossed before I got 
there. J think they crossed below the ford. 

What was the character of the roads from Spruce Pine to 
the top of the mountain? A. Moderately good; the roads 
were hard. 

Did you or did you not come along with the convicts? A. 
I did not overtake them until they crossed the mountains, 
this side of the mountains. 

Were they at dinner when you were there? A. They were 
fixing to go to dinner. 

What kind of dinner was served? <A. I noticed a good 
deal of coffee. 

How many were in the squad? A. Something over a 
hundred. 

Do you know whether or not any of those men did not 
get any dinner? A. None except that some of them said to 
me as they passed. There was some four or five fellows who 
said: “Ain’t you the fellow hauling our rations?’ He said: 
“T ain’t had any meat.” They had a bucket of coffee. 

Where did you commence to strike mud, if you struck 
any? A. Near the mountain. 

How far from that point to Marion? <A. About thirteen 
miles. 

What was the character of the road that day? A. Sloppy, 
muddy condition. 

How deep was the mud? A. From four to six inches in 
some places; frozen in most of the places. 

Do you know whether or not any of the convicts were 
forced to wade any stream on that day? A. No, sir, I do not. 
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State what you heard and saw about the sick ones. One 
sick man, while lying down in a wagon, asked for water as 
the creek was being crossed, and was groaning. A guard told 
him to ‘‘shut his damn mouth; that it would do him no good 
to groan.” One of them wanted some water, and I think 
the guard treated him wrong. <A convict started to get some 
water and the guard cursed and told him to take a can. He 
groaned all the way. 

Did you not hear that guard tell the convict to stop his 
damn mouth, that it would do him no good? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you not hear the guard say “God damn the bucket, 
get-a can?’ A. Yes, sir. 

At what rate were you traveling? A. About three miles 
an hour. 

Did you hear any of the guards curse convicts for giv- 
ing out? A. There was some convicts down, I was not near 
enough to hear. 

State whether you saw any shoes? A. I saw one or prob- 
ably two about four miles from town, the other not very 
far down here. 

What kind of shoes were they; brogans? <A. I never 
noticed the kind. 

This side of Cox’s, how did the convicts get across that 
little creek? A. Some had to wade in water over shoe-deep. 
They were shackled together, left leg to the right leg of the 
other. I did not see them all cross, some went around. 

Was the water they got into over shoe mouth deep? A. 
Yes, sir; in some places. 

What was the character of the march from the Yancey 
place? A. Pretty tolerably fair. . 

What part of the road did they march in? A. Middle of 
the road. 

Did the guards march in the middle of the road? A. 
Sometimes, and sometimes on the banks. 
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Were any of the convicts taken into the wagons as they gave 
out? Yes, sir; a few. 

Were they hauled into Marion to the depot? A. One set 
got in my wagon and a rode a piece; I believe there were 
two that rode into town. 

Did you hear any cursing of convicts on the road when 
convicts would give out and fall down? A. I heard one fel- 
low beg one and urge him to come on, 

Was the fellow down? A. Yes, sir; down in the mud. 

Did you see the cars that newht? A. I saw them when I 
was unloading my wagon. 

Did you see the sick ones hauled over; were any of them 
dead? A. No, sir; none at that time. 


By Mr. Newianp: 
Did the convict asking for water get it? A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Brount: 
Did he get it every time? A. I don’t know. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

That convict you spoke of being down, did he get up? A. 
Yes, sir; they put him in the wagon. 

How many sick men in the wagon? A. Six, I think; five 
or six; two laying down side by side. 

This convict you spoke of calling for water; what was the 
matter? <A. I do not know. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

Who was in charge when you spoke of going over a year 
ago? “A. I really do not know. I don’t think I would know 
the man. 

Would you know his name if it was suggested? <A. I 
don’t know that I would or not. 

Was it McIver? A. It might have been that; I am not 
positive. 
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Where did the squad that went over a year ago camp? 
A. Michael’s post-office. > 

What is the size of Armstrong creek; you spoke of some 
getting in your wagon and crossing over? A. Moderately 
good size; about knee deep. 

Any foot-logs across there? A. Not at that time. 

How do foot passengers cross that stream? A. Only way 
is go around by Mrs. Reed’s. When strangers go along they 
have to wade or wait for some one. 

You have seen foot passengers wade? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you ever know that guards were taken over by con- 
victs? A. I am not positive; one man was carried over by 
trusties, but I do not know whether he was a guard. 

How far is it from the camp to Spruce Pine? A. Some- 
thing like a mile and a half. 

You say it sleeted on the 20th of January; the day before 
the convicts moved? A. Yes, sir. 

Was it bright the next day? A. Day after; cleared off. 
Kinder cold. Turns warmer after sleet in the mountains. 

You could have avoided the mud by keeping on the side of 
the road? A. Yes, sir. 

In coming down the mountain, was there any sleet on the 
eround? A. Yes, sir; good deal of sleet. From foot of 
mountain down to the Cox place was pretty bad traveling. 

Right smart mud in that road? A. Good deal of mud 
from foot of mountains. 

Balance pretty fair traveling? A. No, sir; not if you 
keep in the road. 

Is there any other way by which you could get to Marion 
from Spruce Pine from this camp? A. No, sir; I have never 
been able to find it. 

Did you walk any? A. Yes, sir; walked some; got on 
the bank. 

You did that to aid your team? A. Yes, sir. 

Those convicts that were sick were put in the wagons. 
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How many? A. Five or six; there were one or two cov- 
ered up. 

Do you know how they were provided for in the wagons; 
whether they had blankets. A. They had some around or 
over them. 

Were those sick convicts supplied with coffee? A. I did 
not see that. I could not see them eating; they stopped about 
forty yards back of me. 

From the time you left the foot of the mountains was it 
a pleasant day ? A. Yes, sir; not very cold. 


By Mr. Warren: | 

How about the shoes they had on? A. Some in pretty bad 
condition. Some pretty badly run down at the heel, like 
darkeys’. Some of their shoes dipping up mud and the mud 
got in them. 

Were there any holes in the shoes? A. I don’t know about 
that. 

How about clothes? A. Common convict stripes. I don’t 
know the thickness of them. 

Any complaint of being cold? A. No, sir; none that I 
know of. 


By Mr. Morton: 

I understood in your testimony that in walking over this 
road you walked it yourself? A. Yes, sir; I walked it. 

Is that a common practice? A. No, sir; it is once and a 
while, practice to walk. 

Does it ever make you sick? A. It makes me pretty tired. 
I want to get in the wagon after I travel one or two miles. 

Did you hear the guards cursing the convicts? A. None 
except the time they wanted some water. 

Did he seem, to be in charge? A. He was a guard. 

Do you know his name? A. No, sir; I don’t know his 
name. 
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By Mr. Hupeins: 
He did not curse the convict? A. He said once, “damn 
that groaning; it won’t get you well.” 


By Mr. PHarr: 
Did the convict seem to be seriously sick? A. No, sir; he 
seemed to be in bad condition. 


By Mr. Birp: 

Did you see any bare-foot on the trip? A. I saw one man 
bare-footed about a mile from town. I noticed his big toe, 
and I said his foot was bare. 

You are familiar with the road. Has there been a day this 
winter that was worse for movement of convicts in the man- 
ner in which this was done, than the 21st day of January ? 
A. This side of the mountains it was the worse day this win- 
ter. Beyond the mountains it could have been worse. 

Suppose a strong man in shackles would have started from 
that camp and kept in the middle of the road, what kind 
of trip would you have regarded that? A. A pretty bad trip. 

Are there not places on that road where the mud for one 
stretch is a mile long? A. Yes, sir; may not be quite a 
mile. 

Is there a mile of that road from here to the Yancey place 
that was not muddy? A. There might be in some places ; it 
was pretty bad all along. 


By Mr. Warren: 

How long did it take to make the trip from Spruce Pine 
to Marion? A. I do not know; they had started before I 
eot there. I left home at daylight. We all come in about 
the same time. 
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By Mr. Huperns: 

What time did you leave home; about half-past six? A. I 
left home and drove to Spruce Pine; when I got there the 
convicts had all gone. 


By Mr. PHarr: 

When the convicts walked in the mud it would come over 
the shoes? A. Not much over the shoe-tops. 

Most of them places they could get out of ? A. Not much 
chance to get out of it. 


By Mr. Brrp: 
Do you know whether or not a squad of convicts have ever 
been marched there in one day? A. No, sir; I do not. 


A. D. Wiseman (lives twenty-four miles), Spruce Pine, 
N. C., being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Do you remember the 21st day of January? A. Yes, sir. 

What kind of a day was it in Mitchell county? Any ice 
on the ground? A. Sleet and ice; yes, sir. 

How was the river? <A. Frozen across. 

Was water on top of the ice? A. Yes, sir; on the side near 
the banks. 

Drove a team that day? A. Yes, sir. 

Where did you begin to strike mud? <A. At the edge of 
the Blue Ridge. 

How fast were they traveling from Toe river to foot? A. 
We traveled a pretty good gait; about three miles an hour. 

You struck mud about a mile and a half this side of the 
mountains? A. About half a mile we begun to strike very 
bad mud. 

How deep was the mud the convicts moved through, in 
your opinion? A. Some places six or eight inches. 
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How much from that point to Marion was principally 
mud? A. Principal part. 

How much over shoe-mouth deep? A. Average shoe- 
mouth deep. 

Were there any sick convicts along? A. They had a few 
in the wagon in front of me. 

What was the condition of the convicts in wagon? A. 
They seemed to be very sick. 

How many seemed very sick? A. Two. 

What, if anything, did they do on the way A, They 
showed pain all the way, groaning like sick. 

Did they ask for anything on the way? A. At Armstrong 
creek they asked the guard for just anything. 

What answer did he give him? <A. Did not have any- 
thing for him. 

Did they ask for water? A. Yes, sir; they got a little 
water at that time. 

What did the guard say to him? A. He was groaning, 
and he said for him to shut his damn mouth; that groaning 
would do no good. 

Did any one volunteer to give him any water? A. Yes, 
sir; a convict had a bucket and started to get some water, 
when a guard told him “God damn the bucket; get a can. se 

What was his name? A. George L. Sanderlin, I heard 
some one call him. 

Did you hear any one curse the convicts ¢ A. That was 
the place, I believe, when he told him to shut his damn mouth, 
leave the bucket and get a can. | 

Did any convicts give out? A. Some few gave out. We 
had some mules along and put some of them on the mules. 

How many did they put on the mules? A. Several. 

Did they put men on a mule, two shackled together? A. 
Yes, sir; one straddled and the other sat sideways. 

Where did the first one give out—did you notice? A. 
About a mile from town 
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Did they put any on mules beyond the river? <A. Yes, 
sir; five miles beyond the river. | 

Did you hear the guards curse them at any point along the 
march? A. Coming up in town, I heard one using some 
swearing words to convict. One fell on his face out there 
and said he could not go any further. The guard stepped up 
and said he could not carry him—‘‘God damn it, get up.” 
They called him Busbee; he was acting guard; did not have a 
gun. a 

Did you haul any of those men in your wagon? A. Yes, 
sir; two. 

How far from town? <A. About three-quarters of a mile. 

Did those men ride in your wagon to the depot? A. They 
wanted to count them here and they had to get out of the 
wagon. 

How far from town? A. About a quarter of a mile. 

How many did they take off the mules at that point? <A. 
They lined them up to count them. 

How many did you see fall and give out on that trip? <A. 
About four or five couples. 

Did you see any one have a fit or faint? A. One appeared 
to have a fit; looked like he suffered a lot. I had hold of him. 

What did they do with him. A. Put him in a wagon. 

When they came up the bank and went down, did you see 
any of them fall? A. Several of them; they were urged along 
by the guards, and seeing they could not get along, they 
ordered some of the able-bodied men to help them and they 
got up and marched on. 

How were they dressed—did they appear to have on new 
clothes? A. I saw one which looked like it was a new suit; 
some of them looked like they had been worn some time. 

How far did the mud come up on them? A. To their 
knees. 

Were they required to carry anything? A. They had a 
roll about eight inches thick, like a soldier carries. 
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Did you see a negro drop a Bible? A. Yes, sir. 

What did the guard say to him? A. He said, “You God 
damn negroes should all have a whipping for carrying so 
much plunder.” 

What was his name? A. They called him Mr. Busbee. 

Have you seen any worse time to move 150 men than that 
particular day? A. Don’t know that I have. 

Wasn’t it a slushy and muddy trip the best part of the 
day? A. They worked it up walking in it. 

Did they wade any streams? A. About ten miles from 
town they waded a small stream, deep enough to come over 
shoe tops; almost, I guess. 

How many times were they given water on the way? A. 
Two times. 

Were they given any milk or medicine? <A. Not any 
while I was in their sight. 

When they were begging for water, did the guard make 
this remark, “Damn you, shut up; that won’t do you any 
good”? <A. Certainly. 

Did you drive over any shoes? A. I drove over three, I 
think—one about a mile from town, the others not so far. 

This side of the Catawba river, did not a negro fall over 
and say, “Boss, I can’t go any farther,” and did not the guard 
say, “God damn you, get up; I am not going to carry you; 
we are in smelling distance of the town”? A. He fell and 
tipped his cap and said, ‘“Boss man, I can’t go any farther.” 
He was down on his all-fours. He said, “Get up, God damn 
you; I am not going to carry you; we are in smelling dis- 
tance of the town.” 

Who was the guard? A. Busbee. 

Did not one convict undertake to cross fence and fall ? 
A. Yes, sir; he went to cross fence and I suppose fence gave 
way and he fell over on the guard and it did not hurt him ; 
brushed him slightly. The guard made a move with his gun

as if he was going to do something and said, “God damn you, 
stay off me; PU shoot hell out of you.” 

Were you at the cars the night after they loaded? A. I 
went down there late. 

Did you see sick ones taken from the wagon? <A. I did 
not. 

Did you not understand and hear that a negro was dead ? 
A. I heard some one say ‘‘Our little negro is dead.” 

Was it a guard? A. I don’t know, sir. 


By Mr. Huperys: 

You spoke of the convict having fallen. What did they do 
with him? A. Finally put him on a mule; he was crippled; 
several were helped up on mules. 


By Mr. Brrp: 
I ask you whether the negroes cut their pants legs off and 
threw them out the windows? <A. I think some of them did. 


By Mr. Warren: 

How long does it take you to make a trip from Spruce Pine 
to Marion? A. A day with loaded wagon. 

Do you ever walk any? <A. Very rare. 

Can a prisoner walk in a keep-up with loaded wagon ? 
AS aves sit 

Did you start from Spruce Pine and were a with them 
all the journey? <A. No, sir; they had gone by Spruce Pine 
when I came there. 


By Mr. Morton: 
Started ahead of you? A. Certainly. 


By Mr. Warren: 

How many times were they given food? A. Once. 

What was the nature of the food? A. Some coffee, corn 
bread and a little meat. 
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Any complaints? A. Several said bread was hard and 
dry ; seemed to have been frozen. 

They were not given water but twice on that trip? A. 
Those sick ones were. 

They had no blankets? <A. Yes, sir; they did; the blan- 
kets they were required to carry. 

Did they complain of being cold? A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

When they stopped for dinner was that bread and meat 
warmed—was it cooked that day or the day before? A. 
Cooked the day before. 

How wide was the creek they were wading? A. A small 
stream, six or eight feet wide. 

How wide was Toe river? A. One hundred yards wide; 
something like that; I am not positive. 


By Mr. Hupeins: 
They crossed Toe river on the ice? A. I did not see them. 


Mr. S. B. Brecurstarr, who lives twenty-three miles from 
Spruce Pine, N. C., being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Birp: 

Where were you in October, 1901? <A. I was at Spruce 
Pine. 

When convicts crossed the river? A. Just went over. 

Which side of the river were you on? <A. On yon side; I 
saw part of the convicts crossing when I got there; three cross- 
ing, one carrying a guard, wading; the others had crossed. 

Did you notice whether they were wet or not? <A. I did 
not notice particularly. 

Did they have a fire? A. No, sir. 

Did convict fall in the river? A. None there. 
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State any other time. A. In January six fell in; water 
about waist deep; two went in all over. 
Kind of weather? A. Very cold. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

Did the convict carry the guard clear across the river? A. 
I did not see him go plum across. 

Did the guard compel the convict to carry him across or did 
he volunteer? A. I do not know; I was riding and just rode 
up at the time. 

Did you know the guard? A. No, sir. 

When did these convicts fall out of the wagon? A. Janu- 
ary. 

Where were you? <A. At river when crossing. 

How did they happen to fall? A. They were up on wagon 
and could not hold on. 

It was an accident? A. I don’t know, sir. 


Mr. Mirron Exits, who lives twenty miles from Spruce 
Pine, N. C., being duly sworn, on examination says: 
You say you don’t know anything about this? A. No, sir. 


Mr. C. M. Corprnine, who lives 914 miles from Wood- 
lawn, N. C., being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Did you see the convicts as they were brought over on the 
21st day of January? A. Yes, sir. 

What did you see and hear? A. I saw them pass on that 
day; one man said he had a bad: pain in his side; the guard 
said he had a pain also, and for him to move on. 

How is the road from that point to Marion? A. Very bad. 

Anybody give out? A. No; just this one that stopped. 

Do you know the name of that one? A. No, sir. 
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By Mr. Huperns: 
Mr. Corpening, you frequently walk from here to your

place? A. A good many years. 


By Mr. Morton: 
Did you see any acts of cruelty? A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Buount: 
Did you see any acts of cruelty at all? A. I thought 
going through that mud cruelty; I thought it a little severe. 


By Mr. Morton: 
Could they have avoided this mud in any way? A. If 
they had stayed where they were. . 


By Mr. Huverns: 

Could these convicts have been moved through near cuts 
with safety? A. No, sir; it was through the woods. 

If they had to be moved, that was the only way? A. Yes,sir. 


By Mr. Bip: 

You say that is the only way they could have been brought 4 
Is there not a railroad running near that camp, around by 
Johnson City? A. Yes, sir. 

Has there been a day this year as bad as that day? A. No, 
sir. 

I ask you if, in your opinion, it is absolutely necessary to 
shackle them by the legs. Can they not be shackled by the 
arms and moved with safety? A. Yes, sir; I think they 
could. 

(Mr. J. S. Mann, Superintendent State Prison, admitted 
that there was a railroad running near the camp, out through 
the State of Tennessee). 
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By Mr. WarRREN: 
How far from camp to nearest point of railroad? A. 
About twelve or fourteen miles. 


Mr. Woop Husxins, who lives nine miles from Woodlawn, 
N. C., being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Birp: 

How far do you live from the public road? A. Not as far 
as from here to Main street. 

Where were you standing when the convicts passed your 
house on January 21st? A. Standing in the yard. They 
seemed that they were in a push in their travel. Several. of 
us standing there looking at the men pass, and several of us 
remarked, “They must be trying to make a train.” The bag- 
gage wagons were far behind. One man fell down right in 
front of my house. The guard said to him, “Go on.” He 
said, “Boss, I can’t go any farther.” There seemed to be a 
strong man with him, who tried to help him. The negro fell 
on my wood pile alongside the road and I had to throw the 
_ wood off, there was so much mud on it. 

How deep was the mud along there? A. In the mud up to 
the shackles. Several of the chains were dragging in the 
mud. There would be two together and they could not hold 
the chain up. 

Were the chains pulled up with the mud? A. Yes, sir; 
there was one strong convict with a weak one; he could not 
hft him; he appeared to be helpless. The guard said, ‘Damn 
you, you must go.” They raised him up; he went on two or 
three hundred yards and he come down, again. I looked for 
them to take him loose and put him on a mule; he went on 
out of my sight. 

Did you know any of the guards? A. No, sir. 

Did any overseer or guard stay over at your house that 
night? A. A man named Hammond; he said he had ten 
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days’ furlough; lived in eastern part of State. He said he 
could have gone home free of charge, but would rather pay 
his way than go with the convicts. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

What man stayed all night with you? A. Hamilton. 

Was he a guard? <A. Foreman upper camp; said he went 
down to bring the weaker ones. 

Do you know who he was employed by? <A. He said he 
was under employ of Mclver. He is over there now; went 
back the first day of the month. 

Do you know the name of the guard with the man who 
Fellen ALON o. sir. 

That was a pleasant day except for the mud? A. It was a 
pleasant day; it was on a thaw; the weather was warmer, to 
what it had been. 


By Mr. Newranp: 

You state this man had been down to help pack up things ¢ 
A. Down to the lower camp Mr. Lashley was in charge and 
bringing them up to Spruce Pine to start away next morning. 
He said they picked out all the weak men and brought them 
up to the camp. I asked him how many of those prisoners 
they were going to take away; he said 174. 


Mr. M. C. Suvuprye, post-office Marion, N. C., who lives: 
two miles and a half from Marion, being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

State to the committee what you heard on the 21st day of 
January, when the convicts were moved. <A. I don’t remem- 
ber; I remember coming by them. Some of them gave out; 
two of them gave out and one of the guards said something 


about putting the damn negro on the mule. 
House—88 
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Did you see any fall over the fence? A. Looked lke two 
or three. The guards made them get out of the field and 
walk in the road, 

How deep was the mud in the road¢ A. About six inches. 

When the convicts fell over the fence, did you hear one of 
the guards curse them? <A. One of them said ‘‘Stand back, 
damn you; I will shoot you.” 

Did you hear the expression, ‘IT’ shoot hell out of you” ¢ 
Al Jes sseir: 

What kind of road is it from here to Catawba river¢ <A. 
No road at all; just mud holes. I rode this morning knee 
deep to my mule. 

Was it that bad on January 21st? A. Worse then; deeper 
then. 

What was the appearance of those convicts—were they 
muddy 4% A. Muddy half way to their knees. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

You state they were out of the road—got over the fence? 
A. That was a kind of walk-way. They could have come up 
through there, using that. 


By Mr. Birp: 
They were out of the ordinary walk-way? A. Yes, siz; 
the guards ordered them out and made the negroes come out. 


sy Mn. Newianp: 
Where do you live? A. Pleasant Garden, Major Wilson’s 
place. 


By Mr. Hupeins: 
When those men gave out, the guards put them on the 
mules and the guards walked? <A. Yes, sir. | 
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Mr. W. H. Harrison, post-office Marion, N. C., who lives 
four miles and a half from Marion, being duly sworn, on 
examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Where were you when the convicts passed? <A. I was 
home. As they came by, two convicts seemed very feeble; 
one said he fell in a mud hole over his head. 

Did you hear the guards curse them? A. Yes, sir; I 
heard them curse them, 


By Mr. Newuanp: 
What did they say? <A. I could not hear. 
How was the road that day? A. Worst this year. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

You say you heard them laughing and talking? A. Yes, 
sir; laughing and joking. 

Making fun of it? A. Yes, sir. 


Mr. Joun T. McDonazp, Marion, N. C., being duly 


sworn, On examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Where do you live? A. Marion. 

Where were you on the afternoon of the 21st day of Janu- 
ary‘ Did you see the convicts? A. Yes, sir; near the river 
and also in Marion. 

Tell the committee what you saw and heard. <A. I don’t 
know that I heard anything. I saw them marching along 
through the mud. 

What was their condition? A. Pretty muddy. 

Did they appear to be tired or exhausted? A. I could not 
tell. I was not close to them. 

Any convicts riding mules? A. I did not see any. The 
ones that I noticed were riding in wagons. 
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Did you see them at any other point? <A. I saw them 
down the street. 

Did you see them as they came up from the river? A. 
They were stopped at the river bridge when. I passed them. 

Describe the march through town. How deep was the 
mud? A. Five or six inches. 

Were the convicts marching in the middle of the road? 
A. Some im the middle of the road. 

Tfow did they march through town? A. Down the middle 
of the street. 

Were you at the depot when the sick were unloaded? A. 
I did not see them unloaded; I saw them taken to the ear; I 
saw one fellow taken to the cars on another man’s shoulders. 

Do you know whether he was dead or not? <A. I do not 
know; I did not see his face. 

Were you about the cars that evening? Did they give them 
supper? A. I did not see them give them anything. 

Do you know whether or not the convicts cut their pants 
legs off and threw them out the windows? A. None except 
what I heard. 

Did you see any pieces lying on the track? A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Huperys: 

You say they were marching through the field? <A. Yes, 
sir. 

That was with a view of avoiding the mud and save walk- 
ing? A. Yes, sir. 


You did not see any cruel or unkind treatment? A. No,

By Mr. Warren: 
Do you know whether they were compelled or forced by the 
guards to march in the middle of the street? A. No, sir. 
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By Mr. Hupeins: 

I ask you, Mr. McDonald, if the roads have not been bad 
before and since then? <A. Yes, sir. 

That is the only way? A. Yes, sir; public way. 

[ will ask you if you have not heard that the member 
elected to the Legislature, Mr. J. ©. Boone, did not have to 
go through another State to get to Raleigh? A. Yes, sir; I 
have heard that. 


Mr. Joun A. McDonatp, Marion, N. C., being duly 


sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

State what you saw and heard—the condition of the con- 
victs when they came into Marion on January 21st. A. I 
was at the depot when they arrived there. 

What was their condition? A. Pretty muddy from their 
knees down. 

What was their physical condition? A. I could not tell; 
I did not pay any attention to it. I saw them march up to 
the ecach and go in. I saw one convict carrying another on 
his back, and I saw two convicts come in right behind with 
another, who appeared to be lving down, and I did not pay 
much attention though; I turned to lock to see whether he was 
white or black. 

State whether or not he appeared to be stiff. A. I thought 
from his shape he appeared to be a little stiff; his head was 
covered up. I made remark that one of them looked like he 
was dead. Of course I did not think about his being dead 
when | first saw him. I noticed his legs appeared to be a ht- 
tle stiff, ike he had rheumatism. I never thought about his 
being dead until I heard that two of them were dead. The 
men were shackled together. 

Hew deep was the mtd at the depot? A. Three or four 
inches deep, or deeper. 
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How were the streets? A. Very muddy. 

You were around the cars that night? <A. I walked up 
the railroad once or twice while they were loading. 

Did you hear any of the employees give any reason why it 
Was necessary to move them at that time? A. I did not. 

Did you know what the excuse was that they were paying 
$50 per day for the cars? A. I heard they were. 

I ask you if three or four or five days after the 21st day of 
January if the weather and the roads were not in very much 
better condition than at that particular time? A. It cleared 
off and the wind blew. The day before they came down, it 
had been raining and as bad as I ever saw. 

Did you notice whether or not the convicts had on new 
clothes? A. I did not pay any attention to that. There was 
one fellow by the name of Jarvis who appeared to have on a 
clean suit. I did not see anything the matter with the 
clothes. 

Did you notice whether or not each of the men had on a 
new pair of woolen pants? A. About the only one I noticed 
particularly, a white fellow, appeared to have a very good 
appearance. 

Do you know whether or not any physician in town was 
asked to examine those sick men when they were brought over 
that evening? <A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Hupeins: 
Those convicts appeared to be comfortably clad? <A. Yes, 
sir; they did to me. 


By Mr. Warren: 
Did you hear any cursing? <A. No, sir; not a word. 
What was the condition of the convicts so far as being 
fatigued and tired? A. They appeared to be very tired, as 
well as I could see. 
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By Mr. Morton: 

Do you know whether they were given anything to eat for 
supper? <A. No, sir; Ido not. 

When did they leave Marion? A. Next morning | walked 
down and met Captain Lashley and he said that he could not 
get away until that morning on account of a wreck. The 
trains were delayed, and on account of a wreck, no passing 
until 9 or 10 o’clock next morning, the 22d. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

How long from the time they were put in the cars from the 
time they left here? A. They were put in about 5 or 6 
o’clock in the evening. I was there next morning and they 
had not left. 

Where did you hear they were going? A. I heard part 
were going to Hillsboro and perhaps on to the penitentiary. 

Do you know what time the train arrived at Hillsboro ¢ 
A. I don’t know. 

Do you know if they were taken off the cars from the time 
they were put on here until thev got to Hillsboro? <A. I do 


not know, sir. 


By Mr. Morton: 

Was there any place here in Marion that they could have 
been quartered more comfortably than in the cars? A. No, 
sir; no place here. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

You spoke of a man appearing as though he were dead. 
Did you ever hear whether he was dead or not? A. No, sir; 
I did not. 


Mr. D. F. Krrsy, Marion N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 
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By Mr. Brrp: 

Were you at the depot the evening the convicts were un- 
loaded? Did you see the ones carried out, said to be sick ? 
Did you look at either one of the sick men, or both? A. 
Noticed both. 

How near were you to them’ <A. I was standing on the 
platform where they were unloaded. ‘They looked to be very 
sick ; one wrapped up in a blanket. 

Was the one wrapped up in a blanket dead or alive? A. 
He looked to me like he was dead. 

You were about the cars during the evening or night 4 
A. I went out in the evening to the cars. 

Do you know whether the men were given any supper or 
not? A. I do not know. 


At 12:30 the committee adjourned for dinner, reconvening 
at 1:30. 


Mr. A. D. Wiseman of Spruce Pine, N. C., was recalled 
by Mr. Bird. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

You stated in your examination that you came over with 
the convicts. State whether or not those convicts or any 
part of them wore new woolen pants. A. I did not see any 
new ones, except one nian had a new suit; looked as though it 
was new. 

Did you see any new goods? A. They looked like they had 
been worn; not very clean. 

Were they all provided with a pair of new shoes? A. I 
did not see then, soon that morning; the mud on their shoes 
was so thick it was hard to tell. | 

Did all have good caps to protect their ears? A. They had 
small caps. 
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Did any have flaps to protect their ears? A. Yes; several 
of them did. 

About only one-half? A. It looked more or less; I did not 
examine to see, as I was not in that business. 

Weren’t those convicts comfortably clothed? A. For con- 
viets, I suppose they were. 

Did you have a capon? <A. No, sir; I did not; my ears 
did not suffer. 

You say they were comforably clothed? A. Yes, sir; it 
looked as though they were. 

How much clothing do you usually wear? <A. About like 
IT am now; black pants under these overalls. 

Do you know how many pairs of pants they had on? A. 
No, I do not. 

Did they look ragged or worn? <A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Morron: 

You traveled, as I understand it, with these convicts. Did 
the convicts and guards fare just the same? Were the guards 
riding or walking? A. The guards rode considerable time 
and the convicts, too. When they came near town they 
gave up. 

As a whole, they fared as good as the guards? A. They 
fared as well, I guess; they had to walk in the middle of the 
road. 

Did these guards have flaps over their ears? A. Some. 

Were not the guards compelled to walk on the side of the 
road to look out for the convicts? A. I suppose they were. 


By Mr. Warren® 

Were you driving a wagon sick convicts were in¢ A. I 
was driving on’ behind with plunder belonging to Captain 
Lashley’s camp. 


The guards did not have anything to eat at all? A. I 
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think they done without; I did not see the guards eat any- 


thing. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

The guards did not have any coffee—the convicts did ? 
A. Yes, sir; they were all drinking out of cans. 

Did not the convicts pick their way to get away from the’ 
guards? <A. [ was the one to turn them through the Cope- 
man place. Mr. George Sanderlin was in my wagon and | 
preposed that we turn them through the gate, and we allowed 
them to go through there. 

At some other place? A. At the Wilson pasture, about 175 
or 200 yards, and then ordered them back into the road. 

As they came along they were allowed to pick the best way ¢ 
A. Some of the road was muddy on one side and firm on the 
other side. Sometimes they avoided the mud; some of them 
did not eare. 


By Mr. Birp: 

If you had been going to walk from Spruce Pine to Ma- 
rion, would you have taken that road the convicts marched ¢ 
A. No; I would have gotten in the paths and cut the by- 
ways. 


Dr. M. F. Morruew, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, 


on examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

You live in Marion, Doctor? Practicing physician? A. 
Yes, sir. ‘ 

Where were you on the evening of January 21st when the 
convicts marched into Marion? <A. I was on the street when 
I first saw them. . 

Will you describe to the committee the condition those con- 


victs were in, and the impression made on your mind by what 
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yousaw? A. I was impressed with them being very tired and 
worn-out with travel. 

Shackled together? A. I noticed some of them were. 

Did vou notice some leaning on the others to get along ‘ 
A. Well, I believe I did observe one or two in that position 
in passing the street where I was. 

What was the condition of the street that day? A. Very 
muddy. 

Are you familiar with the road from here to Spruce 
Pine? A. Reasonably so. 

What was the condition that day? A. Judging from the 
condition of the streets here, the road must have been very 
muddy, especially the latter part of the day. 

What was the condition of the men with respect to mud ? 
A. Naturally very muddy a good ways up on the legs. 

What was the condition of the shackles? A. I did not 
notice them. 

You have traveled the road, particularly to the Yancey 
place—you have a farm over there? <A. Yes, sir; I have 
traveled in some very bad weather. 

You know every inch of the road where you turn off to go 
to your farm? A. Yes, sir. : 

You have known no worse day to have made that march 
across the mountains than January 21st? A. My impression 
is that it was sleeting the day before—sleet and rain. Judg- 
ing from the streets here, I think the streets here muddier 
than I have seen this winter. 

Doctor, the men were shackled feet next to each other, so 
that they could not keep military step? A. I am not posted 
as to military step. 

Could two men walking side by side, left foot tied to 
other’s right foot, move with same ease as if they used alter- 
nate feet? <A. No, sir; I think not. 

One hundred and fifty-nine men marched, some of whom 
were shackled together ; were started out after daylight Janu- 
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ary 21st, to the town of Marion, and marched with shackled 
feet, as has been described, over roads as has been described. 
Do you think that they ought to have been forced through the 
entire distance in one day? <A. Undoubtedly would be a 
very hard trip for them, but for me to say for them to be 
forced through, I cannot say. 

Don’t you think a man unshackled, able-bodied man, with- 
out guards—don’t you think it would have been a very severe 
march for him to come over those roads that day; and give 
him all the opportunities to take by-paths, don’t you think it 
would have been extremely hard task¢ <A. Yes, sir. 

You have been a director of the penitentiary and had some 
experience? A. Some; not very much. 

Out of three hundred convicts, the weaker ones had been 
selected, the men able for duty left, and able to march in 
that weather and roads, do you think it would have been a 
reasonable one to do? <A. I think it would have been a hard 
trip. 

Would it not have been a hard trip on an able-bodied man ¢ 
BES es. sir, 

_ Did you see or observe those sick men? A. No, sir; I did 
not. I observed some hauled in wagons along the street. 

Did you go down to the cars that night? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you meet any of the men in authority? A. I was 
down at my drug store about ten o’clock. Some one reported 
that two of the convicts had died down at the depot. Mr. 
Nichols, who was in the store with me at the time, going on 
home with me, and I suggested that we go down by the depot, 
we met Captain Lashley. I asked Captain Lashley how he 
got along; he said very well; the trip had been a very hard 
one, the last five or six miles especially, and that they had 
gotten very tired. He stated that the ground was frozen and 
that it was pretty hard on them. But as he said nothing 
about any of them having died I remarked to Mr. Nichols 
that there must be some mistake. 
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Did Captain Lashley know that you were a practicing 
physician? A. I suppose he did. 

Did he ask you to prescribe for the sick men? A. No, sir. 

Do you know whether or not a physician came over that 
road that day to look after those sick men? A. No, sir; I 
do not. 

Doctor, it has been admitted here that a railroad runs by 
one of the camps in Mitchell county. Do you know where 
that railroad connects, where it runs to? <A. Connects at 
Johnson City. 

If you had a lot of men sick, unable to hold their heads 
up in the wagons, to transport from one of those camps which 
way, as a humane man, would you move those men? <A. By 
rail. 

As a humane man, I ask you, if you would count the cost 
to get them to the point where you could transport them ‘ 
A. That would be owing to my financial circumstances. 

If you had the State of North Carolina to draw on? A. I 


believe I would move them the easiest way. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

You say you have been a penitentiary director; I will ask 
you if it is the custom to shackle convicts? A. Yes, sir. 

If you could safely shackle a man on his arm, would he 
not have a better opportunity to get the shackle off? A. 
Yes, su. 

Better than on his leg? <A. Yes, sir. 

| ask you if you had had charge of those convicts would 
you have thought it safe to have moved them through another 
State, say the State of Tennessee, taking them out of the 
jurisdiction of North Carolina? A. I am not well enough 
versed in the laws that the different States have for protec- 
tion of convicts. 

I ask you further, if you would not have consulted and 
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taken legal advice and been controlled by it? A. I think I 
would. 

You know Mr. Lashley? <A. Yes, sir. 

How long have you known him, Doctor? A. I have known 
him about four years. 

You know his character? A. I think I do, I have hardly 
known him very intimately about four years. 

What is it? A. Very good. 

Do you know his character as a capable and. competent 
supervisor? <A. I will state, while connected with the peni- 
tentiary a few years ago that his reputation as a supervisor 
was good, 

Have you heard anything to the contrary since¢ A. I have 


not. 


By Mr. Birp: 

You say you would have taken legal advice whether you 
would have moved the convicts through another State and 
some lawyer had told you you must bring them this way. 
Would you have taken 150 men and marched them through ¢ 
A. I don’t know what I would have done under such cireum- 
stances. I would have obeyed orders. In Mr. Lashley’s 
position I would have obeyed orders. 

IT will ask you if you have not heard since he has had 
charge of convicts in Mitchell county that he has committed 
acts of cruelty? A. I don’t know that he has. 

Have you not heard this on Captain Lashley, that a man 
convicted of manslaughter from Henrietta mills, was ordered 
to be whipped, and two negro convicts ordered to hold him 
while being whipped, and he resisted being held by negroes 
and that he took out his knife and struck one of them, and 
that he died and that Captain Lashley ordered the guards to 
sheot him, and he was shot and killed? A. No, sir. 

Have you not heard that at Captain Lashley’s camp a negro 
was brought in spitting blood and taken to a Dr. Gilreath, 
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and after examining him, said there was nothing the matter 
with him and he was ordered whipped and died that night ¢ 
A. I heard so, it was talked around here. 

(Mr. Bird here stated that Dr. P. M. Haleomb, Spruce 
Pine, N. C., was the party that he wanted to testify in con- 
nection with the above, and presented Dr. J. M. Peterson’s 
certificate that Dr. Haleomb was too unwell to make the trip 
to Marion. ) 


By Mr. Hupains: 

Are you sure that your information in regard to the shoot- 
ing of this convict was at Captain Lashley’s camp or Major 
Meclver’s? <A. No, sir; I am not certain, I simply heard 
the rumor of it having: occurred. 

Do you know at which camp this occurred? <A. I mean 
to say that I do not know whether it oceurred or not. 


By Mr. Warren: 
Did the rumor connect Captain Lashley with it? A. The 
rumor connected Captain Lashley with it. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

You still say Captain Lashley’s character is good? <A. 
Yes, sir; as far as I know. 

You say you are familiar with these country roads. It is 
easier to walk through heavy mud or soft mud? A. It is 
easier to walk through the soft mud. Of course at the time 
the mud is stiff we have more dry places to get out of the 
mud; this particular time the whole road would have natu- 
rally been muddy except a few sandy places. Just after a 
thaw it is generally muddy. 

It would have been easier on passenger during soft time 
or stiff? A. The soft would have been easier. 

Is there any place between Spruce Pine and Marion that 
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those convicts could have been comfortably camped out over 


night? <A. I don’t know of any place. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

In your opinion as a physician, which do you think would 
have been better, to have marched them two, miles an hour, 
distance of twenty-four miles, or camped them out over 
night. Which would have been better upon the health of 
the men? A. I think that would have depended a great 
deal upon the preparation for camping, clothing, tents, ete., 
it would have been better to have camped over, otherwise it 


would have been better to have come on. 


By Mr. Morton: 

Would not two days be much worse on them than this one 
long day? A. No, sir; not if they had had a place to camp. 
I do not know of any house that they could have stopped at. 


By Mx. .Brrp: 

Don’t you know that when the convicts were moved over 
there that they camped at Jubilo fields? A. Yes, sir. 

Did they not camp at Mica? <A. I do not know. 

When they went over in January, Mr. Wiseman testified 
this morning that they were in a freezing condition; that 
they had to burn some of George Greenlee’s wood to keep 
from freezing? A. I have heard so. 

(At this point Mr. bird went on to state the different 
temperatures. ) 

Would not those men have been better off on the cold 
eround by fires than walking eight miles in the mud, during 
the mght, if they would not have been better off laying on 
the ground by log fires than marching through the mud 4 
A. I think they would have been more comfortable than 
walking. 


Do vou know why sufficient arrangements could not have 
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been made by a prudent man to have camped those convicts 
between here and Spruce Pine on any day when the tempera- 
ture was 41.5 degrees/ A. Don’t know; being stopped on 
dark road, being kept there, would have been more risk of 
their getting away. | 

Do you know of any reason why double amount of guards 
could have been made to escort them to Marion? <A. No, 
sur; 1 do not. 

If they had camped at the Yancey place and marched in 
the second day, I will ask if you think their physical condi- 
tion would have been as bad as marching them through in 
one day? A. No, sir; I do not. 

-You state, in your opinion, it would not have been safe to 
have camped on the road a dark night? A. No, sir; I think 
there would have been some danger. 

Even if double guard had been put-on? A. Yes, sir; 
these long term ones are very quick to take advantage of any 
chance. 

You stated they had camped at Mica and burned some 
rails/ A. Mere hearsay. 

Then they could not get plenty of wood at that point? A. 
I do not know exact point at which they camped; I under- 
stand the place they camped was a little inconvenient. 

I will ask you if in your experience as director, if it is 
considered hazardous to camp a large body of men without 
having stockade at night? <A. Yes, sir. 

I ask if it would be liable to make convicts sick to camp 
them out on wet ground after sleet? A. Yes, sir; lay them 
on damp ground, it would be bad. 

In that event better to bring them on? <A. Yes, sir; bet- 
ter to bring them on than stop them and lay on the ground. 

I ask you if in moving 159 men over the road marched, 
being able-bodied men, if it would not be better to come 
through when you could bring them to Marion and house 


them in cars? A. I don’t say how many were able, but those 
House—8&9 
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who were able, I think it would be better than to have camped 
them under any conditions; of course, 1f they had bedding 
to sleep on ground would have been all right. 

Would it not have been better for the sick ones if hauled in 
wagons, to give them comfortable lodging, than to have 
camped them on the damp ground? Is it more hazardous to 
camp convicts at might marching north or marching south ¢ 
A. IL could not answer that question. 

In mareh north they camped out at night. A. Yes, sir. 

Do you not know that Napoleon in marching his great 
army to Moscow, he did not make but six miles a day? A. I 
am sorry, but I cannot answer the question. 


By Mr. Hupeins: 

What time did those convicts leave here that marched 
over the mountains from Marion? A. I am not prepared to 
answer that question. I remember some of them left in the 
day. | 

Is it not more hazardous to camp a large body of convicts 
than a small quantity? A. Oh, yes, sir; easier to guard a 
small body than a large one. 


Mr. J. W. Pusss, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 


By Mr... Birp: 

You live in Marion, Mr. Pless? A. Yes, sir. 

Lawyer? A. Yes, sir. 

State to the committee if you saw the convicts on January 
21st? <A. I saw them passing through Marion, and I will 
state things that impressed me as I understand the matter 
relating to this controversy. I think there were one or two 
things that impressed me; the muddy streets. I thought 
certainly that they ought to take them on the sidewalk, and 
I thought the authorities, consideration of the town prevented

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them taking them on the sidewalk. I noticed one frail and 
very feeble man was sitting in the back of the wagon, and 
his attitude was that of a very sick man, I think he was 
attached to another man; he was leaning over and looked 
like a very sick man. I did not see any reason why he was 
not laying down. As they were passing I noticed a very 
large negro leaning on a small one. Another thing I noticed 
after the principal body of convicts, there were two came 
along behind a guard with them on the sidewalk. These 
two in the street came along very slowly; one of them got 
right in front of my office stopped and stooped over; the 
guard ordered them to forward. I noticed he was vomiting. 
I remember the larger negro said he could not get along until 
he came; the guard again peremptorily ordered him forward. 
Some one suggested that they be allowed to get on the side- 
walk, and they did so, and went along. 


By Mr. Morton: 

Did you observe any cruelty to the convicts? A. No, sir; 
T cannot say’ that I did. I thought his peremptory orders 
were cruel, his order he gave, the reason why he was urging 
them. 


Was any profanity used? A. Don’t think there was. 


Mr. 8. C. Exiiorr, of Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, 


on examination says: 


By Mr. Birp: 

Mr. Elliott, you live in Marion? <A. Yes, sir. 

State whether or not you were around the cars when the 
convicts were here, and what you saw? <A. I went down 
there and was in the ears with them. They were in the cars 
and very muddy. I seen one white man sitting on a seat 
by himself, he was seraping off the mud from his knees 


down. 
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Any of them complaining? <A. Yes, sir. 


Were. they shackled together in the ear? <A. Yes, sir. 


Did you see any dead ones? <A. No, sir; some laying 


over on the seats. 


Did you hear anything about any one dead? <A. Not at 


the ears. 

Did you hear anything about any of the men not getting 
any supper? uA. One of the negroes went to Mr. Tom Smith 
and said there were three men who had had no supper. He 
said he had fixed out the supper and for them to go to the 
steward. He went to Mr. J. E. Hoskins and said they had 
uc supper. Captain Lashley told them to give them supper. 

Did you see any convict where they had cut their pants 
off ¢ A. IT supposed they were leggings cut off and thrown on 
the ground, 

You know that those three men did not get any supper ? 
A. I know what that man said. 

Do you know of your own knowledge that they did not 4 
AZ. No; sir, 

Were you in that car; was it comfortable? A. No, sir; 
no fire until about seven o’clock. 

Did you hear anything said by Captain Lashley about 
fire? A. I heard him ask where the Southern Railway peo- 
ple were and why there was no fire. The guards were curs- 


ing about it. 


By Mr. Newranp: 

Did you see any acts of cruelty by the guards? <A. No, 
sit. 

You say the superintendent in charge was talking about 
there being no fire in the cars? A. They were out there 
cursing about it. 

How long had the convicts been here when this occurred 4 


A. I don’t know, I suppose about seven o'clock,

A. I am 
not certain, one of them was named Busbee, I think that 


was his name. 


By Mr. Huners: 

Ile was complaining at the Southern Railway not having 
fire?’ A. I don’t know that he was complaining about the 
Southern Railway. Captain Lashley was the one said some- 
thing about the Southern Railway. 


By Mr. Brrp: 


How many cars were you in? A. I was in three ears. 


Dr. Gro. I. Wuirr, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Doctor, you live in Marion? <A. Yes, sir. 

What position do you hold? <A. Cashier First National 
Bank. 

State whatever you may have seen and heard about the 
arrival of convicts transported from Mitchell county to Ma- 
rion’ A. Some time in the fall they brought over a crowd 
of sick convicts. I was in Mr. Cooper’s rectifying establish- 
ment. I saw one convict hanging on a wagon; he seemed 
in a helpless condition, finally he gave way and fell in the 
mud. I noticed another one who had gotten out of the wagon 
and undertook to walk to the platform ; after they fell some 
of the guards had them put on the platform. 

How many sick ones? Was it raining? Did they have 
cover? A. It was raining. They did not have cover. 

Where were the guards when this performance was going 
on’ <A. They were on the platform. 


Do you know whether or not the guards prevented some 
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humane persons from helping the convicts out of the mud ¢ 
Atei%do noe: 


By Mr. Huperns: 

Did you see any unkind treatment? A. None unless you 
eall that unkind. 

No cursing? A. No, sir. 

You say when it was raining they had no blankets? <A. 
No, sir; I do not recall seeing any. 


By Mr. Brrp: 
Do you know how many were in a wagon? A. No, sir; 
most of them had gotten out. | 


By Mr. Warren: 

Where did they come from? <A. From Mitchell county, 
I understand, some time in early fall. 

Were they all in wagons? A. Yes, sir; I think they were. 


Mr. W. W. Cooper, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, on 
examination says: 


By Mr. Brrp: ? 

Mr. Cooper did you see the sick men come in as Dr, White 
referred to? A. They came up in wagons, about eight to 
the wagon. They had blankets; it was raining; they helped 
each other out. One tried to get on the platform, he fell and 
others helped him to the platform. Then there was another 
left in the wagon and tried to climb out himself and fell and 
laid there a few minutes when the others come and got him. 

Do you know whether the guards prevented citizens help- 
ing them? A. No, sir; I do not know. 

About how many were in the party? A. About twenty. 

Were there any covers to the wagons? A. No, sir. 

Did you see the convicts come in on January 21st? A. 
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Yes, sir. They came down the street on the sidewalk until 
they got in front of my place and then the guards ordered 
them into the street. 

If they had gone across the platform would they have got- 
ten in any mud? A. No, sir. 

Did you see that sick one carried away that evening? A. 


‘No, sir. 


By Mr. Huperns: 

Did the guard order them around your building, or did 
they go around that way to the ears? A. They did not come 
around the way people generally walk. I could not see them 
much further than the corner of the depot. They were above 
the depot. That was the most direct way. Don’t suppose 
they saved fifty feet. 

The sick ones that were brought in in the fall, were they 
in covered wagons? <A. I don’t think there were but three 
wagons, Don’t remember whether there were any covered 


ones or not. 


Mr. C. E. Trourman, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, 


on examination says: 


By Mr. Birp: 

Do you live in Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you see the convicts come in that evening, the sick 
ones? <A. Yes, sir. I saw them after they had gotten to the 
depot. I was in the office of W. W. Cooper. They were in 
wagons. Raining and cold. Some attempted to get out, one 
fell as he was getting out. 

How many fell? A. Two, I thought I saw. 

How did they get on the platform? A. There was one 
of the other convicts helped this one hold up by the wagon, 
as soon as he got steady picked him up and another helped 


earry him. 
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Did yeu hear any of the guards order away citizens who 
offered to help them in? A. No, sir; I was in the office. 

Did you see the convicts come in on the 21st? A. Yes, 
sir; they came down the street and turned off the sidewalk 
right in the mud in front of Cooper’s door, marched through 
mud six or seven inches deep. 


Were you around the cars any that evening? A. Yes, sir. - 


By Mr. Morton: 
When those sick convicts were brought in had it been rain- 
ing all day? <A. I cannot say whether or not, am not posi- 


tive, 


sy Mr. Brrp: 

Would it not have been an easy matter for the wagons to 
have backed up? <A. Yes, sir: it looks as though it would 
have been as easy. 


Mr. R. E. Cooper, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 


By Mr. Birp: 

You livein Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

State whether or not you saw those sick convicts hauled 
in some months ago? <A. I think I saw most of them. Un- 
loaded between our door and platform. 

What condition were they in? A. Day was very raw and 
rainy. Some laying down, some sitting up. Looked pretty 
sick. There were two wagons unloading at one time, one 
wagon right close to my door, they helped several others out 
and carried some out of the first and helped them across. 
One fellow looked stiff and hung on the wagon fifteen min- 
utes, finally one convict came out and helped lift him on 
across to the platform. He had no control of his lower 
limbs.

A. Yes, sir; clogged up pretty badly. 

Were you around the cars that night? A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Huperns: 
What time of day was it? A. Between five and six 
o’ clock. 


By Mr. WARREN: 
What time was this? A. In January. 


By Mr. PHarr: 
Were they bare-footed or did they have on socks? A. 
They had on socks. 


By Mr. Morton: 
Did they have on shoes, or were they carrying them in 
their hands? A. No, sir; I did not see any shoes. 


Mr. E. H. Housr, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 


sy Mr. Brrp: 

You are an editor here, are you not, Mr. House? A. Yes, 
sIr. 

State whether you saw the convicts pass through Marion 
on the evening of January 21st? A. Yes, sir. 

State whether or not you noticed particularly the wagon 
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containing sick men? <A. I noticed the wagon, and that 
there were a number of men in it. 

State what you observed? A. I was trying to count how 
many were in the wagon; could not, as some seemed to be 
lying down. While they were there I made remark to the 
man standing by me that they must be very sick, as far as I 
could see. 

How long were you looking at them? <A. I could not say ; 
I could not fix the length of time. 

What was the general appearance of the men? A. They 
looked to me to be very much distressed. 

What was the appearance of the others, walking in the 
ranks? A. I thought some extremely exhausted. And the 
way their heads looked indicated they were exhausted. 


Dr. W. P. Jones, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 


By Mr. Brirp: 

You live in Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

Formerly practicing physician? <A. Yes, sir. 

State whether or not you saw the sick convicts brought in 
some time last fall? A. I do not know what day it was. I 
saw some sick convicts on the platform at the depot. I saw 
one fall down getting out of wagon. I saw them laying in 
the drizzling rain. I went up to the factory and came back, 
they were still there. 

How far was it from that point to the factory where you 
went? <A. Three or four hundred yards. 

How long were you gone? <A. About half an hour. 

Were the convicts laying in the same place? <A. Yes, sir. 

Did you see the convicts come in here on the 21st of Jan- 
uary? <A. I saw a gang of them marching down the street. 
When I saw them I thought like Sherman said about war. 
They seemed to be more or less jaded. 
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Sherman said war was hell? A. Yes, sir; I believe he 
did, 

Have you ever seen anything lke that in peace? A. No; 
I never saw but one gang of convicts before. 

Are you familiar with the road to Spruce Pine? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Superintendent Mann in his article to the Governor says 
six miles of that road is the worse there is in North Caro- 
lina. Knowing that road, do you think it reasonable or hu- 
mane to walk those men shackled together over that road 
inaday? A. I think it very bad from my standpoint. I 
don’t know how the convicts are treated all over the world. 
I don’t think a little expense should come in. I think, eon- 
sidering the roads, it was pretty bad. I have walked it. 

Did you ever walk it when the roads were in the condi- 
tion they are in? A. No, sir. The men looked so much 
exhausted looked like they were wobbling. I remarked to a 
guard, that fellow is pretty near gone; he said yes. He 
could not stand up. 

Superintendent Mann said in his letter that the convicts 
were given a drink of whiskey and a cup of coffee. You are 
not a prohibitionist¢ A. Not exactly. 

Suppose that it should appear hereafter that the peniten- 
tiary bought three gallons of corn whiskey and divided it 
out among the men and guards, would that have given each 
man a good drink? A. I would have to measure that. It 
would have been a pretty hght drink. I don’t think it was 
enough. 

Sanderlin said they did not have any way to make coffee 4 
A. He said they did not. I said to Tom Jarvis, a convict, 





how are you faring, he said pretty rough. Getting plenty 

to eat; he said yes, coffee and fat meat. I was talking with 

Sanderlin, and he said they did not have time to make 

coffee. | 
If it was necessary to order a man to come half way 
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down the road to make coffee, don’t you think it necessary 
for them to have it on their arrival at Marion? A. I think 
it more than necessary. 

Suppose’ from Spruce Pine, or any of the telephone sta- 
tions along the line, a telephone message had been sent down 
to the proper source for so much coffee or supper, don’t you 
think the order could have been filled’ A. I feel sure the 
order would have been filled. 

Do you know whether or not those convicts were brought 
out of the cars that night? A. No, I do not. 

Do you know how long they remained in there? A. I do 
not. 

Hew long ought a man to remain in a ear shackled to 
another? <A. For the best of the man, ten or twelve hours 
is a long time shut up in a car that way. 

Please state if the law don’t require the railroad com- 
panies not to keep hogs and cattle in a car more than twenty- 
four hours? <A. Yes, sir. 

Do you think if they remained in the cars longer than 
twenty-four hours, that was humane treatment? <A. I think 
they ought to have a little better showing. 


By Mr. Hupeins: 

You have not practiced medicine for several years? A. 
No, very little in ten years. 

They were in the car that night? <A. I suppose they 
were. 
You did not see any guard mistreat any convict? A. No, 
IT did not. 

You never saw them injure them in any way? <A. No,

Mr. W. T. Morean, Marion, N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 
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By Mr. Bizsp: 

You live in Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

Were you here January 21st? Yes, I guess I was. 

State to the committee what you saw? <A. I remember 
seeing a crowd of convicts come into town that afternoon. I 
was at the post-office, several of us standing there, and spoke 
of the distance. They looked very tired, muddy and wet. 
Their clothing looked heavy down next to their shoes. 

Notice any of them leaning on others for support? A. 
No, not that I noticed, 

Shackled together? A. Yes, chained together, a great 
many of them. I noticed a couple standing up on back end 
of the wagon which, I think, was in front of the main crowd, 
chained together, wet and muddy up above the knees.  Fall- 
ing first one way or another. 

Were there any convicts riding mules? A. Some in front 
riding mules, probably a dozen. Some of them looked quite 
tired and exhausted, and I think muddy, as if they had been 


marching.

By Mr. Houpers: 

What is your name? A. W. E. Crossland, live in Rich- 
mond county. 

What position do yeu occupy? A. Director of peniten- 
tiary. 

How long? A. Close on to two years. 

One of the old directors? A. Yes, sir. 

State what your purpose was in moving those convicts to 
Hillsboro or to the Central Prison, Raleigh? A. On first 
of January the question came up that it was decided to take 
them from this cold climate, and we so instructed to have 
them moved, but Mr. Carter, the party we had contract with, 
requested that we let them stay until 20th; the weather had 
been pretty good up to that time, and on the 20th we were 
to move them, and so directed Mr. Mann. 

Your board discussed moving them prior to December 


ineeting? <A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Brizsp: 
Did your board order all convicts removed from camps 4

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Why were they all not moved? A. Mr, Mann will explain 
that part, also why they were left. I only know that we 
told him that our contract did not expire until next April 
with Mr. Carter, not Mr. Carter, but his representative. 
When we went to take them away from there he demanded to 
keep them, as it would injure him. 

When you made that order for them to be moved on the 
20th, 
diticn of the men or weather? A. No, sir; I suppose, as

far as the board was concerned, to leave that with Mr. Mann. 

The State supported the convicts over in Mitchell county 
and hired them to Mr. Carter? <A. Yes, sir. 

The order of the board was not mandatory so far as condi- 
tion of the men were concerned? A. So far as my recollec- 
tion that there were any very sick men there, and it was 
said some of them were run down and that was what the 
board thought. 

Was it the intention of the board to order the men, as 
deseribed to-day, to be hauled that far in wagons¢ <A. So 
far as myself was concerned I do not know section of your 
country.

If the board had been apprised of the conditions as existed 
up here, would the board have ordered the peremptory move- 
ment? <A. I do not know that they would. 


Mr. J. G. Hackerr, Wilkesboro, N. C., being duly sworn, 


on examination says: 


By Mr. Hupeins: 

What is your name? A. J.G. Hackett, I live at Wilkes- 
boro, N. C. | 

What position do you hold now, and how long? A. I am 
director of the State Prison, appointed last May. 

Old director ¢ A. Appointed by Governor Aycock. 

Can you state to this committee what object your board 
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had in moving convicts? A. It was to protect their health. 
We had them up here the winter before and we could not 
work them, and we notified Mr. Carter, the man we had the 
contract with, that unless he put quarters on this side of the 
mountains, where they would be warmer, we could not leave 
them over there. They had to stay indoors so much that we 
thought best for them to be on this side of the mountains. 
I told the board myself, I thought the convicts could work 
up there until some time in December, that really the hard 
weather was between January and February. His repre- 
sentative came to see us and our relations had been so pleas- 
ant with him we told him we would let the convicts stay 
there. We notified the supervisors to work the best weather. 
We made this order to move the men January 20th. We 
left it entirely with Mr. Mann. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Had you had any reports as to the condition of the health 
of the convicts that were over there? A. We had moved all 
the sick before the winter set in. I cannot state positively 
what reports came betore the board. There were some sick, 
but I don’t remember how many. 

Your contract with Mr. Carter was that he was to work 
the convicts south of the mountains‘ <A. I don’t remember. 

Your order was not mandatory to move them on that day, 
irrespective of the men or elements? A. Nothing was said 
about that. 

Have you ever been over to that camp? A. Not the pres- 
ent one. 

How did you get there? A. [I went around by Johnson 
City. 

You did not try to take the roads? A. No, I did not go 
that way. 

Did you go via Lynchburg or vim Morristown ? A. I went 


via Morristown. 
House—90 
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If the board had been notified that there were men in 
that camp, negroes, I will put it, so ill that they could not 
hold their heads up, I ask you would they have brought 
them over those muddy roads? Would they not have sent 
them through Tennessee? A. We had no other way to get 
them here. After they had gotten in Tennessee we would 
have had no control over them. Our attorney advised us not 
to do so. 

Did you ever hear of military companies going through 
adjoining States? A. I don’t suppose military men were 
euilty of crime; the same laws do not apply to convicts. 

Did you ever hear of men convicted of crime in North 
Carolina moved through Virginia, Maryland, New York and 
other States, being carried through other States? <A. I have 
heard of getting requisitions. 

Did you not hear of. Holland, the Charlotte bank cashier, 
was carried to a prison in New York? A. He was sent there 
through a United States Court, a United States Court does 
not extend only to the bounds of one State. 

You state as authority of law is your reason for not mov- 
ing those convicts through the State of Tennessee? A. We 
simply acted on the authority of the Governor and Attorney- 
General. Mr. Mann stated the Governor told him not to 
take them through Tennessee. 

Was the Governor cognizant of the roads up in this coun- 
tryé A. I do not know. 

Did the Southern Railway Company charge the peniten- 
tiary $50.00 to keep the cars waiting here? <A. I don’t 
know; I cannot state whether the penitentiary authorities 
paid that. 

If you had known, as director of the penitentiary, the 
ecndition of some of these men, would you have ordered 
them brought here? A. I would not authorize any man 
brought. We made order that no employee should mistreat 
convicts and no employee can whip a convict, only by super- 
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visor, and he must make out a statement and send same to 
the superintendent. 

Tow many reports have been made to your board? A. I 
cannot state; Mr. Mann keeps reports and can give you that 
information. 

Mr. J. S. Mann, Raleigh, N. C., being duly sworn, on 


examination says: 


By Mr. Hupains: 

Where do you live? <A. I live in Raleigh, Superintend- 
ent State Prison. 

When were you appointed? A. In May, 1901. 

Since that date you have been Superintendent of the State 
Prison? A. Yes. 

Will you please refresh your recollection from any papers 
you may have as to the moving of these convicts from Mitch- 
ell county? <A. I can do that, and I desire to state to the 
committee that practically ever letter of any importance 
written by me since I have been superintendent, with the 
exception of the first two months, that I would like to put 
in evidence and ask the privilege of reading a number of let- 
ters, both to Mr. Carter, the contractor, and letters to the 
supervisor in charge of the men at work in the mountains. 
I have a number of letters marked that I can read to the 
committee :

More than a year ago, when the first appli- 


at the time you made application in person before the Board 
of Directors, you will remember that there was considerable 
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hesitaney on the part of the board to place convicts either 
on the summit of the Blue Ridge or on the north side of the 
same for work during the winter season. Later, during my 
trip through the mountains with yourself and Mr. Trigg, 
which I so pleasantly remember, you pointed out to me a 
place which, I think, was in what was called the North Cove 
on the south side of the Ridge, as the point where the men 
would most likely be stationed. Still later it developed that 
the work could not begin as early as was expected, and it was 
found to be impossible to get your work completed to the 
top of the Ridge before the winter season came on. It was 
with great reluctance that I consented to placing the men 
on the north side of the mountains with the expectation of 
their remaining there during the entire winter, and the Board 
of Directors, if anything, were still more reluctant to do so. 
However, the experiment was tried and the result was that, 
with the greatest. care and with the exercise of every precau- 
tion which we could take, seventeen men died of pneumonia 
at Captain Lashley’s camp during the winter of the present 
year. When the spring opened we all here expected fully 
that we would be able to get our men on the southern slope 
before another winter should come. At the last meeting of 
the Board of Directors they requested me to write you and 
ask if it were possible for you to make the necessary arrange- 
ments to transfer our camps to the south side of the moun- 
tains before the approach of cold weather. Frankly, I must 
say to you that all of us who are charged with the responsi- 
bility for these men do not consider it proper to permit them 
to remain in or near the present location during the winter ; 
nor do I think we can, under any cireumstances, ‘agree for’ 
this to be dene. Please let me hear from you as soon as 
possible about this matter, im order that I may lay your 
answer before the Board of Directors at their next meeting,

I am in receipt of your favor of Septem- 


of Directors, I presented it to them for their considerattion. 
We were very glad, indeed, to know that you will be able to 
make arrangements by which the camps may be moved to the 
south side of the mountains by December 1st. This will be 
cntitely satisfactory to us. 

I regret very much that I ean see no way to increase the 
number of Melver’s and Lashley’s men in the near future. 
We have made no new contracts for labor since entering 
into the one with you, except that we have placed on some 
State work in Wilkes county a small squad of fifty men. This 
work was authorized by our State Legislature, and the condi- 
tions required by the act having been complied with, we 
felt obliged to undertake the work. Our camp, composed 
of fifty men, at Dover, N. C., was in existence at the time 
our contract was made with you. That camp still exists 
and is not quite up to the contract number. We are using 
considerable number of prisoners at the State farms now 
in gathering the crops. This work will not be completed 
before the first of December, and by that time only in the 
event of favorable weather. I think I will be able by the 


first of December to increase the number of your men, but 
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cannot. promise to do so earlier. Wish very much that I 
could. 

There has been a good deal of sickness among the men 
at Lashley’s camp for the past two or three months. This 
has been of light form, but still sufficient to cause the loss 
of a good deal of time and to make us somewhat uneasy, and 
I shall be exceedingly glad if you can arrange to move Lash- 
ley from his present quarters at an early date.

Prison, suggesting the necessity for removing our camps in 
Mitchell county to the south side of the Blue Ridge before 
the approach of winter. On September 29th you wrote me 
as follows: 

‘“T am now arranging to build our last camps on the north 
sdie of the mountains, where the work is not heavy. I think 
we will be able to clean it up and move to the south side of 
the Blue Ridge on or before December first, which, I hope, 
will be satisfactory to you and your Board of Directors, as 
we are not likely to have any wintry weather before that 
date.” 

I now write to call your attention to fact that the first of 
Deeember has arrived, and I am reliably informed that the 
work upon which our men are now engaged is still several 


miles from the top of the mountains. I had hoped that your 


an, st 


eee a 
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plans for moving to the south side by this date might be ear- 
ried out. I assure you that the Board of Directors and I 
regard this as a very important matter. The death rate of 
Captain Lashley’s camp last winter was startling, and many 
of those who survived the winter were so enfeebled that they 
have since then been unable to work, and consequently are 
a heavy expense upon the State, not to speak of their own 
serious condition. In view of all this, 1 wish to remind you 
again that I do not think it is possible for us to permit the 
camps to remain on the north side of the Blue Ridge many 
days longer. It would be a matter of very great regret to us 
to be compelled to withdraw the men from the work, but 
publie sentiment throughout the State and our own views of 
what is right and proper in dealing with these unfortunate 
people will require us to do this than to keep them where 
they must necessarily suffer severe hardships.

My Dear Str:—Mr. Trige came to see me on yesterday, 
according to the appointment made with you some days ago. 
We discussed, with much detail, the question of our men 
remaining upon the works in the mountains. He emphasized 
the fact that you were anxious to complete the work to Spruce 
Pine, for various reasons, one of which was that it would be 
an important station of the road and a distributing point for 
freight throughout that whole section, and that it would per- 
mit the company, as well as ourselves, to obtain supplies. 
This was in line with your letter of recent date. 

On the other hand, I endeavored to explain to him how 
just would be the criticism of our prison authorities by the 
people of the entire State should we permit the unfortunate 
people committed to our care to remain in what is perhaps the 
most bitterly cold section of the State during the approaching 
winter, after the experience we had last winter. J am sure 
that each of us was appreciative of the condition that con- 
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fronted us both. My Board of Directors were in session and 
I invited Mr. Trigg to talk with them and see if some 
arrangement satisfactory to all parties might not be made. 
Mr. Trigg said to the board, as he had previously said to me, 
that he thought the road might be completed to Spruce Pine 
in fifteen or twenty days more. The Board of Directors were 
anxious that our men might be returned from the mountain 
climate as early as was possible to have them do so, and it 
was finally agreed by Mr. Trigg and the board that the men 
might remain in their present location for the next fifteen or 
twenty days, and at the end of that time that the contract 
existing between the prison and Mr. Trigg might then be ter- 
minated in all respects as it would have been on April Ist, 
and that the men would, as at that time, be returned here or 
distributed to other points as we might desire; and if later in 
the season a new contract between us should be desired by 
either party, the question might be taken up de nore. 

Pursuant to this agreement, I am now preparing’ to receive 
back our men on the 20th inst. I regret exceedingly the 
severance of our relations, even should it prove but tempo- 
rary, and I trust that it may prove of no serious inconvenience 
to your work. The health of the prisoners under our care is 
of primary importance to us, and it now becomes my duty to 
place them upon such work as I may be able to find for them, 
and I hope to do this in some section where the chmate is 
milder.

Pursuant to that agreement, and after being authorized to 
make this movement, I came here (Marion), I think, if my 
recollection serves me right, on the 17th; but before I left 
Raleigh I took up the matter of movement with the agent of 
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the Southern Railway, and in discussing it I told him I was 
unable to give him the exact time these men might be gotten 
to Marion, but if possible to do so | wanted the men to move 
from Spruce Pine on the morning of the 21st and to have 
‘ars here and move part to Hillsboro and part to Raleigh. 
The agent promised to make all arrangements, and I am 
quite sure he did. I came here on the 17th. The 18th I 
drove through to Spruce Pine. The night spent here IL 
ealled on the agent here and explained the details as much 
as I knew how, and told him conditions might be that we 
would be compelled to lay over on the way. I told Mr. Bur- 
ton to see that the cars were comfortably heated, so that the 
men would be comfortable. I went over next day, and there, 
to my astonishment, met Mr. George L. Carter, and he had 
come from Bristol to prevail upon me to let some of the force 
remain. Our relations with Mr. Carter have been exceed- 
ingly pleasant. I called into conference Captain Lashley, 
Majer Melver and Dr. Gilreath, who is an able physician, 
and we discussed the matter to considerable extent. I con- 
sulted citizens around there and I was convinced that it 
would not be dangerous to leave part of those men. Accord- 
ingly, I notified Mr. Carter’s agent that I would leave them 
180 men and return to Raleigh and report te the board, and 
if satisfactory to them they would be allowed to remain. In 
conversation at Spruce Pine I remember distinctly Mr. Lash- 
ley told me that he thought he would try and bring his men 
to Marion without shackling them. I was rather surprised 
at his saying that. Next day, before leaving, he told me that 
Major McIver had told him it would be unsafe to bring the 
men unshackled; that he would certainly lose some of them. 
Captain Lashley told me that he had decided to shackle the 
most dangerous men. The next day I went out to Linville 
Falls; a sleety and cold day. I came over from Linville 
Falls to Marion, and while talking with Captain Lashley he 
informed me that he had some very sick men at the camp— 
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one or two. My instructions were to see that they were 
properly taken care of and comfortably transported. I 
instructed Captain Lashley to send a man along to arrange to 
have plenty of coffee at the midway. I took $200 over to the 
camp to use and see that the men were comfortably trans- 
ported and had plenty of coffee and rations. JI gave them 
instructions to see that the men were properly taken care of, 
as I have always done. I further told him that I thought it 
would be a proper thing to do when they got to Marion to 
give his men a good drink of liquor, and authorized him to 
buy whiskey and give them. I instructed them to have plenty 
of rations cooked and other things his experience led him to 
believe necessary. I further instructed him to bring the 
feeble men over in wagons and not walk them. I wish to 
say that if it had been practical to send those men over vza 
Johnson City it would not have cost the State one dime. 
The contract with these people was that they were to pay 
all traveling expenses. In regard to previous movements, I 
have talked with the Governor of the State. I took his advice 
to be my orders in the matter. I desire to state further that 
_so far as I am informed, and I believe it to be absolutely 
true, that no sick man that left the camps in Mitchell county 
has died. One man who came over on that movement died 
in the State Prison night before last, and the State Prison 
physician, Dr. J. R. Rogers, advised me that his death was 
caused by acute kidney trouble. I asked Dr. Rogers as to 
the condition of the other two men. He thought one of them 
might get better, and one had pulmonary trouble. 

I desire to say in these letters I have letters to Captain 
Lashley and Major McIver giving them instructions. They 
are open to the inspection of you, gentlemen, and any one 
else desiring to look into them. I think, in deference to the 
management of the prison, it would be well to read some of 
those letters to show the general manner of dealing with 
them. I don’t know of anything further. 
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By Mr. Huperns: 

Did you have any contract to pay the Southern Railway 
$50 per day for the cars? <A. No, sir; the usual rate for 
transporting convicts since I have been there has been two 
cents per mile. I had every reason to believe that the 
Southern Railway would give us this rate this time. Their 
agents asked me what our contract was, and | declined to tell 
them. They are considering the matter whether they will 
charge us two cents or second-class rate. As a matter of fact, 
the State does not pay cost of transportation—not one dollar. 

No men died on the trip from Spruce Pine to Raleigh ? 
A. Twas up the night these men arrived at Raleigh. By my 
personal order, they were taken into the prison and made as 
comfortable as I knew how. The sick men were sent to the 
hospital. The hospital steward is a registered pharmacist, 
and I had him get up and give them necessary attention. 


By Mr. Warren: 

When you went over to Spruce Pine did you examine the 
convicts’ clothes? A. No, sir; I was only there a short time. 
The records from the office showed ample clothes, and from 
those records I knew they had ample clothes. 


By Mr. Newuanp: 

How many men did you send to the hospital? A. It was 
left with them; the very sick ones I sent and got a stretcher; 
and others desired could go there. 

When did they get to Raleigh? A. Eleven o’clock that 
might. I sat up until then and saw that they were comfort- 
able as possible. We had good, comfortable beds for them 
and they were put in warm cells. 


By Mr. Morron: 
The delay in moving was here? A. I understood from. 
Captain Lashley—he telegraphed me that day—that his way 
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was blocked by a wreck. Captain Lashley meant from his 
telegram that it was uncertain whether they would get through 
that night. 

Is any one allowed to punish convicts? A. It is the posi- 
tive law of the Board of Directors, and it is a law which has 
my hearty endorsement, which I have tried to have carried 
out to the letter, that no employee of the prison shall either 
whip or cause a convict to be whipped except by the super- 
visor. That law has not been disregarded except by one man 
and he was discharged. 

Did you get a report of that? <A. I get it immediately | 


after punishment is inflicted. In addition to that report, am 


given immediately one full report and they are recorded. 

Do you also get any other punishment? A. I do not re- 
quire any other punishment reported. I have given verbally 
and stated to them that I would not submit to have convicts 
cursed, | 

Is there not some infractions that vou do not punish by 
confinement in dark cell? A. So far as I know, there has 
been very few punishments at any of the camps since I have 
been connected with the prison. 

When a convict dies, his death is always reported—proper 
record is made; when killed, that is entered up? A. Yes, 
sir; in cases of killing I endeavor to investigate. 

One of the witnesses testified to the rumor of a convict 
being shot at the camp. <A. If it 1s the man Davis killed at 
Major Mclver’s camp and not at Mr. Lashley’s, I have no 
knowledge of that testified to as having occurred at Mr. Lash- 
ley’s camp. 

Was that man from Henrietta Mills? A. He was a South 
Carolinian. I visited the camp for the purpose of looking 
into that matter. The information I got was taken from 
Major Melver and other cfficers, and their statement was 
endorsed by Mr. Johnson, whose residence was very close to 
the camp. Davis was a white man and one who had been 
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guilty of insubordination previous to that time. There is 
evidence to the fact that he told a fellow-convict that he 
expected to kill his overseer by sticking a pick through his 
head. ‘That developed after he was dead. The day he was 
killed he was ordered to go upon the works. Davis declined 
to and positively refused te go. The supervisor directed the 
other men to go on and leave him. This occurred about a 
year ago, and I can give you a letter I wrote Governor 
Ayeoek giving him a full report of the matter.

Dear Str:—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of March 3, 1902, enclosing a letter from Max- 
well Gorman. 

In reply, will say that you were correct in thinking that 
there was no foundation in fact for such a report. The mat- 
ter has already been thoroughly investigated by me in person. 
It is very difficult for me to understand why such an incor- 
rect statement should be given publicity. The facts in the 
case are as follows: 

On February ist, at the camp in Mitchell county a white 
eonvict named C. N. Davis was killed under the following 
circumstances: When the prisoners started upon the works 
in the morning, Davis refused to go. The others were sent on 
without him and he was ordered to go into one of the build- 
ings. This also he refused to do, and with curses. ‘T'wo other 
men were then directed to take him into the building, and 
as they approached he slipped an open knife from his sleeve 
and very seriously stabbed one ‘of them. He then, in the most 
perfect. desperation, made his way out of the stockade, curs- 
ing those around him, and with drawn knife in one hand and 
a rock in the other. The rock was finally thrown at one of 
the men with such violence that it nearly buried itself in the 
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new weather-boarding of a house, and on my visit to the camp 
I saw it still buried in the board and tried without success 
to pick it out with a knife. Two guards stood with guns 
leveled upon him and ordered him to halt, but he paid no 
attention to them. Finally, as a last resort, the command to 
fire was given and he was instantly killed. 

A report of the affair was immediately made to me, and 
two days after receiving it I visited the camp in person and 
made an investigation. The correctness of the above state- 
ment was vouched for by a reputable citizen of Mitchell 
county, who was not in the employ of the State nor of the 
company for which the convicts are at work, but who hap- 
pened to be an eye-witness of the whole affair. After Davis 
had been killed, one of the prisoners reported that Davis told 
him the night before that 1f he went upon the works at all 
the next day he intended to kill his overseer by throwing his 
pick through his head. 

The supervisor by whom the order to fire was given is 
Major J. H. Melver, one of the oldest and most trusted 
officials of the prison. Davis, the man killed, had not been 
bound or pinioned at all, nor had he been struck a lick by 
any one. 

A very accurate account of the whole affair was published 
in The News and Observer of February 6th or 7th by a cor- 
respondent from Bakersville. 

It is an order of the Board of Directors of the Prison, and 
one that is strictly enforced, that no prisoner shall be pun- 
ished except by order of the warden of the prison or super- 
visor of a camp, and only in his presence, and an immediate 
report of such punishment must then be made to the superin- 
tendent. Any violation of this order would result in the 
immediate discharge of the supervisor permitting it. The 
authorities of the prison have taken every precaution to pre- 
vent ill treatment and abuse of the unfortunates committed 
to their care, and if the writer of the letter you enclose had

taken the trouble to make the slightest investigation he might 
have written equally as interesting an article and certainly a 
more truthful one.

Sorry to hear of the escape of one of your men. This being 
caused by earelessness, as you think, I desire that you dis- 
charge whichever one of your employees that was responsible, 
if you ean fix this responsibility upon any of them. Do not 
let any one off with a promise of discharging him in the 
future, but in a ease of this kind let it be known that we will 
not submit to a careless handling of the men. Every pre- 
eaution and safeguard must be used to retain them. 

I have ordered your supplies according to your requisition, 
with the exeeption of the meal. This I did not order, for 
the reason that I hoped you might be able to get what was 
needed from some point near you at possibly better prices 
than I could buy it at a distance. 


It looks now as if I may be able, during February at any 
House—91 
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rate, to fill both yours and Mcelver’s camps. with 250 men 
each, and I think it better that the quarters should be made 
to accommodate this number of men in order that we may 
send them to you at any time. There is no doubt but that 
your camps will be filled to at least 200 men as soon as we 
can get the men over the mountains. I think it likely now 
that Major Melver will take over with him enough men to 
make our number 400 and possibly 425. 

Very sorry you are having such severe weather. Take 
every possible precaution that the men do not suffer either 
from the ecld or from a lack of provisions. I have every 
confidence in your good judgment and I am relying upon 
you to meet all responsibilities. 

I am glad you have your wife and children near you, and 
am sure you will spend a pleasanter Christmas than you 
otherwise could.

My Dear Str:—You will please relieve Mr. Dowlin of his 
duties as steward of your camp, and in his stead you may 
appoint Mr. R. B. Leinster, if he wishes to accept such posi- 
tion. In the event he does not accept the position, you may 
place Mr. Rasbury in charge until further instructions from 
me. It is needless for me to say that this action causes me 
regret. From your own statement, as well as my observa- 
tion, Mr. Dowlin has made a very capable officer, and I 
regret exceedingly to part with his services. The fact never- 
theless remains that, knowing the positive and unequivocable 
instructions of the Board of Directors, who, next to the Gov- 
ernor, are of supreme authority in our prison affairs, he 
struck the prisoner, Cansler, without your order, and _ his 
doing this made it necessary for him to shoot the negro. I 
hope Mr. Dowlin will fully understand that he is not blamed, 
either by myself or the Board of Directors for shooting; but 
the action is based entirely upon his striking the blow. Not 
a great while ago it became necessary at Major Melver’s 
camp to kill a convict by the name of Davis. False reports 
were immediately circulated and an effort made to bring this 
administration into disrepute on account of it. At that time 
I was able and did say to the public that an order of the 
Board of Directors absolutely prohibited the striking of a 
convict except same was done by the order and in the pres- 
ence of the supervisor of the camp. The people of the State 
have a right now to believe that this protection is afforded 
all State prisoners, and it is the determination of the Board 
of Directors and myself to see that this law is exeeuted in 


good faith.

My Dear Docror:—Your letter received during the early 
part of this month, in reference to the condition of the camp 
in Mitchell county, should have received attention before 
this, but other matters have engaged me, and really I did 
not know what to say in reference to your statements about 
the food at Mr. Lashley’s camp. I am just in receipt of a 
letter from Captain Lashley, dated September 17th, in which 
he says that you complain about the camp and the rations, 
especially the meat and molasses. Now, Doctor, if the sick- 
ness at Mr. Lashley’s camp is occasioned either by the rations 
given the men or by the conditions at the camp itself, these 
things must be corrected. I wish you would therefore please 
write me again and specify more particularly what articles 
of food, in your judgment, are defective, and also what 
changes at the camp you think are necessary, and make me 
any further suggestions of changes which, in your judgment, 
should be made. I am exceedingly anxious that every pre- 
caution should be taken to preserve the health of those com- 
mitted to our charge. No ordinary expense shall for a 
moment stand in the way of our taking such steps as may be 
necessary to do this. It is my earnest desire and purpose to 
furnish the men with nothing but the most wholesome food, 
warm clothing, and in all respects to take such care of them 
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as that no just complaint or criticism can be made against us, 
and I cordially invite you to write me at length and in detail 
of the defects in the camp and the food. 

I regret to hear in Mr. Lashley’s letter also of the serious 
sickness with typhoid fever of the guard, Robert Maynard. 
I sincerely hope you will be able to prevent the spread of this 
fatal malady in the camp, and that Mr. Maynard may re- 
cover.

Dear Str:—I am in receipt of your letter of September 
17th, and note with much regret your report of the serious 
illness of the guard, Robert Maynard, with typhoid fever. 
I sincerely hope he may recover, and I wish you and the 
doctor to do everything possible for his comfort and care, 
and especially take every precaution to prevent the spread 
in the camp of this fever. I regret that there is so much sick- 
ness, even of a light nature, at your camp, and wish we might 
be able to learn the cause and remove it. I note your sug- 
gestion that “the doctor finds a good deal of fault about the 
rations at the camp, the meat and molasses especially, but I 
think they are all right.””. I am unable to understand why 
this complaint in reference to the rations. Identically the 
same food is sent to your camp that is used here and at every 
other point where convicts are maintained. I buy the very 
best meat on the market. The molasses, I am assured, is of 
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good quality and is approved at every other point. You, as 
well as the other supervisors, have my instructions to pur- 
chase all the vegetables that are needed by your men, and 
vou have assured me that these are abundant and that the 
supply purchased by you is amply sufficient. In addition to 
this, the men receive occasional supplies of beef. In a word, 
I am sure that our men are fed better than nine-tenths of the 
laboring classes who are working for themselves. I shall 
write Dr. Gilreath to-day and request him to specify more 
especially his complaints in reference to the food. 

Please notify me promptly if there are any further cases 
of typhoid fever. I sincerely hope that there may not be, 
and that. everything will now move along smoothly at your 
camp.

My Dear Sir:—Your letter of September 27th came duly 
to hand and was read to the Board of Directors at their meet- 
ing last Wednesday. I am sure you deserve the thanks of us 
all for your interest in the work in which you are engaged ; 
and if you consider that my letter was intended otherwise 
than to elicit information which would be helpful in remov- 
ing hurtful conditions at the camp and improving the general 
health of the camp, you are much mistaken. I consider it 
certainly a part, and a very important part, of your work to 
observe carefully every detail of the camp that can affect 
the health of the men under your charge. Whenever, in your 
judgment, anything can be done that will prove to be bene- 
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ficial to the health of the men, you should eall attention to 
the fact and advise accordingly. It may not always be possi- 
ble for us to comply and make the changes, but I am sure 
we will do so whenever we ean. I do not object, but, on the 
contrary, am perfectly willing that the supervisors shall give 
the men beef occasionally, even onée a week, if they can 
purchase the same at a reasonable price, and I am perfectly 
willing that the sick men shall have beef soup or broth once 
a day, if you request it. Owing to the fact that we have no 
appropriation and are expected to earn a maintenance, I am 
sure you will realize that we cannot afford a more expensive 
diet for the men than we use; and while I am incompetent 
to give an opinion from a medical standpoint, yet my experi- 
ence teaches me that meat, peas and vegetables form as good 
diet for hard laborers, and especially negroes, as anything 
that could be given them. It is, indeed, the very food— 
except that we furnish a better quality—which they them- 
selves use when free. A considerable experience, too, that 
the negro laborer in eastern North Carolina has taught me is 
that almost universally they use molasses with which to 
sweeten their coffee; and I know that, as a rule, they always 
buy the very cheapest grade obtainable. I quite agree with 
you that, according te my taste and yours, it is unpalatable 
and nauseating, but ‘there is no accounting for taste,” you 
know. 

With reference to the conditions at the camp I do not 
know, and I certainly did not mean, to intimate that you had 
made unnecessary demands on the supervisor, and the super- 
visor himself has not made such intimation to me. On the 
contrary, not a great while ago I issued to every supervisor 
a letter especially calling attention to the necessity for keep- 
ing everything clean and well disinfected at the camps, and 
I am sure that you fully appreciate the necessity for this. 

I do not doubt but that woolen socks would be more com- 


fortable in the winter season in the mountain climate, but I 
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can hardly understand how a better grade of shoes would 
help. However, with the exception of some who are possibly 
sent to the prison from that section, I doubt if any of the 
men have ever worn woolen socks. 

| have written Mr. Carter, asking that Captain Lashley’s 
camp be moved as soon as arrangements can possibly be made 
to do so, and I sincerely hope that the next location may 
prove beneficial to the health of the camp. 

[ am very glad to know that Mr. Maynard continues to 
improve, and hope he will soon be well again.

My Dear Srr:—lI am in receipt of your letter of January 
the 25th, enelosing a clipping from the News and Observer 
in reference to a movement of some prisoners from Spruce 
Pine to Raleigh and charging that two of them died en route, 
and that all were compelled to undergo severe hardships. 

I beg to state that the report contained in the chpping is 
absolutely and unqualifiedly false. No prisoner who started 
from Spruce Pine died anywhere en route, although some 
very sick ones were moved and are now in the hospital at 
the prison. Not only is the report untrue, but a reporter at 
Marion, whence this special report to the Observer was sent, 
inquired of the two ofhcers of the prison while at Marion if 
two cf the convicts had not died on the way from Spruce 
Pine and while waiting at Marion, and was informed on 
two separate occasions that this report was untrue and that 
none had died, and by one of the officers he was especially 
requested not to report any such false rumor to the press. 

It may be of some interest to you to learn more particu- 
larly of this movement about which so many falsehoods have 
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been told. At the last’ meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the prison it was decided to remove from the mountains 
_the men who had been at work at railroad building there for 
the past eighteen months. The company for whom we had 
been working agreed that this might be done on the 20th of 
January, although they greatly desired them to continue the 
work. Having determined upon the movement, I visited the 
‘amp, arriving at Spruce Pine on the evening of the 17th. 
While there I made every arangement for as safe and com- 
fortable a movement as I possibly could. On the 20th I 
returned to Marion, There was at that time much ice in the 
mountains, some snow, and a great deal of sleet. One hun- 
dred and eighty-five prisoners and employees left Spruce 
Pine on the morning of the 21st at daylight. An abundance 
of provisions had been prepared for them during their jour- 
ney. Before leaving the camps each man was provided with 
a pair of new woolen pants, a good woolen coat, a pair of 
good under-pants, two good cotton shirts, a pair of new 
shoes and a pair of new socks. All had good eaps with flaps 
to protect their ears. By my directions a single wagon and 
a large caldron and an ample supply of coffee had been sent 
ahead a day previous to a point half way from Spruce Pine 
to Marion, with instructions to have a supply of good, strong 
coffee prepared for the men by the time they should reach 
the half-way point. Four or five horse wagons aeccompa- 
nied the men, carrying blankets, provisions and such neces- 
sary articles, including extra shoes, ete., as might be needed 
on the trip. There were five sick men at the eamp—two ot 
them quite sick with pulmonary trouble. The other three, 
while not able to work, were still but slightly sick. Those 
who were but shghtly sick rode on the wagons; those who 
were very sick were carried in the body of the wagon, which 
had been filled about half full with comfortable blankets. 
None who were at. all sick were required to walk a step on 


the way from Spruce Pine to Marion. Medicines and milk 
House—92 
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were taken along and administered to the sick men according 
to the directions of the camp physician, Dr. I’. H. Gilreath. 
He had been previously consulted and advised that these men 
might be taken on the trip. The distance from Spruce Pine 
to Marion is said to be twenty-two miles. The road for the 
most part is exceedingly rough and bad, and the last six 
miles before reaching Marion, I think, must, undoubtedly, 
be the very worst road in North Carolina. Starting at day- 
light, the men reached Marion about six o’clock P. M.—tired, 
of course; but having received on the way a fairly good din- 
ner, with a plenty of good, hot, strong coffee, and without 
having been required to march more than two miles an 
hour. A number of mules had been hired for the use of 
the guards and employees, about one mule for every two 
men, but when the body arrived at Marion that night nearly 
all of these mules had been surrendered to the convicts who 
had grown tired and the employees were nearly all walking. 
The supervisor, himself, brought a convict on his buggy with 
him a considerable portion of the journey. Upon reaching 
Marion the convicts were placed in passenger coaches, with 
good fires, and made as comfortable as possible. After they 
were placed on the cars every prisoner was given supper and 
a drink of whiskey, which seemed to do them much good. 
They remained in the cars during the night of the 21st, 
and were started on their journey toward Raleigh at nine 
o'clock of the 22d. One hundred and fifteen prisoners, to- 
gether with fifteen employees, stopped at Hillsboro; the 
remainder arrived here at eleven o’clock on the night of the 
22d. I personally saw them disembark from the cars here 
and had them unshackled and made as comfortable as possi- 
ble immediately on their arrival. The sick men were taken 
at once to the hospital and are still there, and I am informed 
by the doctor that all are improving, with the exception of the 
two who were suffering from pulmonary trouble, and these, 
to say the least, are no worse than when they left Spruce 
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Pine. On Monday, the 26th, I went to Hillsboro to visit 
the men left at that point, and finding that the quarters 
provided for them were not as comfortable as they ought 
to have been and that the company had not made such pre- 
paration as had been agreed upon, and not wishing to expose 
the men to any hardships that could be avoided, I made hur- 
ried arrangements and brought the entire camp to Raleigh 
that very evening, although these men, if left at Hillsboro, 
would have been earning more than $100 a day. Here they 

are paying us nothing, but are costing us a good deal. 
Captain J. C. Lashley was in charge of the movement from 
the mountains to Raleigh. He has been in the employ of 
the prison for many years and is one of the most intelligent 
and competent men in the service. He has stated to me 
that this movement was one of the best and most carefully 
arranged, as well as one of the most successful, with which 
he had ever had anything to do. I am sure that I can truth- 
fully say that if the movement was to be made again, I know 
of nothing whatever that I could do more than was done 
for these men, unless it be to hire carriages and wagons for 
their transportation, and we did employ on this occasion prac- 
tically all the wagons that were to be had and all the mules 

that were to be had in the neighborhood of Spruce Pine. 
Trusting this explanation will be satisfactory to you, I am,

By Mr. Hupeins: 

The convicts that were moved to the prison have not 
suffered any serious results? A. I do not think they have. 
A munber of them had cold and a number of them have been 
under the direction of Dr. Rogers, and he tells me that he 
thought they would be out again soon. A number of. sick 
brought through here are rapidly recovering and are doing a 
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lot of hght work on the yard. I can’t say that none of them 
were made sick. I gave instructions to the doctor to let any 
of them go to the hospital. Those taken to Hillsboro, at 
present some are on the R. & C. F. R. R.; these men are 
how not earning us anything, but I hope to get them on con- 
tract soon. 

You have broken up the camp at Hillsboro on account of 
quarters ¢ A. Captain Lashley telephoned me that they were 
not in comfortable quarters, and on Monday I went down and 
notified the manager of the quarry that I was going to take 


the men back to Raleigh that afternoon. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

You say you went over to Spruce Pine three or four days 
before the men moved? A. I went over on Saturday before 
the men were brought back. I think is was Wednesday, 

What was the condition of the road¢ A. Exceptionally 
bad. 

What was the character of the weather on Sunday? A. 
On Sunday, as I recall, it was a rather cold, dismal day. 

Monday, do you remember? A. Monday I drove over to 
Spruce Pine. I do not remember whether it was raining. 

What was the character of the weather on Tuesday? A. 
Tuesday I drove over to Linville Falls and had my wife 
with me. It was a rainy day, some sleet and snow. 

Was it your order that only the weaker men should be 
transported from the camps in Mitchell county’ A. It was 
not. It was my order that 120 picked men be left there. 

Did you know at the time you gave orders that these sick 
were in the condition they were? A. I knew there were two 
very sick men. 

You had coffee sent down? <A. I did. 

Did you make similar order that they should be given 
proper food? A. Yes, sir. Those general matters of that 
kind are left with the supervisor. 
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Were the men in as good condition physically returning 
as when they were sent over? A. That is more than I can 
tell. 

You say that on account of the number of deaths during 
last winter it was the desire of the board to get them south 
of the mountain? A. That is the basis of my correspond- 
GMUge: ' 

If that was so, why was the delay made until January 
20th ¢ A. We would have been compelled to have kept them 
there until remainder of winter. Instead of that a com- 
promise was made and the contract was to expire on that 
date. 

Was not part of the contract that they should be worked 
south of the mountains in the winter time? A. No, sir. 

That was not specified in the contract? A. No, sir. 

Did you receive any report of convict who died after 
being whipped? A. I did not know anything of that until 
it came from you. 

You say in your letter to the Governor, dated January 
28th, published as a reply to mine of the 29th? A. Not 
written at all in response to yours. 

The interview published, you denounced the charges as 
unqualifiedly false. Is that interview correct as published ? 
A. I think practically correct. 

Do you know whether or not the men were taken out of 
the cars from the time they entered that evening at six 
o'clock ¢ A. If they were I have no information of it. 

Was it or not, your letter to Captain Lashley of the 234d, 
addressed to him at Hillsboro, prompted by the condition 
the men came into Raleigh the night before? A. Certainly 
it was. 

Do you think it would have been impracticable to have 
stcpped the men on the way? <A. I do. 

Do you not think that the men could have been safely 
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shackled by the arm instead of the feet? A. I do not; of 
course if you handcuff both hands it is safe. 

If you had known the condition of those sick men would 
you have ordered them moved? <A. I would have submitted 
the matter to the physician and do as he ordered. 

You say in your article that men were given milk and 
medicine on the way? <A. I was so informed. Since then I 
have talked with one man and think it doubtful whether they 
received milk from Spruce Pine on the way over. I have 
been told since then that they did receive milk at Marion 
and one other point down the road. 

Did you order or not order physician to be consulted? A. 
I did not give that specific order, as they were under the 
charge of physician, and furthermore, the supervisors have 
orders to do anything for the comfort of the men. 

Did the physician accompany the men? A. He did not; 
at least he did not have orders to that. effect. 

What would you think would be a reasonable distance for 
an ordinary man to walk shackled over that road? <A. I 
have not had much experience in marching. It would take 
‘a short distance to wear me out. I am satisfied conviets, 
hardened by railroad work in one or two years, could walk 
down a man like you or myself. 


By Mr. Warren: 

Do you think greater or less risk was incurred by making 
the trip from Spruce Pine than would have been incurred by 
remaining at the camps for a more favorable time? A. In 
my judgment those men were in a very inaccessible place 
and we had to make arrangements, and from my experience, 
the weather is severer during February and March than in 
January, and I, after mature deliberation, thought I was 


doing right in moving them at that time. 
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How was the weather on Wednesday morning? A. I 
went from here to Raleigh and rode with my window up 
most of the way. 

Don’t you think it would have been much better to have 
instructed the men if the next day was bad to wait until a 
break in the weather? <A. I think Mr. Lashley would not 
have moved those men if there had been a heavy rain going 
on next day. I understood from him at the time, and have 
understood since, that it was not a bad day until after he 
reached this side of the mountains. 

You did not give him your experience in going over? A. 
I never withheld that experience from any one. I believe it 
is the worst road in North Carolina. 


Masor J. H. McIver, being duly sworn, on examination 


Says: 


By Mr. Hupers: 

Where is your home, Major McIver? A. Moore county. 

How long have you been in the service of the State? A. 
Something over twenty-five years. 

You have had active experience with convicts during that 
time? <A. Yes, sir; I guess I have. 

When did you go to Mitchell county with your force? A. 
On the 14th of January, last January. 

What time did you arrive in Marion? <A. About day- 
heht, I reckon. 

What time did you leave for Spruce Pine? A. About 
ten o'clock. 

How far did you go that night? A. Mica, just a mile 
over the mountain. 

How many convicts did you have? A. Two hundred and 


two. 
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Where did you next move’ A. We went from there to 
‘Tocane. 

Was that where you established your camp? A. Yes, sir. 

Was there a man by the name of C. M. Davis killed at 
your camp? A. Mr. Mann told about hke it was. 

ILave you got a man by the name of Hamilton in your 
employ? A. No, sir; I never have had any such man. 

Has Geo. L. Carter Company had any such man? A. 
No, sir; not that I know of. 

Have they had a man over there in their employ by the 
name of Hamlet? <A. Yes, sir; he was overseer. 

Did you advise Mr. Lashley to shackle the dangerous men 
you had in your eamp? <A. Certainly did. 

Why? A. Because I thought it the safest way to bring 
them, long term men. We carried them over there shackled. 
All that were bad men I shackled up. There were several 
who were not. 

I will ask you if these men who left your camp and were 
brought over by Mr. Lashley were not vigorous men? A. 
There were some of them stout, good, able-bodied men. 

You retained 120 men? A. Yes, sir; I picked out 120 
men. I think I am right, because yesterday morning I did 
not have a sick man on siek list. 

What kind of treatment have these convicts had under 
your care in Mitchell county? <A. As good as any convicts. 

What kind of food? A. Give them bacon, beans, cabbage, 
onicns, and beef occasionally. 

How did you say they were treated? <A. Treated as well, 
done less work, as any convicts I have ever had. ‘They can 
do less work in those rock cuts than on the farm, there is 
so much time he can beat. They have done less work than 
any squad of convicts I have ever had. 

What kind of medical attention did they receive under 
Dr. Gilreath? A. Good attention; carefully looks after the 
health of the men, 
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Why did you advise Mr. Lashley that he had better shackle 
those men? <A. I did not want him to lose them. They 
would jump in the woods. 

You say that you have had twenty-five years handling con- 
victs? <A. Yes, sir. 

Would it be safe to shackle them by the arm? A. Just 
as well not have any on them. That would not keep them 
from running. 

How as to removing shackles on the arms? A. They 
eould get them off. They have no time to get them off the 
leg. 

How many sick men left your camp? <A. Only two. 

Those two spoken of here as suffering with pulmonary 
troubles? A. No, sir; one lost his mind; one had rheuma- 
tism. The one deranged I sent in wagon, 

Do you know of any cruel treatment convicts have received 
under you? A. No, sir; not a bit. 

Did you, Mr. Mann, Captain Lashley and Dr. Gilreath 
agree that 120 men could be left in your camp? A. I told 
Mr. Mann that I had 120 men that could be left there. When 
I left this morning every man was at work. 

Do you know Captain Lashley? A. Yes, sir. 

How long have you known him? <A. Twenty-five years. 

What is his character as supervisor’ A. Has always had 
the reputation of being very good and kind to his men, and 
see to what they got. 

Did you ever know him to mistreat his men dub Av No; sir: 


By Mr. Newranp: 
What is the weight of the shackles? A. Light trace-chain, 


— pounds. 


Sy Mr. Parr: 
Where do they fit? A. Right around the ankle. 
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By Mr. Warren: 

Do they interfere? A. Not much. Men that are used to 
them can walk along without any trouble. 

Ifave you had a great deal of experience walking men on 
long journeys? A. I think I have. 

What is the longest journey you have marched? A. I 
declare I don’t know. 

Would you consider from Spruce Pine to Marion an unu- 
sual one? A. No, sir; not an unusual one. 


By Mr. Birp: 

Did you ever see them marched through such mud as has 
been described ¢ <A. I don’t know what mud there was. I 
have seen them march that far. 

Was not the roads frozen when you went over? <A. No, 
sit. 

Where did you camp? A. Mica. 

Was that the evening you drew on Mr. Greenlee’s fence ? 
A. No, sir; I bought some wood. 

The killing of Davis was about as testified to by Superin- 
tendent Mann. Were you present? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you give the order? A. I told a couple of men to 
push him in the commissary and he pulled a knife on them. 
They were negroes. He resisted and stuck a knife in one of 
them. 

Where was your camp? A. Down at Wing Cove. 

The convicts came up to Captain Lashley’s camp the day 
before? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you come across the mountains with them? A. No, 
si. 

Do you think a trace-chain five feet long won’t weigh 
more than a pound? A. It may. 

You think men shackled together can walk well if they 
keep step? A. Yes, sir; they can. 
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How did you camp that night at Mica? A. We had them 
shackled together and had a big fire. 

Did you have any covering or tent for them ‘ A. No, 
sir; I stayed out there with them. They slept on the ground. 


By Mr. Hupeins: 

In taking your convicts to Mica you had to march them 
up the mountains. Is that harder than coming this way? A. 
Yes, sir. They are going up the mountain. Some of them 
commenced lagging behind. 

You heard some witness testify to some convict falling off 
in the river? A. I believe there was one fell out of the 
wagon, but his body did not get in the river; he was shackled 
to another man and he could not get in the river. The man 
chained to him pulled him right up in the wagon. 

Did he have instructions to sit down in the wagon’ A. 
Yes, sir; always have instructions. 

Do you know anything about guards being carried across 
the river? A. No, sir; never heard of it before until I came 
here to-day. I put all the men over in wagons and come back 
and put us across the river in wagons. 

Which would be the hardest, from here to Spruce Pine or 
from Spruce Pine here? A. I had rather come this way. 

In your opinion, do you think to get as earher start as this 
force did on January 21st, it was a cruel march to march 
those men to Marion? A. I don’t think so at all. The 
men, if it had been left to them all, had much rather come 
here than staid out on the road. 

You think it better for the men that they did mareh 
through? <A. Yes, sir; I do. 

The camp you marched to going over there was further 
than Spruce Pine? A. Yes, sir; twelve miles further. 


By Mr. Brrp: 


Were there two squads sent over in January, 1902¢ A. ay 
(Fie | 
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don’t know; I don’t know what time Mr. Rix went over. 
Mr. Lashley and Mr. Mann ean tell you. 
Who had charge of the squad who went over there first 4 


A. Mr. Rix and Mr. Lashley. 


Mr. Mann was reealled. 


By Mr. Hupetns: 

State what you know about two squads taken over year 
ago? <A. I do not remember the date; I think it was prior 
to the time Major Melver went over; they were in charge of 
Mr. J. D. Rix, and with him I sent an overseer in whom 
I have a great deal of confidence; I think I am right. And 
with them I asked a relative of mine, who has been sheriff 
of his county twice, to accompany them. He reported to 
me in crossing Toe river, that there were some five or six 
tumbled headlong out of the wagon. They asked to stand 
up and he told them to do as they wanted. He said that he 
and Mr. Rix, supervisor, tumbled into the river in the same 
way; they were endeavoring to get across on the log and 
saw that he was going to fall off and jumped off. 

Do you know of any guard being taken across by any of 
the convicts? <A. I never heard of that until Mr. Bird’s 
charges. | 


By Mr. Brrp: 
You did not know of that? A. I did not. 


Mr. J. C. Lasuiery, being duly sworn, on examination 
says: 


By Mr. Huperns: 

Go right ahead and state to the committee all you know 
about the movement on January Ist. From the time you 
started from camp, your conference with Dr. Gilreath and 
Mr. Mann. A. Mr. Mann came to my camp on Saturday 
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evening and went back over to Spruce Pine that night and 
asked me to telephone Major McIver to come up there that 
night that he wanted to talk with us about the movement. 
He gave us instructions about moving. Told me to make all 
preparations necessary; get all rations that we would need, 
andi to send a man over part of the way and have some coffee 
made. When he left the camp it was raining and sleeting 
very hard. : 

Did you drink any of the coffee? A. Yes, sir; it was 
good coffee, I was not there the time they were drinking 
the coffee. We had biscuits and meat for them. Plenty to 
eat for them and gave it to them. 

Had plenty stuff all along? A. I was not there when they 
fed. The guards and overseers told me they fed them all 
right. | 

What time did you leave camp? <A. A little before sunup. 

Did you cross the river? A. Crossed on the ice in wagons. 
One wagon did not come to Marion. I hired him to come 
as far as the river. He went on ahead of us and said: “TI 
have found a better way to get across the river and I have 
been down there and examined and you ean walk right across 
here.” He said it was all right. I went across there myself. 

Did you get your feet wet? A. No, sir, There was water 
running over the ice two or three inches. 

Did you march the convicts across there? A. Yes, sir. 

You crossed there yourself on foot? “A. Yes, sir. 

Nobody complained of hardship crossing on the ice? A. 
No 


How many sick men did you start with from the camp ? 


Belt: 
A. Only two, some little feeble, not very sick. 

Tow did you provide for those men to be brought? <A. 
four horse wagon, blankets, about half full. Seven men in 
that wagon. 


Did any of the sick men walk? <A. No, sir. 
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What were those mules provided for? A. We employed 
them for the guards and overseers to ride on. | 

When the men gave out on the march did the guards give 
up their mules and walk themselves? A. Yes, sir. 

What dinner did the guards have? A. Something lke the 
convicts. They ate what they had in their pockets. 

Could you have avoided the mud at foot of the mountains 
with safety of convicts; that is, hold the convicts? A. No, 
sir; I could not. 

If you had gone in the by-paths there would have been 
danger of losing them? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you bring one a part of the way in your buggy? A. 
Yes, sir. He was tired and weak and I told him to get up 
behind my buggy. He got off after a while on his own accord. 

What time did you reach Marion? A. A little after 
sunset. 

Did you hear any of the guards cursing the convicts? A. 
No, sir; Lididsnot: 

What did you instruct your men in regard to cursing con- 
viets? A. There is a rule not to curse them. I never heard 
any one curse the prisoners. 

Were there fires in the cars for convicts? A. There were 
not at first. I had them made. The\Southern Railway men 
told me there was plenty of coal and we got all that we 
wanted. 

Did any man die 6n the way from Spruce Pine and Hills- 
boro? A. None died between Spruce Pine and Hillsboro. 

Did not one man die at the depot? A. No, sir. 

How many did you have? A. One hundred and fifty- 
nine. 

How many guards?. A. Twenty-three. 

You provided wagons for the sick and feeble ones, and as 
any one would give out they were put on mules? <A. Yes, 


SIV. 
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You heard some witness testify that-some of the sick asked 
for water and did not get it? A. I know nothing of that. 

You were along ahead and behind them at different times ? 
A. Yes, sir; I came on ahead of them to Marion and went 
to the depot to see where the cars were located. 

What was the condition of the roads from the foot of the 
mountain to Marion? A. Pretty bad and muddy. 

In your opinion, was it better to have marched through that 
day and get to Marion or camp? <A. I thought better to 
come through. 

How long have you been in the State’s service? A. About 
nineteen years. 


During that time you have been supervisor? <A. Yes, sir; 


except at first, I was overseer. 

What is your age? A. I am 44. 

You know of no one spitting up blood and Dr. Gilreath 
saying there was nothing the matter with him, and had him 
whipped and he died before the next morning? A. No, sir; 
I know nothing of the kind. Dr. Gilreath never asked me 
to punish any man. | 

Have you a man named Hamilton in your employ; has 
the State any such man employed? A. None that I know of. 

Has the railroad company a man name Hamlet? <A. I 
believe they did. , 

He had no control over the convicts? A. None whatever. 

What did Mr. Mann tell vou in regard to the money for 
this trip? A. He told me I could have all the money I 
needed. © He instructed me to cook all rations, and instructed 
me when I got to Marion to buy some whiskey, which I did, 
and gave all a drink except three, I think, did not want any. 

How were these convicts clad when you left camp? What 
kind of clothing ¢ A. They were clothed up all right. A 
new pair of under-pants, used for drawers, new yarn pants 
given them day before we left Spruce Pine. They were also 
given a pair of cotton socks and a pair of good shoes, Their 
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sorry shoes were taken off and gave them new shoes, and I 
also brought twelve pair along with me. 

Did you give out any of those shoes at Marion? <A. Yes, 
sir; some right here at Marion. 

Were convicts supplied with water on the march? A. Yes, 
sir; they got water all along. | 

What kind of eoats did convicts have on? <A. Those did 
not have them were given good coats. Each had on two 
shirts and caps with flaps. 

Those convicts were as comfortably clad as yourself or 
oeuards? <A. Yes, sir; they had on extra good clothes. Fur- 
ther than that, I gave them new socks a week ahead of that 
time and the day before I moved I gave them another pair. 

Did Dr. Gilreath give you any medicine or instruct you 
as to the sick men? <A. I told him the evening before we 
started I wanted him to examine the men before we started, 
and if he thought they could not make the trip I would have 
them sent back to Major Mclver’s camp next morning. 

Did you give them any nourishment? A. Yes, sir; we fed 
them, gave them milk right here, and milk at Connelly 
‘Springs. 

Did you give them any whiskey? A. Yes, sir, 

Why did you not léave here that evening you got here ¢ 
A. They had a wreck and would not move us. 

What time did you leave here? A. About nine o’clock 
next morning. 

Did you rush your men on the march? A. No, sir; we 
did not rush them at all. We did not have to rush them to, 
make the march. Of course we did not have to lose any time, 
but did not have to rush them. 

How many hours? A. Eleven hours. 

How many miles¢ A. Twenty-two miles from here to my 
camp. 

That is twenty-two miles in eleven hours? <A. Yes, sir; 


two miles an hour. 
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How long did you stop for dinner? A. About thirty 
minutes. 

Were they permitted to stop and blow? A. Yes, sir; some 
stopped over here on the bridge. I could not see them all. 

Did you take them out of the cars from Marion to Hills- 
boro? A. No, sir; I could not find out when we were going 
to leave here. There was no opportunity to take them out 
between here and Hillsboro. 

What are your general orders or instructions with refer- 
ence to feeding or clothing your men? Does he allowance 
you? A. Not at all, sir. Always tells me to give them 
plenty. 

Did you buy beef for them when Doctor Gilreath thought 
they ought to have beef? A. Yes, sir; and gave the sick men 
milk. 

Did you supply the camp with vegetables during season ? 
A. Yes, sir; during out stay in Mitchell county we have 
been blessed with vegetables. 

Do you know anything of convicts taking your guards 
across the river when you first moved up? A. Yes, sir; one 
of the trusties started across the river with a guard and [ 
told him to put him down. 

That was voluntary on the trusty’s part? A. I think he 
gave him ten cents. He started across and I looked back 
and saw this guard get on his back; I hollered at him and 
he got off. That was the only attempt I saw to ride convicts 
across the river. 

In going over, did your conviets wade Armstrong creck / 
A. I do not know; I think they went across on foot-log. 

When you went over, what kind of weather was it? A. 
Fair weather. 

What kind of day was it when you came over on the 21st 
day of January? A. Pleasant to me. Of course, muddy 
under foot; cold in the morning; sun shining before twelve 
o’elock. No rain. 

House—93 
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You had sleet few days before you started? A. Yes, sir; 
very cold when we started, pleasant at foot of mountain. 

Did the men need to use the flaps on their caps? A. I 
don’t think it was necessary to use them. 

Weather was not cold enough to frost-bite a man? <A. No, 
not cold enough. 

What time did you bring those sick men here? A. Novem- 
ber the 17th. 

How many? A. Thirty-three. 

How did they come? A. In wagons. 

Any of them covered? A. Yes, sir; one. 

Did it rain that day? A. Yes, sir; about half mile from 
here it rained a little. 

What kind of day was it when you started? <A. Bright 
day when we started. . 

Did they have blankets? A. Yes, sir; one apiece. 

How about their getting out of the wagon, falling in the 
mud? <A. I don’t know anything about their getting out 
of the wagon, because I was in the office getting tickets. 
Train was on time and I don’t think we staid down there 
ten minutes. The car came on train going through. As soon 
as they came I got tickets and unloaded around the corner 
of depot, and was told where the car would stop. I don’t 
think we were there more than fifteen minutes. 

Where you unloaded they were sheltered? A. Yes, six. 

They were not placed in the rain? A. No, sir. 

Did you care for those thirty-three on the trip properly ¢ 
A. Yes, sir; medicine fixed up by the doctor and they left 
camp I told him I had better bring along some whiskey. 

Did you have rations? A. Yes, sir; they were moved as 
comfortable as possible. We had four two-horse wagons. 


By Mr. New ann: 
How did you cross Armstrong, on foot-log? A. Part of 
them, I think all did. 
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You think you were eleven hours making the trip? <A. 
About that, yes, sir. 

You bought milk here for the sick ones? A. Yes, sir; we 
only had two men, one from my camp. 

They were regarded as two sick men? A. Yes, sir. 

In answer to question of Mr. Hudgins, you stated none of 
them died between here and Hillsboro? A. None that I 
know of. Doctor Rogers told me two men considered sick 
were not dead, but were getting along nicely. 


By Mr. Morton: | 

Would it be ordinarily safe to move men in covered 
wagons’ A. No, sir; it would not. The wagons were not 
covered all the way. When it commenced raining put cover 
over them. 

Did you notice any convicts barefooted? A. I noticed 
one riding mule, and I suppose it dropped off. I gave 
instructions to steward to give him a pair shoes. 

Were you down here at Cooper’s when they got off? A. 
‘Yes, sir. 

Do you remember the guards moving them in the streets ? 
A. Yes, sir; there were some ears along the track and it 
would not be safe to have carried them through there. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Do you think any of those men would attempt to escape ¢ 
A. Yes, sir; I know it. 

What kind of shoes did the eonvicts wear? <A. Ordinary 
brogans. 

Do you think water two inches deep would not wet the 
feet? A. Not necessarily. 

When you came across were you not in the rear? A. Yes, 
sir; part of the time. 

When you joined them they were about ready to resume 
their travel? A. Yes, sir; about finished dinner. 
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Do you know whether or not any of the guards, Sanderlin, 
for instanee, cursed that sick man and told him to shut up 
his damn mouth? <A. Mr. Sanderlin was not with that 
wagon. Mr. Sanderlin, I think, rede a mule. | 

Did you hear cursing, “God damn you, stay off me; Tl 
shoot hell out of you?” <A. No, sir; I ‘did not. 

Did you see any of them give out? A. Yes, sir; I saw 
some of them give out. 

Did you ever see a worse road than that? A. No, sir; 
I don’t know that I did. 

What was the object of stopping men to get out and walk 
through town? A. I don’t know that that was done. We 
stopped to count up and see that they were all there. 

There was no fire in the cars when you got to the depot ? 
A. No, sir. 

What did you give them to eat? A. Bread and meat. 

How much whiskey did you give to the convicts? <A. 
Three gallons. 

Three gallons of whiskey divided into 156 drinks, do you 
know if that were a sufficient drink? <A. I don’t know, sir. 
I think there are sixteen five cent drinks in a quart. 

Did anybody complain that they had not been fed? A. 
One convict said three men had not been fed. I instructed 
the steward to see that they got something. 

Did you call in any physician to examine those sick men ? 
Ae ladid not. 

What did you do with those men when you put them in 
the car? A. Put them on the seat. 

What time did you get to Hillsboro next night? A. About 
nine o’clock. 

Convicts had not been out of the car from the time you 
left here until you got there? A. No, sir. 

What did they have to eat? A. Biscuits and meat. 

Why did you not call in a doctor to see those men? A. 
Doctor had been treating them and I knew what they needed. 
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Did you give them the medicine? A. No, sir; I did not. 
I suppose they got it. 

Was the medicine given the hospital steward? <A. Yes, 
sir, | suppose so; he was on the trip with them. 

Did those sick men ask you to send for a doctor? A. 
No, 


Did you see the sick men after they were put in the car? 


S1r. 


A. Yes, sir; I sat up all night long. 

When you got to Hillsboro what preparations had been 
inade¢ Not very much preparation had been made? <A. No, 
sir; there was a house there for us. 

What kind of a house? A. Two houses put together, cov- 
ered with tar paper. 

How many men did you stop there? One hundred and 
fifteen. 

That man you put in your buggy, was he a trusty? A. 
No, sir. 

Where did you get in front of the men? <A. I left them 
right down on the hill. 

Did the men get their feet wet on the way? A. I sup- 
pose so. 

ilow deep was the mud? <A. I don’t know exactly how 
deep it was. Very deep mud. 

Did the men stay in the ears at Hillsboro all night? <A. 
Yes, sir. 

What was their condition? Any able to work? A. Some 
of them were, I suppose. Some a little stiff and sore. 

So they remained in cars from evening of the 21st to 
morning of the 23d? A. They remained in ears from time 


we got here until we got to Hillsboro next morning. 


3y Mr. Huperns: 
You don’t drink whiskey? A. No, sir. 
What is your rule in regard to the convicts approaching 
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guard; have you any regulations about that? A. Yes, sir; 
we have a rule to keep off a good distance from them. 

What is the object of the rule? A. To keep convicts from 
taking gun away from them. 

Did you telegraph authorities at Hillsboro you would be 
there that night? Did the railroad company refuse to put 
your car down to the camp? <A. Yes, sir; I tried to get them 
to put it down there; it was about half mile. 

New place to you? A. Yes, sir; never there before. 
Really did not know what side Hillsboro was on. Did not 
know where camp was. 

You took them out as early as possible after leaving Ma- 
rion? A. As soon next morning as I could. 

Did the men complain and ask to be taken out of the cars ? 
A. Not a bit. 

Where were the guards, did they stay in the cars? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Where were you? A. I was there too, 

So you submitted yourself to the same thing the convicts 
were submitted to? A. Exactly the same thing. 


By Mr. Brrp: 

Do I understand you to say you did not get out at Connelly 
Springs or Greensboro ¢ A. No 
At Salisbury? A. No, sir. 

How many men were killed at your camp in Mitchell 
county? A. None at all.

Did any die the same day or within a day or two after 
they were whipped? A. No, sir. I sent out at Connelly 
Springs for my dinner and I gave my cake and milk to one 
of the sick men. 


By Mr. Puarr: 


How many men to the car, two to the seat? <A. Yes, sir;

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we had three cars, 180 men. We had three coaches, good 
ones, too. 

How about water in the cars¢ <A. I had water carried 
myself and put in the cars. 

The cars were comfortably heated after you got the fires 
started? <A. Yes, sir; we had plenty of coal. They were 
right comfortable any way. 


By Mr. Birp: : 

Was there any water in the cars here that night? A. We 
had it carried in during the night and filled all the water 
coolers before we left here. 


By Mr. Hackett: 

Did you hear of any convict complaining of bad treatment 
on the part of the guards? A. No, sir. I would have had 
coffee, but agent told me he did not know when we would 
leave. We got to Connelly Springs, and it was the same way. 
I got out of the car and telegraphed Mr. Mann that we were 
blocked. 


Mr. J. S. Mann submitted the following letter, and with 
the approval of the committee requested that the same be 
inserted in the testimony : 


Prenxtanpn, N. C., February 9, 1903. 


SUPERINTENDENT Mann, 
Of the Penitentiary. 


Drar Str:—lI see in the papers that Mr. J. C. L. Bird 
makes certain charges of cruelty to convicts, one of which I 
know to be untrue. I was at the ford of Toe river when 
Captain Lashley crossed the first gang of convicts over that 
stream; it was on or about the 25th day of October, 1901. 
The river was low and I don’t think it reached above the 
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knees of a man, and prior to that date there had been a 
remarkably warm dry spell of weather. The road from 
Marion to Bakersville was dry and hard, and as for mush 
ice being in the river then, there was not a speck of ice any- 
where in Mitchell county at that time. For the truth of 
what I write I can give you the following names of good 
men, citizens of Mitchell county, who saw the same that I 
did: J. Mitchell Buchanan, Bakersville; Stacy Buchanan, 
Clarissa, N. C.; Mills Holifield, Mica, N. C.; Moses Bu- 
chanan, Ledger, N. C. I traveled the road from Marion to 
Spruce Pine on the same day the convicts did, so did the 
persons I refer you to. And I saw the second gang of con- 
victs, about ninety, cross the river at the same ford about 
the first week in January, 1902. I saw them carried across 
Grassy creek, a small stream about three-quarters of a mile 
from Miea,in wagons. It was bitter cold; and saw them cross- 
ing ‘Toe river, near Spruce Pine, on wagons; not a single one 
waded the river this time. There was plenty of mush ice 
in the river. I did not see Major Melver’s gang of con- 
victs pass, but was at his camp several times and am of the 
-opimon that he would not punish any convict unless he de- 
served it. I give you these facts as a citizen. I think you 
are entitled to them. 

As to who I am,can refer you to Senator W. E. Griffith, E. J. 
Justice in the House, Honorables J. C. Bowman and W. C. 
Newland.

The committee met at the State Prison at 3:30 P. M., 
February 13, 1903, and proceeded with the investigation. 


Mr. P. B. Lernstrrer, being duly sworn, on examination 
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By Mr. Mann: 

Were you with Captain Lashley on his movement from 
Spruce Pine to Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

Will you say to this committee whether you saw any guard 
or other employee of the prison or heard any guard curse a 
convict? A. No, sir; I did not. 

You were with the waeon of sick prisoners a part of the 
way? <A. Yes, sir; a part of the way. 

State what connection you had with the company? A. I 
was employed as foreman in the construction service there, 
and upon the dispersement of Captain Lashley’s camp, came 
away with him. 

What position did you hold with the prison before going 
to work with the railroad company? <A. Supervisor. 

Did you see the prisoners fed? A. No, sir; when Cap- 
tain Lashley and I got there they had finished eating and 
were moving off. We were behind getting the wagons across 
the river, and we caught the forces at the dinner ground just 
about the time they were leaving; some were still there. 

Did you go with the sick wagon from the dinner ground 
to Marion? <A. Yes, sir; about six miles of the distance I 
rode cn the back of the sick wagon. I don’t know just what 
the distance; I got on the wagon just behind it and rode all 
the way to Marion. 

W. D. Wiseman of Spruce Pine is reported as having 
testified as follows: “One sick man while lying down in 
the wagon asked for water as the creek was being crossed, 
and was groaning. A guard told him to ‘shut his damn 
mouth ; that it would do him no good to groan.’”’ Did any- 
thing of that kind happen from the midway ground to Ma- 
rion? No, sir; the convict asked for water and I gave it to 
him as soon as I could. 

Did you tell him not to groan? A. Yes, sir; I told him 
not to groan. 

You will swear to this committee that you did not curse

any of the sick? <A. No, sir; I did not. I spoke to him and 
told him that his groaning would do no good, but to be as 
easy as possible. | 

Did you give any water from the midway ground to 
Marion? <A. Yes, sir; I did; that was the only request I 
heard. If they asked me for water I gave it if it were possi- 
ble. Lf he requested it and I did not give it, it was because 
there wag none there. 

Do you know Dr. Gilreath advised Captain Lashley if it 
was advisable to bring the sick men? A. Yes, sir; and Cap- 
tain Lashley asked him to come back next morning, and if 
there were any that could not be moved he would send them 
back to Major MclIver’s camp. I did not hear the conversa- 
tion next morning. 


By Mr. Morton: 

In giving this sick convict water did anybody offer to get 
a bucket of water? A. No, sir. 

Did you say give it to him in a ean, that’s good enough 4 
A. No, sir; I don’t remember whether there was a bucket 
about the wagon. I loaded the wagon the sick men were in 
with what blankets there was, and a cup in there sufficient to 


give him water; he could not carry it with him. 


By Mr. WarREN: 

How many sick men? A. I don’t remember; I think 
there were eight on the wagon. 

Laying down or what? A. One laying down in cramped 
position, others sitting up. , 

Any blankets under them? A. I put twenty blankets in 
bottom of that wagon; spread them down so they could sit on 
them. 

Did they have blankets around them? A. There was one 
man that got on that sick wagon at the dinner ground that 
did not start on the wagon. ‘The hospital steward, a Mr. 
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Livesay, got off and went to walking; the negro got on and 
took seat he had, and I got on and took a seat. 

You did not catch up with them until they got to the 
place they took dinner? A. I did not get up until we got 
to Toe river, 

Were you with them when they crossed Toe river; what 
was the condition of the ice? “A. Ice solid; there may have 
been a little water on the other side. Did not look to be over 
an inch. 

Did you see any convicts that did not have shoes on? A. 
All shod when I saw them, and I think I saw them all. I 
did not examine them after they got in the cars. I was be- 
hind the squad most all the way. 

Were you with the sick convicts when they reached Marion / 
A. No, sir; I got out ef the wagon and Mr. Harrell was 
nearer them. After we crossed the river I got in the wagon 
just behind Mr. Harrell, and he was next to them. 

You were with the convicts when they got to Marion? <A. 
Yes. 

Did they have fires in cars? A. Yes, sir, and particularly 
warm all night. 

Did you walk any of the way? A. I walked a portion of 
the way down the mountain and I walked half a mile this side 
of the mountain. I was riding a mule and the mule threw 
me, and when I got to the mountain, where the walk was bad, 
I led my mule, and Captain Lashley walked, leading his horse 
and buggy, and I walked from there on to the dinner ground. 





Those convicts that got so they could not walk—what pro- 
vision did the guards make for them? <A. There was an extra 
supply of mules, and I noticed different convicts riding mules, 
and where I got out of the wagon I let two men get in to take 
seats where I rode, and one convict got down and let those men 
ride, and I rode in a wagon behind them. 

How far was the dinner place to Marion? <A. I believe 
they call it twelve miles to Marion. 
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What time did they leave? A. About middle of the day, 
and reached Marion between 5 and 6 o’clock. I don’t re- 
member; it was about time prisoners should be in shelter. 

Did you see or hear any cursing or any cruelty? <A. No, 
sir; I did not. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Do you know A. D. Wiseman? A. No, sir; I do not. 

A little fellow driving wagon—a little round-headed man 4 
A. No, sir. 

You know the young man? <A. I was told on that trip his 
name was Wiseman. 

Do you recall putting two tired convicts on his wagon? A. 
About the time we reached corporate limits two men seemed 
to be very tired and I told the guard to put them in wagon 
with him, and Wiseman got out and walked. That was very 
near corporate limits of town, and I told one of them to get 
in the wagon and ride to station. He came back and told 
them to get out. He made them get out and he drove team 
himself. 


By Mr. Warren: 

Was it a cold day? A. No, sir; not a very cold day; none 
complained of being cold. When we got to Marion, Captain 
Lashley instructed me to get some whiskey. I went to Mr. 
R. H. Bennett’s place and got some, and, seeing it was not 
enough, I went to W. W. Cooper’s place and got a gallon and 
measured it myself and gave it to the 159 prisoners. Five 
declined a drink. I measured it to them in ordinary table 
elass—reasonable drink. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Did you give sick prisoners milk? <A. Captain Lashley 
told me he had bought milk, and when I got to Connelly 
Springs I bought a quart and gave it to him. 
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By Mr. Morron: 

Tow many men gave out on the march? A. Really, I do 
not know. 

How many did you put on mule-back? A. I was not with 
the marching forces. There were eight men on the wagon, 


and on one or two occasions they were changed. 


By Mr. Warren: 
You did not curse any of them? <A. No, sir; I did not. 


By Mr. Morton: 

You use profanity, as a general rule? A. No, sir. 

Did you see convict on his knees in the mud, who said he 
could go no further? <A, No, sir. 

Do you know whether they all had supper at Marion? A. 
I did not have charge; I saw man going through, passing it 
out to them. 

Any coffee? A. No, sir; they had coffee on dinner ground. 
On the evening before we started to move, Captain Lashley 
sent a man ahead with plenty, and the old man was there and 
I saw him passing around giving a few of them coffee when 


we got there. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

What proportion of convicts were shackled? A. About 
two-thirds. 

The others, I presume, were foot-loose? A. Practically so, 
with the exception of iron band. Some were considered not 
safe to move without shackles. 


Mr. J. ©. Livesay, being duly sworn, on examination 


says: 


By Mr. Mann: 
Mr. Livesay, what position do you hold? A. Guard, sir. 
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Did you come down with Captain Lashley on his trip from 
Spruce Pine to Marion? A. I did. 

Where were you? <A. I was on sick wagon from Spruce 
Pine to dinner ground. 

From the time you left Spruce Pine until you got to the 
dinner ground, did you or any other person curse those sick 
convicts? A. I did not hear it. 

If any one had done so, you would have heard them; and 
you are sure no one did do it? A. No, sir; no one did. 


By Mr. Morron: 

Did they curse at them? A. No, sir. 

Do you know whether they were given any medicine after 
they left Spruce Pine to the dinner ground? <A. Yes, sir; 
we had the hospital steward and he gave them medicine and 
whiskey both. 

Do you remember whether they had anything at the dinner 
eround? <A. I left at the dinner ground and Captain Lein- 
ster took my place. | 

Did you hear any guard or other employee curse any con- 
vict during that entire march? <A. No, six. 

Did you yourself? A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Did you help bring the sick squad of men from Spruce 
Pine to Marion last November? A. I did, sir. 

Please tell the committee about that trip with the sick men. 
A. We left Spruce Pine with thirty-three prisoners. Mr. 
Harold Jeffries and Livesay were in charge. We had three 
wagons. I think it was three; I won’t be positive. 

How long, do you suppose, after you got to Marion before 
they were put on the train? A. About fifteen or twenty 
minutes. 


Did you see or hear any of the guards or did you yourself 
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forbid any citizen to offer to help them out of the wagons ? 


A. I did not see any. 


By Mr. Morron: 

In taking the sick convicts to Marion, did you see any of 
them fall out of the wagon in the mud? <A. I did not, sir. 

I mean on the trip? A. No, sir; I did not see any one. 


By Mr. Warren: 

Fifteen or twenty minutes before they were put on the 
ears’ A. Not over that. 

Why did it take so long? A. The train, I think, was a 
little late. We got there a few minutes before the train. 

On the last trip, January 21st, were you with them when 
they got on the cars? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you see the sick convicts put on and after they were 
on’ <A. I did not see them getting on; I saw them after- 
wards. 

What seemed to be their condition? A. We had two men 
that could not sit up; they had been sick for some time. 

It has been testified that one of them appeared to be dead 
A. No worse shape than when we left camp. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

What kind of weather when you moved in October? A. I 
don’t think we had any rain. I think it was a fair day. 

Were the wagons covered? A. No, sir; did not have any 
top. We had a little rain that evening. 

None of the wagons had tops? A. We had blankets used 
for top. They used several blankets. I did not use one and 
did not get wet. 


By Mr. Warren: 
On the last trip did you walk any? A. Yes, sir. 
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How did you find the road¢ A. It began to get muddy as 
we got near to Marion. 

How about clothes and shoes? A. As good as I have ever 
seen. 

All have socks? A. Yes, sir;-all had socks. Most of them 
changed socks after getting on the train. 


Did you see any cut off their pants? A. No, six. 


By Mr. Prarr: 

Last November, how did you unload the convicts? A. 
There were not but two that needed help. 

In stepping your wagons, did you drive right up to the 
platform? <A. I think one went to the platform, the other 
near by. 

There was some testimony that one convict, in getting out, 
fell on his face in the mud? <A. I did not see it; I was guard- 
ing off a short distance. 


Mr. J. R. Harrevy, being duly sworn, on examination 


says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

What position do you hold? <A. Guard, sir. 

Were you with Captain Lashley on his movement from 
Spruce Pine to Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

When did you go to Captain Lashley’s camp? What time 
did you go there before he moved—the day before? A. Yes, 
SIV. 

Tell this committee whether you walked from Marion to 
Spruce Pine the day before Captain Lashley moved. A. Yes, 
Sire marae 

What time did you leave Marion in the mroning? A. 
Some time between 8 and 9 o’clock. | 

What time did you get to Captain Lashley’s camp? A. 
About 5:30—somewhere about there. 
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Did you stop in the meantime for dinner? A. I stopped 
about one hour at Mr. Huskins’, and also stopped to leave my 
suit-case about four miles out from Marion. 

Tow much of the distance did you walk next Sh cian. aed f 
walked half way from the foot of the ridge to Marion. 
those that were march- 





Where were you on that march 
ing’ A. I was with the rear squad behind. 

Did you hear any guard or other employee curse a convict 
that day? A. No, sir. 

Did you see any guard or other employee drive a man for- 
ward after he had given out? A. No, sir. 

As a matter of fact, was that not the squad most of the 
men gave out? <A. No, sir; I think there were two or three : 
they were put on mules. 

You were one of the three guards that carried thirty-three 
sick convicts over to Marion? <A. Yes, sir; we started from 
camp pretty soon that morning and took along medicine and 
whiskey, and stopped on the way; fed them and gave them 
water whenever they asked for it. We took them in wagons. 

How long did you have to wait for the train? A. Fifteen 
or twenty minutes. 

Did any of the men fall out of the wagons in the mud ¢ 
A. No, sir. 

Did you help any of them out? A. Two we had to help 
out. 

Did you forbid any citizens to help them? A. Didn’t none 
offer to help them. | 

Did you put them in the rain or on the platform? A. We 
did not have time to put them anywhere; the train was com- 
ing about the time we got there. 

Did you put them on the train as soon as it got there? <A. 
Yes, sir.

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By Mr. Morton: 

Were you present all the time unloading prisoners at 
Marion in November? A. Yes, sir; all the time. 

Was it raining? A. I don’t think it was raining much, 
if any. 

Did you see one convict attempt to get out of the wagon by 
himself and hold to the wheel and then fall in the mud on his 
face? Would you have seen it if it had happened? A. Yes, 
sir; I saw none fall. 

The people of Marion say they saw it. A. No, sir; I did 
not. 

On this march did you hear any guard curse at any of the 
convicts? <A. No, sir. 

Do you know a guard by the name of Busbee? A. We had 
a foreman named Busbee. 

Did you hear him curse any of the convicts? A. No, sir. 

Did you see any without shoes? A. No, sir. 

When the convicts would give out, what would you do with 
them? <A. If they were men shackled we would cut the 
shackle and put them on a mule. 

Did you see a guard threaten a convict with his rifle or 
gun as the convict was getting over a fence? A. No, sir. 

Did you see a convict fall on his knees and say that he 
could not go any further? A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

Were you with them when they got to Marion, and did 
you see a convict vomit? A. No, sir. 

What kind of weather in November? A. Part of the day 
good weather ; it started raining out about the river, I think— 
the Catawba river. They all had blankets; covered up pretty 
well. 

Were the streets of Marion very muddy? A. I don’t re- 
member. We were riding. 

When you got to the station did you see that the convicts 
were taken out? <A. Yes, sir; I saw to it myself. 
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Two convicts left in a wagon, and one in getting out fell 
in the mud—is that true or not? A. I never saw it. 

If such a thing had oceurred, would you have seen it? A. 
I would, sir. 

There was no cursing? <A. I never heard any. 

The guards curse sometimes? A. I don’t know; most 
everybody does. I never heard any cursing. 

Were you with the convicts when they passed Toe river 
on the 21st?

What time did you reach Marion? <A. Getting time the 
men were in; about dark. 

Did you see any convicts who had lost their shoes? <A. 
No, sir. 
_ What were the condition of clothes and shoes generally ? 
A. Pretty muddy. 

What kind of clothes? A. Like all other convicts wear. 

Appear to be warm? A. Yes, sir. 

Shoes in good condition? A. All right, except a little 
muddy, 


By Mr. Puarr: 

Right muddy road? A. Before we got to Marion, pretty 
muddy. 

How deep was that mud, on an average? A. I don’t re- 
member. . 

Did you walk any? <A. I walked from the foot of the 
mountain to Marion. 

What was the condition of the prisoners as to mud on their 
shoes¢ A. There might have been on some about like I was. 
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You never got any on your pants? A. Yes, sir; around the 
bottom of pants. 

You don’t remember whether it was muddy when you 
moved the prisoners in November? A. I did not pay any 
attention to it. 

You say whenever the men got on mules you unshackled 
them? <A. I don’t know what they did in front; that’s what 
we did behind, 

Were there a dozen that gave out? A. I don’t think there 
were a dozen. 

What do you mean by giving out? A. When a man said 
he could not go, I called him give out. 


By Mr. Morron: 
You say sometimes both shackled together, put both on 
mules? <A. If both gave out. 


Mr. B. b. Jerrries, being duly sworn, on examination 
Says: 


‘By Mr. Mann: 

What position do you hold, Mr. Jeffries? A. Guard. 

Were you with Captain Lashley on the movement from 
Spruce Pine to Marion on the 21st? A. Yes, sir. 

What part of the movement were you with? <A. With 
those marching. 

Did any of the men give out? A. Two or three. 

What did you do with them? A. Gave them the mule I 
was riding. 

Did you curse any convict? A. No, sir. 

Did you hear anybody else? A. No, sir. 

You were also with sick men in November? A. Yes, sir. 

Were you with them when unloaded? <A. Yes, sir. 

Did you help them out of the wagon or not? A. No, sir; 
I guarded. 
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Did you see any other guard help them out? A. Mr, Har- 


rell helped them out. 


sy Mr. Morton: 

Was it raining when you delivered those convicts in No- 
vember? <A. A little drizzle. 

Was it muddy where they stopped when you drove up to 
the warehouse? A. A little; not very much. 

Did you see a sick prisoner, very feeble, trying to get out 
of the wagon by himself, fall on his face in the mud? A. 
No, sir; I did not see that. 

I put you on your guard. Some citizens of Marion said it 
was raining at the time and that the guards kept them back; 
would not let them help the prisoner? A. I did not see any- 
body offer to help. 

As a guard, did you keep anybody from the wagon? A. 
No, sir. 

You swear that the man did not fall? A. I did not see 
him fall. 

You would have seen him if he had fallen? A. I did not 
see him fall. 

You mean to tell the committee that he did not fall? A. I 
tell them I did not see him fall. 

When you took these sick men out in the rain or on the 
platform’ A. Put them on the platform and train came up. 

Were they under shelter? A. Yes, sir. 

In this last movement, January 21st, what position did you 
‘occupy ¢ “A. Guard. 

Did you walk or ride? A. I walked to where we ate din- 
ner and I rode about two miles and gave my mule up to two 
prisoners. 

Tlow deep was the mud? <A. About two inches. 

Did you curse any of the prisoners? A. No, sir; I did not 


hear any cursing at all. 
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Did you see any convict walking over the ice without 
shoes? A. No, sir. 

Did you see any shoes in the road, dropped off by con- 
victs? A. No, sir.

Were you with them when they crossed Toe river—crossed 
on the ice? A. Yes, sir. 

Was there any water on the ice? A. About half an inch. 

Anybody get their feet wet? A. I did not see a single one. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Did you get your feet wet? A. No, sir. 

If a convict approaches a guard close enough to take his 
gun, is it not his duty to warn him off? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you ever hear of a guard being overpowered and his 
gun taken away from him? A. I have heard of it being 
tried. 


Dr. J. R. Roarrs, being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

Doctor, you live in Raleigh; physician to State Prison ? 
A. Yes, sir. 

When these convicts were brought back from Spruce Pine 
to Raleigh, how long before you saw them? A. The train 
came about 1 or 1:30; I saw them about 8:30 next morning ; 
I saw the whole squad. 

What condition? A. Very tired; in very good condition ; 
two right sick and carried to the hospital immediately, and 
when I came over, as is my usual custom, I sent two others, 
making four in all. 

What was the trouble? A. They had fever and colds; one 
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tuberculosis, one syphilis, one remained. in hospital until first 
day of February. 

Was their condition aggravated by the trip they took? A. 
I cannot say; they must have been pretty bad before they 
started; one sickness due to pulmonary trouble, 

General condition of convicts good? <A. Yes, sir; good. 


By Mr. Morton: 

I believe one convict returned since died¢ A. Yes, sir. 

What cause? <A. He evidently had Bright’s disease— 
chronie condition of the kidneys. 

In your opinion, do you think the exposure and march had 
anything to do with acute kidney trouble? A. No; I think 


not. 
Mr. S. J. Busser, being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

Mr. Busbee, what position did you hold while Captain 
Lashley remained in the mountains? A. I was foreman. 

You were not in the employ of the prison? <A. No, sir. 

Had you been in the employ of the prison before? A. 
Yes, sir. 

About how long? A. Between seven and eight years. 

Were you with Captain Lashley when he came from Spruce 
Pine to Marion? A. I was. 

Was there any other employee by the name of Busbee ? 
A, No, sir. 

Do you know A. D. Wiseman? A. I don’t know his 
initials; 1 know the young man that came on the wagon. 

A. D. Wiseman, in his testimony, says: ‘‘A negro fell, and 
while on his all-fours tipped his cap and said, pitifully, ‘Boss, 
I can’t go any further.’ Guard Busbee replied, ‘God damn 
you, get; | am not going to carry you; we are in smelling 
distance of the town.’ A convict went to cross a fence and 
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fell and brushed against a guard, who said ‘God damn you, 
stay off me; [ll shoot hell out of you,’ and made a demonstra- 
tion with his gun.” I want you to say to the committee 
whether on the trip you cursed any convicts? <A. I did not 
curse any of the convicts. The roads were pretty rough; some 
of the men gave out; I eut four myself and put them on mules 


and I put two couples on mules when they gave out. 


By Mr. Morton: 

How did you put them on the mules? A. I cut four loose; 
one man gave out; another was not given out; I set him up 
sideways; the two couples rode that way. 

You did not curse any of them? <A. I cursed on the move, 
but did not curse convicts. 

Do you remember circumstances of convict falling on his 
knees and telling you he could not go further? A. I do not. 

Do you remember cursing sick ones on wagon? A. I was 
not with them; I passed them two or three times; did not 
have anything to say to them. 

I understood you to say you were foreman. In what 
ecapaeity did you come down? A. I came with Captain 
Lashley to assist him in getting the men along. 

Did you walk any of the distance? A. I walked all the 
way from top of mountain except half mile. 

How deep was the mud? <A. Pretty deep; I suppose, on 
an average, three or four inches. 

Was it not deeper than that right in the streets of Marion ¢ 
A. Probably you could have mashed down deeper with a 
loaded wagon. | 

How high up on trousers legs were convicts muddy? A. 
About to the knees; probably some above the knees; I know 


none of the convicts got in mud over their shoes. 


By Mr. Puarr: 
Do vou remember the instance of a convict dropping a 
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Bible, coming out of his pocket, and you cursing him for 
carrying plunder? A. I did not see a Bible on the road. 

Did you see any convict walking without shoes? <A. I saw 
one before we got there; he was riding, about ten miles; he 
lost his shoe riding. 

Did you see convict vomit in the streets of Marion? A. I 
did not see that. 

Did you see the convicts cross Toe river? A. I was there 
part of the time. 

Did they cross any other streams? A. Yes, sir; on poles 
or rails. 

When two got there, what did they do? A. Got behind 
each other. | 

I believe you say you cursed some that day and did not: 
curse convicts? <A. I did not curse convicts. 

You say you were not with the sick ones? A. No, sir; I 
was not. 

Where did you get your meal that day—same as convicts ? 
A. I fed them first and ate my dinner, same as they ate. 





Supper—you did not get your supper same as they did? 
“A. No, sir; the men were all fed before I went in; I was out 
loading cars until half past ten; they went in and ate and I 
attended to the stock. 


By Mr. Mann: 
Did those three men you had with you loading get supper, 
Mr. Busbee? <A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Puarr: 
Did you hear the convicts cursed any? A. No, sir; I did 
not, 


By Mr. Mann: 
You deny, under oath, the charges made by A. D. Wise- 
man? <A. I do. I have not seen the paper. 
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By Mr. Warren: 
You say the State Prison paid your expenses coming here ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Mr. J. J. Brernarp, being duly sworn, on examination 


By Mr. Mann: 

What is your position? A. Register of Deeds of Wake 
county. 

Do you know the reputation of Mr. S. J. Busbee? A. I 
think so; I have been knowing him fifteen or sixteen years. 

What is his reputation? A. I consider it good. 


By Mr. Warren: 

What is his reputation for cursing? A. Until I heard him 
make the statement, I have never known him to eurse. His 
people were connected with the penitentiary when I was 
book-keeper and I knew him as a boy and when he com- 
menced to work. I have never heard him curse. 


Mr. B. R. Joriy, being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

Mr. Jolly, what is your business? A. I am in the jewelry 
business. 

Do you know the reputation of Mr. S. J. Busbee? A. I 
think I have known him for ten or twelve years. 

What is his reputation? A. I think it is good. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

He has been a guard for the penitentiary for some years ? 
me, eyes, urs I think so. 

Is he at Raleigh or usually away from Raleigh? <A. I 
don’t know; I think he is at Raleigh most of the time. 
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Mr. J. T. Brann, being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

Mr. Bland, what is your business? A. I am salesman for 
Cross & Linehan. 

Do you know Mr. Busbee? <A. I have known him for two 
years. I think I know his reputation since I have known 
him. 

What is his reputation? A. I should consider it good. I 
know Mr. Busbee from store acquaintance. I have seen him 


a great many times. 


By Mr. Prarr: 


You know his repuation? <A. He is my customer. 


Caprain J. M. FieEmine, being duly sworn, on examina- 


tion says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

You know Mr. 8. J. Busbee? A. Yes, sir. 

Do you know is characer and general reputation? A. Yes, 
si’. 

What is it? A. I think it is good. 


3y Mr. Warren: 
Have you heard him curse a good deal? A. No, sir; we 
don’t allow that at all here. 


By Mr. Morton: 

Have you ever heard of Mr. Busbee being cruel in any 
way? A. No, sir. 

Have you ever heard any of the guards cursing he convicts 4 
A. I don’t think I have; I am quite sure I have not. It is 
positively forbidden by the rules. 
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Capra J. C. Lasutry, being duly sworn, on examina- 
tion says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

How long have you known Mr. Busbee? A. About eight 
years. 

You know his character and general reputation? A. Yes, 
sir; good. 


By Mr. Morton: 

Have you ever known or heard of Mr. Busbee being cruel 
or cursing convicts? A. I have never heard him curse any 
convicts. 


Mr. Mann: He was employed in the prison when I came 
here in May. I can testify so far as I have heard of him, 
and I regard him as an honorable and correct man at all 
times. I have inquired specially of his reputation for a pur- 
pose of my own. 


By Mr. Warren: 
Mr. Mann, did you ever hear of his cursing prisoners ? 
A. No, sir; I have not. 


Mr. M. F. Witriams, being duly sworn, on examination 
says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

What position do you hold? A. Guard. 

Were you with Captain Lashley on his movement from 
Spruce Pine? A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. WarkeEn: 
Did you start with them on the movement? <A. Yes, sir; 
early, before sunup. 
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What time did you stop for dinner? A. About 12 o’clock. 

How long did you stop? <A. About a half or three-quar- 
ters of an hour. 

Did you see the convicts fed? A. Yes, sir; there were pro- 
visions enough. 

Did you hear any complaints of convicts not getting enough 
to eat? A. No, sir; did not. 

What were the conditions of the roads? A. Very muddy. 

How was the weather? A. Clear. 

Were you with them when they crossed Toe river? Was 
there any water on the ice? A. Near the edge very little 
water; reached three or four feet from banks. 

Did you walk across? A. I did, sir. 

Did you get your feet wet? A. No, sir. 

How far did you walk? A. With the exception of a mile 
and a half, I walked all the way. 

Did you curse any convicts? A. No, sir; I did not. 

Did you hear any guards urge convicts on? A. I asked 
one myself if he could go any further. 

Did you have mules enough for all convicts who could not 
keep up? A. We cared for our squad all right. 

Did the shackles seem to interfere with their walking ‘ 
A. They had chains tied and held them up out of the mud. 

The streams they crossed, did you see any wade? A. No, 
sir; none waded; walked on foot-logs. 

One Wiseman testified some streams did not have foot- 
logs? A. There was one little stream that had no foot-log. 

Did you see any who had lost their shoes? A. No, six. 

Any of them have old shoes on? A. No, sir; all given new 
shoes and pants to prepare for the trip. 

What material were they made of ? A. Wool, I suppose. 

What kind of shoes? A. Brogans, probably $1.50 or $2 
shoe. . 

Now, when you got to Marion, it was testified that guards 
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would not let them walk on the sidewalks. How about that ? 
A. None in our crowd attempted to walk on the sidewalk. 

How long did you have to remain at Marion after you got 
there? A. I could not say positively; I think we left there 
next morning. 

Were those convicts very tired that night when they got 
there? A. Several had given out and I expect all tired. 

Did you see any cut their pants off and throw the pieces 
out of the windows? <A. No, sir. 

How about water—how often did you give them water ? 
A. As often as they wanted it. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Did you buy any milk at Marion for the sick men? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Did you see them get milk? A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Morron: 

Can. you tell us whether or not all got supper at Marion ? 
A. I was not in charge of the commissary. Captain Lashley 
asked me to get the milk. I would not say whether all had 
supper or not. I got the milk and gave it to the sick prisoners 
myself. 


P. H. Rasperry, being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

Mr. Rasberry, what position do you hold? A. Steward at 
Captain Lashley’s camp. 

Were you with him on his movement? <A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Puarr: 
You spoke of being steward. What are your duties? <A. 
Attend commissary, feeding prisoners. 
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Do you have anything to do with sick prisoners? A. I am 
steward for the camp. 

Were you with the prisoners all day? <A. No, sir; I was. 
not; I came along with two prisoners on wagon behind. 

Did all prisoners get dinner on the march? <A. I sent din- 
ner on ahead. Captain Lashley gave me orders to fix up 
three days’ rations—biseuits and meat. 

How much rations did you allow to each prisoner? A. 
Three-quarters of a pound of meat per day. 

How many pounds of flour? A. Half pound. 

Did you see anything of the convicts crossing Toe river? 
A. They crossed Toe river on the ice; a little water on other 
side—about an inch or two inches deep. I could not tell 
from the side I was on; I went around. 

How were the roads that day? <A. Pretty rough, 

Did you get to Marion before or after the convicts? A. 
They were putting them on the train. 


By Mr. Morron: 

There was some testimony that at supper at Marion that 
night that three did not get any? A. I overlooked three and 
they went to Captain Lashley and I gave them theirs. They 
were unloading and I saw personally that they had it. 


By Mr. Warren: 

Why did you not give them coffee? A. We had no way 
erence | 

Did you know how long you had to stay at Marion? A. 
No, sir; I did not. Captain Lashley spoke about coffee and 
I told him I did not see any way to make any. 


By Mr. Puarr: 
You had supper yourself? A. Yes, sir. 
They had coffee for dinner? <A. Yes, sir. 
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If you sent it on for dinner, could you not have sent it on 
for supper? A. No, sir. 

Why not? Was it due to the fact that you did not know 
how long you would remain there? A. My understanding 
was, when we got right to Marion we would come right along. 


By Mr. Morton: 

Did you give them coffee for breakfast next morning ? 
A. No. 

Could you not get a restaurant at Marion to furnish it ? 
A. No, sir. 


By Mr. Pirarr: 

Could you not have gotten a cauldron and made it your- 
self? A. No, sir. 

If you had gone to the trouble, you could have done so? 
A. Yes, sir; we had a cauldron and could have done so if we 
had gone to the trouble we could have. 

If they needed it in daylight, would they need it at night 2 
A. I guess so. 


By Mr. Warren: 
They had rather had whiskey than coffee? A. Yes, sir; 
they would. 


By Mr. Brounr: 
Would there have been any objection to your building a 
fire at the station? A. I don’t know, sir. 


Mr. F. K. Crezpmoor, being duly sworn, on examination 
says: 


By Mr. Mann: 
What position do you hold? A. Guard. 
You say you guard? A. Yes, sir. 
House—95 
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Did you accompany the convicts from Spruce Pine to 
Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

Where was your squad? <A. It was third from the rear. 

Did you see any acts of cruelty towards the convicts? A. 
No, sir. 

Did you hear any one curse the convicts—either guard or 
employee? A. No, sir. 

Did any convict in your squad give out? A. One or two; 
they could have been forced a little further. 

They had a pretty hard march? <A. Tolerable; I walked 
all the way myself. I was tired, of course. 

You walked in same place with convicts? A. Yes, sir. 

How deep was the mud? A. About two or two and a half 
inches deep. 

Did you see any convicts without shoes¢ A. No, sir; I 
did not pass any shoes. 

‘Did you come across Toe river on the ice? A. Yes, sir; a 
little bit on this side; inch and a half or two inches for about 
eight feet. 

Did you see any convict fall on his face and say ‘“‘Boss, IL 
can’t go any further’? A. No, sir; I did not. 

Did you see squad cross fence, come across a field? A. 
No, Sir, 

Did you see or hear guard curse any one or punch them 
with a gun? A. No, sir. 

Did these convicts fall off fence? A. No, sir; if there 
was any I did not see it. 

Did you see a man stop, sick, and vomit in the streets of 
Marion? A. No, sir; I did not. | 

You saw no acts of cruelty? A. No, sir; I did not. 

Were you in the wagon where the sick ones were? A. No, 
sir. 

Where did you get your dinner that day? A. Early din- 
ner; not quite 12.

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Same kind of dinner convicts had? A. I put it in my 
pocket. They had plenty for any man. 

You say you walked the entire distance from Spruce Pine 
to Marion? A. Yes, sir. 

Please tell the committee whether you stayed up that night 
or not. A. Yes, sir; I stayed up all night; I was not sleepy ; 
had an opportunity if I wanted to. 


By Mr. Morron: 
You had a good, warm supper at Marion? A. No, sir; 
mine was cold. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Did you go from Marion to Spruce Pine last January ? 
A. Yes, sir; I walked; started from Marion about 8 o’clock ; 
got to camp 4 o’clock. 

Did you stop and get dinner? A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Warren: 

Which is most difficult, the trip from Spruce Pine to 
Marion or from Marion to Spruce Pine? A. Marion to 
Spruce Pine is the hardest. | 

You made both trips walking? A. Yes, sir. 

What time did you get to Hillsboro? A. About 9 o’clock 
at night. 

Did you all get off or stay in the cars? A. We stayed in 
the cars. 

Why did you not get off and go to the camp? A. It was 
night and a little dangerous. It was very comfortable in 
there. 

Got out next morning and went to camp? <A. Yes, sir. 

How far were the camps? <A. Quarter of a mile. 


By Mr. Morton: 
On this march, coming down to Marion, did you earry a 
gun? A. Yes, sir. 
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Any other baggage? A. Just had a gun and overcoat. 

Did you have your overcoat on? <A. Yes, sir; I wore it 
all day. It was warm and very pleasant if I had not had it. 

The conviets—what sort of caps did they have? A. With 
flaps to come over the ears, 

Was it cold enough to pull them down? A. No, sir. 


Mr. J. E. Hoskins, being duly sworn, on examination 


says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

What position do you hold? A. Supervisor. 

What position did you hold when Captain Lashley left 
Spruce Pine? <A. Steward under Major Mclver. 


By Mr. Warren: 

What position did you occupy on that trip? A. Came 
along to help him as I could. 

Guard? <A. No, sir. 

How did you go? A. I rode a mule. 

How far is it from Spruce Pine to Marion? A. I do not 
know ; about twenty miles. 

What time did you leave? <A. Little before sunup. 

How did you cross Toe river? A. The men went over on 
the, ice. 

Did you see any water? A. No, sir; I did not see any 
at all. 

What was the condition of the roads? A. Of course they 
were muddy; only from this side of the mountains to Marion 
were muddy. 

The streams they had to cross—how did they cross them ? 
A. On logs, as best they could. 

Did you see any without shoes? A. No, sir; did not. 

Were you with them for dinner?, A. Yes, sir. 

What did they have? A. Coffee, biscuits and meat. 
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Did you try any of the coffee? A. Yes, sir; good and 
hot as it could be. 

How long did you stop? A. Three-quarters of an hour. 

Did you hear any cursing? A. None at all; did not hear 
an oath on the trip. 

When convicts gave out, what did they do with them? <A. 
I don’t know, sir; I was sent ahead by Captain Lashley. 

Were you with them when they went into Marion? <A. I 
went ahead to see about the ears. 

Why did you not have the cars heated when you got there ? 
A. I thought they were heated. We were not there twenty 
minutes before we had the stoves going. 

Did you see any men leaning on each other? A. Did not 
see any. 

What seemed to be the condition of the sick men? A. I 
did not notice them. 

Did not see any dead or dying? A. I did not see any. 

None died on the trip? A. No, sir. 

Were you there when they got supper? A. I was there, 
but not in the cars. I saw the rations taken in to them. 

How deep was the mud on that road? A. I suppose two 
inches, 

What was the condition of the convicts—how far up was 
the mud¢ A. Around the bottom of their pants an inch or 
two. 

Do you think the convicts’ feet were wet? A. They all 
had on good shoes; I don’t suppose they were wet much. 

By Mr. Morton: 

Was the mud on this road as bad or worse than the streets 

of Marion? A. It was worse in Marion; I think the streets 


were worse than the roads. 


By Mr. Warren: 
Have you before taken any long trips? Have you ever 
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known them to march as much as twenty-three miles in one 
day? A. Yes, sir; a good many times. 

You do not think that an extra long trip for one day ¢ 
A. No, sir; certainly not. 

On any trips that you take, are there not a good many of 
the men burdened or appear to be given out? A. Yes, sir; 
just to get a ride.

Did you start with convicts and keep with them all day ? 
A. With the exception of an hour, I was with them all day. 

How did, they cross Toe river? A. On the ice. 

Was there any water on the ice? A. May have been some; 
not much. I did not cross at that ford. 

Did you keep in pretty close touch? A. I was in front of 
them ten miles to Marion. 

What was the condition of the road? A. First part of 
road I did not consider very bad. 
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How was the mud? <A. Fairly deep; I do not know the 
depth. 

About shoe mouth? <A. I guess so. 

Some places covered shoe? A. Some places, yes, sir. 

How did the prisoners appear to get along? A. The front 
squad did not appear to be fatigued; they appeared lively 
and could have made a longer march. 

Did you hear any profanity? A. I did not hear any. 

Did you see any sick convicts? A. I saw them when we 
started, but did not see them on the way. 

Were you with them all the way to Raleigh? A. Yes, sir.

Did you hear anything about shoes? A. I heard one man 
in the ear, and Captain Lashley told him he would fix that 
all right. He said he had lost one and he said he would give 
him another pair. There was no complaint from that man ; 
simply said something about losing his shoe.

Have you ever been on longer marches? A. Yes, sir; 
seventy-five miles, three successive days.

Were the roads bad, like this one? <A. Right dry and 
dusty.

Was there any ice? A. No, sir; I did not see any. 

Did you see any one ride a convict? A. I saw one and 
Captain Lashley hollered at him and he got off in the water.

Were you with Captain Lashley over from Spruce Pine to 
Marion? A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Morron: 
You were with the convicts on the entire trip? A. I was 
with the front squad. 
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Did any of your squad give out? A. Not a one gave out. 
Did not complain of being tired. 

Were your squad shackled? <A. Five in crowd were not 
shackled. 

How many did you have? <A. Eighteen. 

Ilow heavy were those chains? A. Not so heavy, no heavy 
chain, 

About what size? A. They were small chains. 

Size of trace-chain? <A. No, sir; smaller. 

How long? A. I suppose about three or four feet long, 
some of them were. 

Did those chains have to drag in the mud? A. No, sir; 
they had a string in the middle and one of them held it up. 

Did you curse any of the convicts? A. No, sir; I did not. 

Did you hear guard or anybody else curse any convict ? 
A. No, sir; I did not. 

Crossing Toe river, was there any water on the ice? A. 
' Just a little, about an inch. 

Did you walk across? A. Yes, sir; I certainly did, 

Did you get your feet wet or were you riding? <A. I rode 
only one hour by the watch; I timed myself so that I could 
let somebody else ride, but I did not get the mule back. 

How were the roads? A. Pretty muddy, about two or 
three inches deep.

What position do you hold@ A. Guard. 

Were you with Captain Lashley on the trip from Spruce 
Pine to Marion? A. Yes, sir. 


By Mr. Warren: 

When you reached Marion, Mr. Britt, why did you guards 
make the convicts march in the mud, getting on the cars? A. 
T don’t know that they marched in the mud getting on the 
cars. 

Where did they get out, the sick ones? A. I don’t know; 
I was with the marching squads. 

It was testified guards would not let convicts go on dry 
places? A. I led first squad and told them to follow me, and 
when it was where I could get them out I did so. 

You were in charge of front squad? A. I was. 

Any of your men give out? A. A euard behind me told 
me they wanted my mule. 

How much did you walk? <A. All except mile and a half. 

How did you find the roads? A. Pretty muddy. 

Did the guards march in the middle of the road or did they 
get on the sidewalk? A. My squad followed me; if I got on 
the sidewalk, they did. 

Did you have them marching two abreast? <A. They 
marched along in a gang. 

Did you have any streams to cross? A. Some. 

How many? A. I don’t remember. 

How deep was the water? A. About knee deep. 

Did they get their feet wet? A. No, sir; I walked 
foot-log. 

Did the convicts? A. As far as I could see. 

Did you curse any of the convicts? A. No, sir; I did not. 

Did you hear any guards curse any? <A. No, did not. 

Were you with them for dinner? <A. Yes, sir. 
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Did any of your men complain of not having enough to 
eat? A. No, sir; I did not hear anybody complain. 

How many lost their shoes¢ A. I did not know that any 
did; I heard one man did. 

In crossing Toe river, you crossed on the ice, I believe. 
Was there any water on the ice? A. There was water, yes, 
sir, on this edge. The water was not deep enough to get the 
feet wet. | 

Did you have overcoat with you? A. No, sir. 

Did you get cold? A. No, sir. 

Did any of the men complain of being cold? <A. No, sir; 
not that I heard. 

They were tired? A. Yes, ‘sir. 

What time did you all leave Spruce Pine? A. We left 
there early, I did not notice to see. 

Do you know how many hours it took you all to make the 
trip? <A. I don’t remember. 

You reached Marion about night? A. Yes, sir. 

You did not see any cruel treatment on the part of the 
guards? A. No, sir; I did not. 

Did not see any convicts fall down in the mud? A. No, 
sir. 

Did you see any convict vomit on the streets of Marion 4 
ho, sir: Tdid’ not. 


Mr. A, A. Gross, being duly sworn, on examination says: 


By Mr. Mann: 

What position do you hold? A. Guard. 

What other positions have you held? <A. Foreman. 

How long have you been connected with the prison? <A. [ 
first commenced twenty-five years ago. 

Were you with Captain Lashley on his trip from Spruce 
Pine to Marion? A. Yes, sir.

Was that the worse part of the road? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you walk across on the ice at Toe river? A. Yes, sir. 
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Your shoes are hghter than the convicts wear? <A. Yes, 
sir. 

Did you carry a gun? A. Yes, sir. 

Did you carry blanket or overcoat? A. I wore an over- 
coat. 

Was the sun shining? A. Yes, sir; most of the day. 

What time did you reach Marion? A. I don’t know 
exactly ; very near sundown, about five-thirty or six o’clock. 

In entering town of Marion did you march the convicts 
on sidewalk or through the streets? A. Through the streets. 

The town turned out to see you come in? A. Yes, sir. 

When you reached the railroad station how long after you 
had the men in the ears before fire was made. A. Right 
away.

Caprain J. C. Lasuury was recalled: 


By Mr. Mann: 

I see this statement here, in the testimony of A. D. Wise- 
man: ‘Two convicts seemed to be very sick and showed pain 
all the way. One asked for just anything and the guard 
replied that he had nothing for him. While groaning a 
guard named Sanderlin said to a convict to ‘shut up his 
damn mouth, that the groaning would do him no good.’ ” 
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Have you a guard in your service named Sanderlin? <A. 
No, sir; never had one. 

You had a man with you that day by that name? A. Yes, 
sir; he came as far as Hillsboro with me. 

You did not hear anything of the kind? A. No, sir; Mr. 
Sanderlin was with the front squad. 

Two appeared to be sick and nothing was provided for 
them. Please state whether anything was provided? A. 
Dr. Gilreath told me he fixed up some medicine for those 
men and told me to have the hospital steward take it. I 
gave it to him next: morning, half pint corn whiskey. 

What is the name of your hospital steward? A. A. R. 
Folger. He told me he gave them the whiskey and medi- 
cine. 

Please state if it is possible for a man to look after the 
details in such a march? A. No, sir; a man could not look 
after such a movement, and the line was half mile long. I 
had men under me that I directed. It was a matter of im- 
possibihty for me to see everything that happened from 
Spruce Pine to Marion. 


By Mr. Parr: 

This Mr. Sanderlin, did you pay him for his services on 
trip as you did other men to assist you? <A. Yes, sir. Mr. 
Sanderlin was foreman for the railroad company. 

Where is he now? A. He is at Spruce Pine. 

Did you pay his way back? <A. No, sir; he came to Hills- 
boro expecting to get a position with that company, but 
did not. 

Mr. Mann introduced the following letter, and with the 
approval of the committee it was instructed to be inserted 
in the evidence: 
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Marion, N. C., February 11, 19038. 
Mr, J. 8. Mann, 
Raleigh, N. C. 


Dear Sir:—Referring to Mr. Lashley’s testimony before 
the committee here yesterday, I wish to make the following 
statement as to the time of the arrival and departure of the 
convicts here in November last: 

Mr. Lashley came to me some time in the forenoon and 
told me he was expecting a lot of prisoners to arrive at this 
station in time to take the afternoon train east, which is due 
at this station at 5:22 P. M., and wanted to make arrange- 
ments for their movement on that train. As well as I 
remember now, he had come ahead of them for this purpose. 
I immediately took the matter up with the superintendent 
at Asheville and had a car attached to the east-bound train 
for their accommodation. As the time drew near for the 
prisoners to arrive in time for this train, it being on time, 
we were beginning to get uneasy about them, thinking they 
would miss the train, but they drove up to the station be- 
tween five o’clock and five-ten P. M., and were placed under 
the shed of the freight station at the nearest available point 
to where the car would be stopped when the train arrived. J 
was at the car when these prisoners were taken: on board the 
ear and saw them all in, notifying the conductor when they 
were all in.

The committee convened in the Supreme Court building 
February 18th. Senator Warren stated that the meeting was 
called especially to hear the charges of Mr. W. Y. Wilson. 


Mr. W. Y. Witrson, Clarksville, Davie county, N. C., 


being duly sworn, on examination says: 
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By Mr. Warren: 

Go ahead and tell the committee any cruelty you know 
towards the convicts by the prison authorities, anything you 
know of your own knowledge. A. I know that convicts had 
to go through the snow and cold weather, and all bare-footed. 

Where was that? A. Central Prison, not a sign of shoe, 
wrapped their feet up in rags, tied them with wire. 

When was that? <A. Last year. 

What position did you hold? A. Clerk to warden. 

How long had you been connected with the penitentiary ? 
A. Here about three years. 

When did you leave last time? <A. September, 1902. The 
convicts went barefooted. Mrs. I. C. Blair came to me and 
some other ladies from Raleigh and asked me to intercede, 
and asked me to get shoes for them. I did all I could. They 
went bare-footed. They were fed bread that was not. fit to 
eat. 1-carried a sample and told Mr. Mann it would kill a 


hog, and told him that it was unwholesome. Captain Flem-

ing punished men in the dark cell. There has not been a rule 
read under two years. Under the other administration the 
rules were read every two months. Captain Fleming has 
put men in the dark cell that weighed 200 pounds, and when 
they came out would not weigh 130. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

Can you give his name? <A. W. B. McCain was one. 
Ife went to the works and the doctor sent him back. I don’t 
think he will ever get over it. There has been men carried 
from dark cell to the hospital. Captain Fleming treated 
those prisoners so bad that he was afraid to go through the 
door without me. He came to me and told me so, and asked 
me to go with him. | 


By Mr. Warren: 
What was he afraid of ? A. He was afraid of the pris- 
House—96 
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oners. They revolted, they could not stand it. Mr. Travis 
came to the dining room on two occasions and tried to passify 
them. Made them promises that their rights and liberties 
should not be taken from them. 


By Mr. Warren: 

Do we understand these charge you are making against 
Captain Fleming? A. Mr. Mann was superintendent, I 
think he was responsible for the whole thing. 


By Mr. Newianp: 

I wish you would relate some act of cruelty or some 
unusual punishment if you can? <A. Yes, sir; several. W. B. 
McCain, he went barefooted, and Jeff Mays, I got him some 
shoes after so long a time. After Captain Fleming came 
there he started to lock them up and cut them all to pieces 
and lashed them. He tried to deny them spiritual guidance. 

You mean he declined to allow ministers to come in? A. 
Yes, sir; he would refuse to let them come through the door, 
Mr. King from Guilford county came and said he wanted to 
go to the hospital and pray with them. Captain Fleming 
refused to let him go. Mr. Mann let him go through. He 
put a woman in dark cell in a delicate condition, Julia Me- 


Cullen. 


By Mr. New anp: 

Where did she die? A. At Central Prison. Captain 
Fleming sent crazy man to Mitchell county to work. He 
sent him up there and he would not work and Captain Lash- 
ley said they sent for him and he said he was going to lash 
him, but I saw he was too weak. 

Who was he? A. I don’t remember his name. 


By Mr. Warren: 


You know of any other acts of cruelty? A. Yes, sir; 
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cruelty, he would not let them write to their people but once 
a month, and small sheets of letter paper. 


By Mr. Newxanp: 

What are the rules about writing? A. He made the rules; 
they wrote before as much and as often as they pleased. I 
was there during Governor Russell’s time. 


By Mr. Warren: 

Why did you leave? <A. That I have never been able to 
tell; I would like to know. Have not found out. I think 
I know. 


By Mr. Newxanp: | 
How many men bare-footed ? A. Nearly all of them. 


By Mr. Brount: 

Can’t you recall the names of more than one? <A. Jeff 
Mays, he was bare-footed. No, sir; I can’t remember but 
few of the names. 

What was the reason? <A. I don’t know, sir. It was in 
December last year. Year before last, 1901. 

Did the prisoners have anything the matter with their 
feet? A. Came to me asking me to see Superintendent 
Mann, and said Captain Fleming would not give them shoes. 


By Mr. Warren: 

When did you first make these charges? A. In Septem- 
ber, to the Board of Directors. 

Did you appear before the board? A. No, sir; I came 
here and they adjourned the meeting. That was in Novem- 
ber. I came from Davie down here and they adjourned the 
meeting. 

Did you make any charges before you left the prison? A.

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You say they would not let you make any charges? A. I 


don’t know, sir. 


By Mr. Newianp: 
Was the board in session when vou got here? <A. No, sir; 


the meeting was put off. 


By Mr. Warren: 

lave you tried to get employment with State Prison 
since? <A. I got it, but I resigned, I had to, on account of 
sickness. I wrote Superintendent Mann, I think I wrote him 
that under no cireumstanees did I want a position where 
Captain Fleming was. Superintendent Mann wrote me to 
go to the mountain camp. 

Have you asked for employment since? A. Yes, sir; I 
wrote Superintendent Mann two weeks ago asking for a 
position. He told me whenever I wanted a situation with 
him I could get it. I have not heard from him. 


By Mr. Newuanp: 
How long were you at the mountains? A. About a week. 
How did things move on up there? <A. Fairly well. 


By Mr. Buiount: 

Mr. Wilson, are you addicted to the use of intoxicating 
liquors? A. Yes, sir. 

Have you been intoxicated since you have been in Raleigh ? 
A. I am before you, you can see me. 

Are you intoxicated now? <A. I don’t think I am. What 
do you mean by intoxicated ? 

How many drinks have you had this morning? A. Two 
small drinks. 

Were you tight yesterday? A. Yes, sir.

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By Mr. Warren: 

Did you drink any while in the employ of the State 
Prison? A. No, sir; I did not drink a drop. 

You stopped working after a week in Captain Lashley’s 
camp? <A. Isgot my eye hurt. Did not drink a drop. 


By Mr. Puarr: 

Did you make report to Superintendent Mann that these 
convicts were without shoes? <A. No, sir; because I knew it 
would do no good. He told me he was disgusted with Cap- 
tain Fleming. 

Whose duty was it to supply shoes? <A. Through the 
warden. 

Was it anything to Captain Fleming to furnish or not to 
furnish? A. None in the world. 

He lost or gained nothing by furnishing them? A. No, 
sir. 

You were intoxicated yesterday, how long since the last 
time? A. I have not drank a drop since I left Raleigh until 
September. 

When did you take your first drink? A. At Winston. 

Have you not been more or less intoxicated since day 
before yesterday? <A. Yes, sir. 

What do you think of the proprieties of a man coming 
before a commitee to make charges filling himself up with 
whiskey? A. That was my misfortune. I have told you 
the truth. There was no propriety init. I am ashamed of it, 
but I could not help it.

You are just unfortunate, being one of those people get- 
ting ene drink, take another? <A. Yes, sir; I drink some 
whiskey some time. I told you gentlemen the prisoners are 
treated awful. 

Mr. Wilson was requested to give the names of parties he 
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could prove his charges by and gave Mrs. I. C. Blair, J. E. 
Clayton, W. R. Pope, J. D. Hunnicutt. 


Captain J. M. Fremina, being duly sworn, on examina- 
tion says: 


By Mr. Warren: 

What position do you now hold in reference to the peni- 
tentiary ¢ A. Warden, since the incoming of present admin- 
istration ; since April, 1901. 

Did you serve in any other capacity? A. Some years 
ago I was deputy warden. 

All together, how long have you been in the employ of the 
penitentiary? <A. I was elected deputy warden in 1888. 
During the four years of Russell administration I was not 
connected with the prison. 

Do you know Mr. Wilson? A. Yes, sir; he was clerk to 
the warden. 

How long did he hold that position? A. Little over a 
year. 

What were his duties? A. They were to do any writing 
that the warden wished done, copy reports, such as that; take 
the count at night, help take care of the office. 

You have heard the testimony of Mr. Wilson in regard 
to the cruelty. Will you state to the committee whether 


those charges are true 4 


By Mr. New tanp: 

As to charges letting convicts go bare-footed? What have 
you to say, in December, 1901, McCain, Mays and others 
having their feet wrapped in clothes and tied with wires? <A. 
McCain, I reckon, did wrap his feet up, but it was not 
because he did not have shoes. He was stable man and took 
charge of stock, and I did see him have his feet wrapped 
up. I suppose to keep them warm. 
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Did he have shoes on under the wrap? <A. I suppose so. 

Did Wilson ever speak to you about the convicts being 
provided for? A. I have no recollection of it.” Leam sure 
he did not as to McCain. 

How about Mays? A. He went bare-footed around, he 
had charge of the cattle. It was in the summer thaa(cy aaa 
knew at the time he had a pair of good shoes. 

What about the woman you put in the dark cell? A. 
There was a woman that was locked up, but simply put in 
the dark cell. and when I found she had fits I had her turned 
out at once. 

How long did you keep her there? A. Just a very short 


time. 


By Mr. WARREN: 
Why did you put her there? A. Because she was obstrep- 


erous and would not obey orders. 


By Mr. Newianp: 

Did you attempt to prevent ministers from praying with 
the convicts? A. Not at all. 

Do you remember Mr. King! A. Yes, sir; I remember 
it; gentleman came over, said he wanted to go through the 
prison; he said he wanted to go to the hospital. He did not 
tell me he was a minister. No minister has been prevented 
from going in there by my instructions. 

As to the rules never having been read¢ A. The rules are 
posted in the cell block. When the prisoners come in I am 
very particular about taking their description, to tell them 
what the rules are. 

Do you ever read the rules to them ¢ A.-Only in that 
“way. 

You know the rules and tell them? A. Yes, sir. 


Do you remember about two weeks after you took charge

telling Mr. Wilson you were afraid to go through, and asking 
him to go with you? A. No, sir; it is absolutely false. 

Can you give us the circumstances of the prisoner taken 
from the dark cell to the hospital and died? A. No, siz; 
know nothing about it. 

Do you remember putting a man in dark cell weighing 
200 pounds and when you took him out weighed 130¢ A. 
Absolutely untrue. 

What would be punishment in dark cell, how many hours ¢ 
A. We never kept them there more than eight days. When- 
ever a man is put in dark cell and promises to do better 
always turn him out. If I have te put him in again I am 
not so ready to turn him out. 

When they are serving term in dark cell do you work 
them? A. No, sir. 

Are there any accommodations in the dark cell? A. We 
give them a blanket, in cold weather two blankets. 

In the summer, what have they? A. Same thing. 

Do you give them the same food? A. No, sir; fed on 
bread and water in the dark cell. 

That is in order to subdue certain classes? A. I think 
it Is. 

If they received same treatment in the dark cell they did 
in cell where they sleep and had nothing to do, that would not 
be punishment? A. They would very much prefer to remain 
there. : 

Which is considered the most severe, that or flogging? A. 
It depends on the man. 

Mr. Wilson said soon after you came there that your plan 
was to inflict cruel punishment on the convicts, and for that 
reason you asked him to go through the prison with you; 
what have you to say about that? A. There has been no 
cruel or unusual punishment or whipping done under my 


supervision. Once Mr. Wilson had a boy whipped, and he 
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did not hit him but one or two licks. If I had been there I 
would have given him a dozen. 

How many do you give them? <A. Not more than twenty. 
requently not more than five, ten or fifteen. 

Was there ever a time that you could not furnish shoes 
for the convicts? A. Occasionally we would get out of them. 
No convict suffered for shoes. Sometimes men have sore 


feet and have left them in the cell block, 


By Mr. Warren: 

Do you know why Mr. Wilson left the employ of the 
prison? A. I think I do. Mr. Wilson, as he says, is ad- 
dicted to spirituous liquors, and he drank too much on sev- 
eral occasions. 

Did he ever drink while connected with the State Prison / 
A. Yes, sir; he did. I did not see him drink anything, but 
he acted to me like a man that was drunk. He was dis- 
charged on account of drunkenness. 

Did he give satisfaction.as clerk, while sober? A. While 
sober, yes, sir; he was very efficient. 

How often would he get drunk? <A. Really, I could not 
say, as a general rule, when he left the prison he would 
come back very much under the influence of liquor. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Has there been any time since I have been there when a 
requisition for shoes or clothing was not honored as soon as 
posstble¢ A. JI think not. 

Has it not been invariably the case that requisitions for 
those things were filled at once? A. Yes, sir; some little 
delay in getting after ordered. 

Mention about how often whipping has been done since [ 
have been there ; about how many have been roughly whipped ; 
if it is frequent or infrequent? A. When we first took hold 


everything was in chaos, and they had been allowed to do as 
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they pleased, and we had to whip them and get them in 
order. I don’t think we have had to whip more than one in 
the past two or three months. 


By Mr. Warren: 

What do you mean by chaos? A. I mean no order among 
the convicts. They did as much as they pleased. That was 
the condition I found them in when I got there. I found 
that apparently they did not wish to submit to authority, 
and that they did not care anything about violation of the 


rules of the prison or anything of the kind. 


By Mr. Travis: 

You recollect the time when Mr. Wilson preferred charges 
of this same character before the board? A. Yes, sir. 

Were you not required to come before the board and 
answer? A. Yes, sir. 

Before the time set te hear them did not Mr. Wilson with- 
draw them? A. Mr. Mann so informed me; I did not know 
otherwise, than what he said about it. Mr. Wilson was 
down here; I heard he had been over to the prison and that 
he had withdrawn the charges made against me. 

Whenever you inflict corporal punishment, it is required 
to be reported to Mr. Mann? A. Yes, sir; a list kept and 


every punishment reported to Mr. Mann. 


By Mr. Mann: 

Are not im all cases where whipping is inflicted, am I not 
consulted? A. Yes, sir; except in cases of escapes. Some- 
times whippings have heen done without consulting you. 

When I was at the prison or when I was away?. A. I am 


not sure. 


By Mr. Witson: 


You say you never asked me to go with you through the 
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prison; to the dining room 2 A. I never said I did not ask 
you to go to the dining hall. 

You said you would keep them off in the front and I 
‘would keep them off in the rear? A. Possibly so. 

You remember, they said they were going to assassinate 
you? <A. I don’t remember. 

You said you would not give one dead negro for one 
crippled negro, and instructed the guards to shoot to kill? 
A. I have instructed guards not to take any chances, not to 
try to stop a man by breaking his leg, but be sure to shoot to 


kill to stop him. 


Mr. J. S. Mann was recalled to the stand. 

I was elected the superintendent of the prison in May, 
after Governor Aycock was inaugurated in January. I have 
been superintendent since that time. 


By Mr. Warren: ; 

Was Mr. Wilson in your employ? <A. I found Mr. Wil- 
son in the employ of the prison, and he remained there until 
last September, I think about the middle of September last, 
during my absence for a week in Philadelphia, on my return 
it was reported to me that he was drinking all the while, 
and had made himself very obnoxious to the prison, and 
while I was away the warden and clerk suspended him from 
duty. I let him go, from the fact that he had been drinking. 

Had you seen him under the influence of whiskey? A. I 
saw him at that time, in fact Mr. Wilson told me before I 
left that he had been drinking, but not drunk. There was 
one occasion when he was at home, and when his time was 
out he was unfit for duty. I made him lose that time on 
account of drinking. 

When was he dismissed? A. In September. 

Since then has he been @mployed? A. Some time after 
those matters had been disposed of I received a very pitiful 
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letter saying he had two aunts to support and asking me to 
make him a guard at one of the mountain camps. I wrote 
him frankly that I did not want to do that, I hoped he could 
get other employment in some other work, but if he could 
not he might go to the mountain camp. 

How long did he remain in that nosition? A. My im- 
pression is that he drew for three days. He wrote me again 
another letter, on a similar strain as first one, asking for 
another position, and telling me of the injury that occurred 
to him at the mountain camp. After Mr. Wilson was dis- 
charged, at the very time of his discharge, he came in my 
office and made a number of charges against the warden. I 
said to him that these matters ought to be investigated, if 
they were true, and I invited him to make the charges and 
present them to me and I would present them to the board. 
IIe did so, and handed them to me, and then later he wrote 
me that he was unable financially to come before the board 
and make the charges. I told him it would cost him nothing, 
we would pay all charges and have any witnesses he wanted ; 
I thought it should be made in behalf of the prison. I deny 
that [ ever said to him that I was disgusted with the warden. 
I never made any such remark. I never criticised the 


warden. 


By Mr. Warren: 

About these charges he preferred to the board? A. There 
was a postponement. I presented these charges to the war- 
den and asked him to file a written answer, and he did go. 
Mr. Wilson came down just before the meeting of the board. 
My recollection the meeting had been postponed one or two 
days on account of the election. He notified me of his pres- 
ence and wanted to come over, and did come over one morn- 
ing. I think that was on the morning; I don’t know the 
dates. My impression is that tlfe board was to meet next 
day, and the afternoon, I may be a little mixed in my time,

he eame and told me that he was unable to sustain the 
charges by the witnesses he expected to prove them, and 
wanted to withdraw them. After talking with him, I 
finally handed his charges back to him. I think he gave 
them to me and asked me to throw them in the fire myself. 
He made some remarks about the witnesses he expected to 
prove charges by, saying they were afraid to testify. I did 
not talk with witnesses, knew nothing of their knowledge of 


the charges. 


By Mr. Travis: 

What was his condition at the time he was down here to. 
prosecute the charges?! A. I think he was drinking. I have 
every reason to believe he was drinking, and he talked with 
me over the telephone while at the station and he told me 
that while he had withdrawn the charges before the board 
he was going to prosecute them before the Legislature. 


By Mr..WarreEn: 

As to convicts going without shoes? A. If there has been 
a convict belonging to the State Prison going without shoes 
in cold weather since I have been connected with the State 
Prison, the first I have heard of it is the case of McCain. 
They have always been furnished with shoes and necessary 
articles of clothing, and if I did not have them on hand they 
were immediately ordered. That has been invariably and 
always the ease. I have never refused to buy articles of 
clothing or shoes for the prisoners. 

Have you not been solicitous about the clothing and shoes 
for the prisoners? A. Yes, sir; I think so. 

Have you not personally tried to keep your eye on the 
prisoners and do as much as you could? A. I cannot say 
that I have depended on personal observation, I have had to 
depend on those under me, and have requested them to let 
me know what they needed. I invited Mr. Wilson and other 
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employees at prison to come to me at any and all times and 
let me know what was going on. 

Do you know of any preachers having been refused ad- 
mittance? A. That is not true. I was told at the time the 
circumstances of Mr. King. I think Captain Fleming told 
me, and he had no idea he was a preacher. Mr. King came 
to my office and asked if he could go to the hospital and I told 
him he could. 

Did Mr. Wilson make any charges to you about shoes? <A. 
I note Mr. Wilson says so, and that he brought me sample 
of bread. I think they would have impressed my mind if he 
had done so, I do recall that in reference to guards’ food. We 
had some wheat at the State farm and I had it ground for 
the use of the prison. It turned out that it was damaged, 
but as soon as I found that was the case, I stopped using it. 
It may have been that Mr. Wilson or somebody brought me 
sample of bread and the use of it was immediately discon- 
tinued. 

Do you remember the instance of woman being confined in 
dark cell? A. No, sir; I never heard of it until to-day. I 
do not know any of the circumstances. I desire to state to 
the committee there was a woman, very thin, and, I think, 
a consumptive, and probably her mind was not what it 
ought to have been; the doctor told me that the white and 
negro attendants were afraid of her, and he was convinced 
that she was not crazy. I talked with him about it, and told 
him to do all he could to keep her from being punished. I 
talked with the warden about that matter, and he told me: 
“Mr. Mann, I cannot punish that woman and would not 
do it, I would rather give up my place than do it.” 

Number of whippings, are there a great many? A. Very 
infrequent. On the works more frequent, still not frequent 
there. 

I desire to say a little more in explanation of the revolt 
of the prisoners. Before I was elected superintendent, and

immediately after the present Board of Directors assumed 
control of the prison, Captain Fleming was elected warden. 
I think that before this election the convicts petitioned to the 
board not to elect him. I know it asked us to remove him. 
In cur opinion, there was no excuse for it and we declined to 
consider it, and we were informed that there was quite a feel- 
mg among the convicts, and some danger, and Mr. Travis 
and myself went out to the prison and staid all night when 
they expected there was going to be trouble. The next 
morning Mr. Travis made a short talk to the convicts, tell- 
ing them the orders of the authorities, and that they were 
going to be carried out, and that they would have to submit 
to them and that was the last I have heard of any revolt. ‘hat 
was in a few days after we took charge of prison. I do 


not recall anything further. 


By Mr. Travis: ; 

Do you recall anything of the man said to have been ear- 
ried from dark cell to hospital? A. Never heard of it be- 
fore. I wish to say that I do not believe any such thing 
is possible since I have been there. 


By Mr. Arrinetron: 

You say punishment is more frequent on works than in 
prison. There is no way there to punish otherwise? A. I should 
say so. I think it proper to state while punishment is done 
in presence of warden, he does not personally apply the 
lash. It is done by man in cell block, I recall instance 
where prisoner was punished by being whipped at prison, 
and not being subdued, was put in dark cell, and an attend- 
ant at the insane department reported to Mrs, Blair that he 
had been cruelly whipped, and Mrs. Blair reported it to the 
Governor and the Governor asked me to have it investigated. 
I think it was next day I called the physician of the prison 
end he, Mr. Crossland and the warden took prisoner to hos- 
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pital and had prisoner stripped and examined in our pres- 
ence, and there was no mark on his person showing that he 
had been whipped. I am not sure, I think it was the same 


day. 


By Mr. Brount: 

Do you know anything about crazy man sent up to moun- 
tain camp? <A. Yes, sir; there was a man sent up there, put 
in prison, that mistake was made in commitment papers; he 
was at that time physically unable, and since that time the 
error was discovered and he was immediately brought back 
and put in the insane department, and I am sure he did not do 
a day’s work, at least the supervisor told me. The mistake 
was caused by mistake in the commitment. 


3y Mr. Witson: 

You say he was sent. Do you know he was marked on the 
record that he was crazy? <A. I don’t know it. 

You say you did not say you were disgusted with Captain 
Fleming? <A. I. did not. 

You said I am disgusted with Captain Fleming, and Mr. 
Arrington can testify to it, he was present. You said he 
tells me nothing? A. I remember to have said possibly to 
you; I remember to have said that I did not think Captain 
Fleming reported a number of matters to me. 

You told me that when I reported to Captain Fleming that 
was as far as my duty went. How often have you gone 
through the prison? <A. I really could not tell you; I don’t 
know. 

Half a dozen times? A. A great many more times. 

Did you ever go out to see the food? A. I don’t know 
that I have made a visit of inspection to see their food. 


By Mr. Warren: 
You know what food is furnished them? <A. Certainly, 
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I buy it all. I see that it comes; I O. K. bills that are paid 
for it. I will not pay any bill unless goods have been 
received by supervisors or proper officers. I buy the best 
meal I can buy; I buy what is known as straight flour, best 
article. I buy, usually, what is called clear rib side meat. For 
past six or seven months, I think, probably i have bought as 
much ef backs as I have sides, clear ribs went up so high. 
Those cuts of meat, | am informed, are all first class meats. 
At the prison we have beef, I think, three times a week. At 
the farms we have it occasionally by killing the cattle, and 
at all other points they have authority to give them beef 
three times a week. We have more than a supply of vegeta- 
bles here at this point, and every supervisor has authority 
to buy all vegetables men need, without being restricted. I 
mean at all points where they do not raise it. I buy consid- 
erable quantity of rice and coffee and we give them plenty of 
molasses, plenty of vinegar and those things necessary to 
put food in proper shape to eat, such as pepper, salt, ete., 
that go to season it. On the camps we buy a great deal of 
dried fruit, in the mountains. Certain seasons of the year 
we buy a quantity of salt fish. 


By Mr. Travis: 
You buy the best? A. We buy largely of best, and it is 
only of the staple articles of convict food. 


Mr. W. L. Travis, being duly sworn, on examination 
SAYS: 


By Mr. Warren: 

You are chairman of the board? A. Yes, sir; since first 
of April. During the month of April we had no superin- 
tendent and I acted as superintendent, April, 1901. Mr. 
Mann reported to me charges Mr. Wilson had preferred 


against warden in September. I arrived in Raleigh day be- 
House—97 
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fore board met, and told me he had required him to put 
them in writing and request the warden to answer them in 
writing, and showed me the warden’s reply and, I think, the 
charges. I heard him once or twice between that time and 
meeting of the board in conversation with Mr. Wilson in 
reference to the matter, told me he had told him he would 
pay any expenses. Afterwards, and before the board met, 
when he intended to take up charges, he told me Mr. Wilson 
had withdrawn them, stating his inability to prove them, 
and taking charges and put them in the fire. Of course 
we made no investigation after his withdrawal, stating he 
could net prove them. There has come no complaint to the 
Board of Directors nor information at any time that any 
convict in the penitentiary was suffering for want of shoes 
or other wearing apparel. The Board of Directors have, 
from time to time, personally cbserved the convicts to see 
how they were clothed and fed, and have always found that 
it was being done properly. I, myself, and other directors, 
have gone to the dining room when we were not expected, 
both at Central Prison and farms, to see kind of meals 
furnished, and always found well and plenty, and I am 
satisfied that during all time I have been connected with 
prison for last four years, convicts have been fed and clothed 
amply. It may be that sometimes convicts have gone with- 
out shoes. I do not believe there has been a time that they 
have had to do so for want of shoes. J have never had any 
eomplaint to the board that any of them needed shoes. 


By Mr. Newxanp: | 

Were you a member of the executive board prior to Aycock 
administration? A. Yes, sir. 

Do you remember anything about chaos? A. When we 
took charge there was confusion among convicts incident to 
the change of wardens, changing from one man to another. 
The convicts were exceedingly shrewd in their attempts to 


s 
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evade the rules, making pleas for sympathy, organizing forces 
to revolt, and when they found out that we were going to 
elect a warden they petitioned us not to elect Captain Flem- 
ing. It was rumored to us that they had organized a mutiny 
with view of dictating to the board who they would have; 
that they would not have man unless suitable to them. 

What was character of discipline prior to time you had 
charge of board? A. I think discipline good, but for sev- 
eral weeks prior to the time that Captain Fleming was made 
warden the war had been dragging, and for those two or 
three weeks the warden did not perform his duty as he 
should have. He knew he was going to be displaced and did 
not pay much attention to his duties. A part of the dissatis- 
faction on the part of the convicts, immediately at the time 
Captain Fleming was elected warden, it was circulated among 
them that they would be very much restricted; they had been 
allowed to go out of cells, and it was told them that that 
privilege would be taken away from them, and that they 
would be kept in their individual cells, and those rumors 
among them had aroused them. Nevertheless, it did excite 
them, and it aided to bring on this mutiny. When we heard 
of it we went out and went in dining room and I told them 
that they would not be permitted to dictate the warden, and 
they would have to submit to the warden and that we were 
going to have discipline in a kindly way if they would sub- 
mit to it. I gave them my word and the word of the Board 
of Directors any warden would not be allowed to treat them 
cruelly. 


Captain J. M. FLemrine recalled: 

I wanted to state that with regard to the rations, I have 
been seeing after rations cooked myself, and I know the 
rations are abundant and good, as a rule well cooked. Some- 
times they make failure on bread, sometimes on coffee. That 
is all I wanted to state. 
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Mr. T. M. Arrineron, being duly sworn, on examination 


says: 


By Mr. Warren: 

What position do you hold? A. Clerk. 

How long? A. Since May, 1901. 

What are your duties? A. Keep all records, book-keeping, 
receive all money and see that it 1s properly disbursed. 

Is it your duty to buy the provisions? <A. No, sir; Mr. 
Mann, as superintendent, buys the provisions. 

Do you know anything in regard to the wearing apparel, 
shoes, clothes, ete.? A. I know that it ts furnished. So 
far as I am able to judge sufficient supply is bought, in fact 
our shoe bill has been exceedingly large. 

Do you know of any instance convict without shoes or 
wearing apparel? A. No, sir; never heard of it either at 
State Prison or farms. ‘The last time we bought shoes for 
the Central Prison we bought three hundred pair. 


Was Mr. Wilson employed at the State Prison? A. Yes, - 


sir; he was there when I went there, and remained with 
Prison until sometime in September. He went off to Cale 
donia farm and came back very much under the influence 
of whiskey and in such condition that warden spoke to me 
about it. I suspended him from duty and he drank so much 
that finally I had to refuse him admission to the Prison. 

What was his conduct? A. Abusive; talked very badly 
about a good many of the officials. I never heard Mr. Mann 
say in presence of Mr. Wilson or anywhere else that he was 
disgusted with the warden, Captain Fleming. ‘These charges 
Mr, Wilson has brought are matters I know nothing about. 

You don’t know of woman being confined in dark cell ? 
BNO SIT: 

Did Mr. Wilson ever make any complaint to you about 
convicts not having shoes? A. No, sir. 


Before that time you spoke of suspending him, did you 


_——" 
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ever observe his being under the influence of whiskey? A. 
Yes, sir; once before he went home and came back, so much 
under influence of whiskey that he was not put on duty. I 
suspended him until Mr. Mann came back from Philadel- 


phia. 


By Mr. Buount:

Mr. Mann submitted the following letter, with request that

Hon. J. S. Mann, 
Raleigh, N. C. 

Dear Str:—Notwithstanding the fact that I was fearful 
that the condition of my health was insuflicient to withstand 
the rigorousness of the climate beyond the Ridge at that 
season of the year, on receipt of your letter of November 
26th, though a httle unique in its contents, I accepted the 
same and made my little arrangements here as early as possi- 
ble and started to the mountain camp of Captain J. C. Lash- 
ley. I arrived there December 10th, and he received me very 
cordially, gave me work, and treated me with uniform kind- 
ness during my short stay with him, but at last it came near 
being the most unfortunate, saddest venture of my life. The 
second day I went on duty the fire that had been built for me 
to warm by contained several dynamite caps, that had gotten 
there by accident, I suppose; three caps exploded simultane- 
ously, and before I could turn my head, a piece of gravel 
struck me in the left eye and imbedded itself in the eye-ball 
near the sight. ‘The pain was severe, and it soon rendered me 
unfit for duty. Dr. Gilreath performed an operation and 
succeeded in extracting the gravel, but my eye did not seem 
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to improve but very little, if any. J remained at the camp 
a week and improved so little that the doctor advised me to 
return home, giving it as his opinion that to remain there 
exposed to the cold wind and smoke as I would necessarily 
have been, would or might cause me to lose the sight of my 
eye entirely; so, on his advice, and by the consent of Cap- 
tain Lashley, I left there for home, but was barely able to 
reach here. After reaching here I had my eye treated by an 
oculist and am glad to say that he was more successful and 
that my eyesight is all right cnece more and I don’t think 
I will suffer further pain or inconvenience therefrom. | I 
intended to have gone back to the mountains when I got over 
my hurt, but I notice from the papers that the camps are 
being moved from there elsewhere. 

Mr. Mann, I am yet out of employment and have been 
for so long now that I haven’t made anything, that I cer- 
tainly need work if ever poor mortal did. God knows that 
I am willing to do anything that I am able to do. I thought 
that I would write you again and see if you did not have 
some kind of State job by this time that you could give me. 
I will appreciate anything that you can or will furnish me 
to do, and would endeavor to.perform my duty in the future 
as I have tried to do in the past, with fidelity. 

I am more than sorry that I am yet unable to return the 
ten dollars that you so generously loaned me before I left 
Raleigh. Had I known at that time that I could not have 
replaced it ere this, I never would have accepted the loan. 

My brother at Washington, D. C., wrote me that he would 
be sure to pay you by first of December at earliest. 1 was 
in hopes that he had done so, but I got a letter from him a 
day or so since stating that he had just lost a thousand dol- 
lars in cotton futures and that he would not be able to pay 
it now before May. I do not depend on him at all. I sin- 
eerely hope and trust that I will be able to settle it before 
much longer. J am not remindful in the least of the attitude 
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that my not paying you has been bound to have placed me in 
your estimation, but I could not help it, nor can I yet. I 
have done the very best that I could. I keenly feel the grati- 
tude that I am due you for other favors, and I trust that I 
can show my appreciation in the near future in a more sub- 
stantial manner than mere words. 

I sincerely hope that you will consider my situation, or 
rather my condition, in its proper light, and, if you possibly 
can, give me employment of some sort. I will appreciate any 
sort or kind of a job you can or may see proper to give me. 

Thanking you in advance for the same, and hoping to hear 
from you real soon, I beg to remain,

indeed of the propriety of my placing you again in our 
service. 

It gives me pleasure to say that, with the exception of one

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recent trouble. I need not say that this was appreciated 
by me. 

I sincerely regret this whole unpleasant affair and I sin- 
cerely hope that you may yet secure a position elsewhere. —

will not be permitted while in our employ to indulge in 
drink. J wish I could do better for you.
